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WII B great progreſs was made 
in the other branches of philoſophy, 
it was obſerved, and lamented, that 
in the knowledge of medicine we. 
either gained no ground, or at leaſt 
advanced with a very ſlow pace. 
That charge appears now to be done 
away. Medicine has certainly of 
late kept pace with her fiſters in 
ſcience, and now is not the laſt in 
the train. 

The faſhion of hypotheſis ſeems 
to have given place to obſervations 
on facts, the phænomena of diſeaſes, 
and appearances on diſſection; and 
a 2 the

the liberal and enlightened ſpirit of 
the age has greatly promoted them, 
by the numerous erections of hoſ- 
pitals in almoſt all parts of the 
world, which afford great expe- 
rience, and frequent inſpection of 
diſeaſed morbid bodies. 

It is by theſe means that we are 
become more acquainted with the 
cauſes of diſeaſes, and have eſta- 
bliſhed a more accurate pathology 
and method of cure; while the 
great improvements made in medi- 
cine's great auxiliary, Chymiſtry, 
and ſome recent diſcoveries in the 
vegetable and mineral kingdoms, 
and of powers unknown before, in 
ſome articles of the materia medica, 
have greatly added to our means of 
effecting it. 

The publications of ingenious and 
obſerving men, who have paid par- 
ticular

ticular attention to particular dic. 
eaſes, have alſo furniſned us with 
a happier and more ſucceſsful mode 
of treating them. 

Theſe circumſtances have eſta- 
bliſhed a practice in many reſpects 
different from that which is laid 
down in the lateſt books of the 
practice of phyſic that I know, and 
in what it difiers it appears to be 
obviouſly for the better. 


From the conſideration, then, of 


the improvements lately made in the 
difcipline of medicine in general, 


and of the ſucceſsful treatment of 


ſome diſeaſes in particular, I, with 
great deference, ſubmit to the Pub- 


lic this book, containing the lateſt: 


and moſt approved practice, and 
formulz of medicines proper for 
each diſeaſe, in which will be in- 
. | troduced 
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troduced ſuch new ones as have been 
found powertul and valuable; and 
I beg leave to aſſure the reader, 
that no pains have been ſpared to 
make it an uſeful aſſiſtant to the 
Young Practitioner, for whoſe uſe 
it is intended. 

The beſt authors, including the 
lateſt publications, and ſixteen years 
experience, have furniſhed the ma- 
terials for this book, which I hope 
will not be deemed altogether an 
impertinent and uſeleſs intruſion 
upon the Public. 

In the arrangement of diſeaſes I 
have adopted the method of Cullen, 
and to each is prefixed its character 
in the words of that excellent no- 
ſologiſt; then follow the ſymptoms, 
diagnoſis, prognoſis, and cauſes, as 
far as they can be aſſigned, and, 
laſtly, 
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laſtly, the method of cure, with the 
means of relieving particular urgent 
ſymptoms. | 

In the execution I have endea- 
voured to bring all the circumſtances 
of the diſeaſe into as cloſe a point 
of view as poſſible, and have there- 
fore aimed at conciſeneſs, without 
obſcurity, or omitting any thing 
material. | 

The doſes of medicines are adapt- 

cd to the adult male; they, there- 
fore, muſt be lowered according to 
the age and ſtrength of the patient: 
and as peculiar idioſyncracy in dif- 
ferent perſons may cauſe ſome me- 
dicines to diſagree, or not to pro- 
duce the deſired and wonted effect, 
ſeveral formulæ are given of diffe- 
rent articles claſſed in the materia 
medica under the ſame head. 
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If the practitioner would conduct 
himſelf ſo as to gain credit to him- 
ſelf, and procure advantage to his 
patient, there are ſeveral rules ne- 
ceſſary to be obſerved both with 
regard to his general behaviour and 
mode of preſcribing ; for the for- 
mer I refer him to that excellent 
book of Dr. Gregory's, ©© The Ob- 
ce ſervations on the Duties and Of- 
& fices of a Phyſician; and for. his 
information in the latter I will, 
with his leave, preſent him with 
the following quotation from Hoff-

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I have thouphr it unneceſſary to 
quote the ie authorities for 
what I have wrote, as they will 
moſt probably readily occur to the 
reader, and it would have increaſed 
the ſize of the book, a circumſtance 
I wiſhed for obvious reaſons to 
avoid. 

Some of the queries are tranſcribed 
from other books, which J hope 
will not be deemed improper, as 
medical queſtions cannot be too 
much difleminated. 

It the young Apothecary, . 
whoſe care (in this country, at leaſt) 
a much greater number of caſes fall, 
than under that of a Phyfician, 
ſhall find any benefit from what is 
here offered to him, (in the hope of 
its being ſome aſſiſtance to him in 


the 
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the beginning of his practice) my 
aim will be accompliſhed, and I 
ſhall not have laboured in vain. 

I have not ſeen the new edition 
of the London Practice of Phyſic, 
which has appeared ſince this work 
went to the preſs; what I have 
ſaid in this Introduction, therefore, 
cannot have any reference to it.

SYMPTOMS. 
| This fever has three ſtages — the Cold, 


Hot, and Sweating. 
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The firſt is uſhered in by languor, de- 
bility, frequent yawning and ſtretching, 
ſhrinking of the features ; ſenſation of cold, 
firſt in the back, and then over the whole 
body, which increaſes ſo as to produce an 
univerſal ſhaking. It is frequently attended 
with bilious vomitings, and, after continu- 
ing for ſome time, it goes off, and 1s ſuc- 
ceeded by heat, which increaſes till a ſweat 
breaks out and puts an end to the paroxyſm. 
The hot ſtage is attended with the uſual 
ſymptoms of pyrexia, ſuch as head- ache, 
thirſt, fluſhing of the face, dry tongue, 
and high- coloured urine, which, when the 
paroxyſm is finiſhed, generally depoſits a 
copious lateritious ſediment. In the inter- 
miſſions the patient feels languid, wants 
appetite, and there is commonly a yellow- 
neſs in the complexion. 


The remote cauſes are, 

1. The prediſpoſing - debility; warm, 
moiſt climate; particular ſeaſons, ſpring 
and autumn. 

2. The occaſional, or exciting - marſh 
miaſmata; contagion ; exceſſive evacua- 
tions, and expoſure to cold air, *'> 
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PROGNOSIS. 


If the diſeaſe continues long, it may 
produce morbid affections of the abdomi- 
nal viſcera, jaundice, and dropſy; and if 
it runs into a continued form, it is attended 
with danger. The paroxytlm being re- 
tarded, an eruption about the mouth, or 
a general cutancous one, are favourable 
ſigns. 


CURE 


Is to be effected by ſuch means as will, 


1. In the intermiſſions prevent a recurrence 


of the paroxyſms; 2. In the paroxyſms 
obtain a perfect removal of the diſcaſe; 
and 3. Obviate ſuch circumſtances as pre— 
vent the fulfilling the two firſt intentions. 

Some late experiments have proved that 
the beſt time of exhibiting the bark in in- 
termittents is at the end of the fit.

Circumſtances preventing the fulfilling 
of the two firſt indications are, phlogiſtic 
diathefis, accumulations of bile and fæces 
in the ſtomach and inteſtines, great debt- 
lity, and a damp, cold ſituation. 
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If conſiderable inflammatory diatheſis is 
preſent, bleeding will be neceſſary; if ac- 
cumulations of bile, &c., emetics and laxa- 
tives muſt be given, which indeed in this 
diſeaſe ſhould generally precede the uſe of 


other medicines ; and if there is great de- 


bility, the ſyſtem muſt be ſtrengthened by 


a more generous diet, the uſe of wine, the 
cold bath, exerciſe, and the tonic medicines 
mentioned above and hereafter. 

The autumnal intermittents are more 
difficult to cure than the vernal ones. The 
bark ſhould be continued for ſome time 
after the paroxyſms have ceaſed, and ſhould 
be gradually left off. 

It the means above recommended fail of 
curing the diſeaſe, a change of air ſhould 
be adviſed, as without it all our efforts are 
ſometimes exerted 11 vain. | 

If the bark alone ſhould not fit eaſy 
upon the ſtomach, it will be proper to join 
ſome aromatic with it, or it may be given 
in milk, in which vehicle it is often taken 
with the leaſt inconvenience to the pa- 
tient. 

If it purges, add a few drops of tinct.

In the ſecond place we are to remove or 
prevent the effects of topical congeſtion, 
eſpecially in the head or viſcera. lu the 
head it is ſuſpected from intenſe pain and 
furious delirium, and it is to be relieved 
by general and topical bleedings, by leeches 
applied to the head or cupping, by ſhav- 
ing and bliſtering the head, by pediluvia, 
by clyſters, and purges, and cooling ap- 
plications to the head. 

In the thoracic or abdominal viſcera it 
will ſhew itſelf by the ſymptoms mention— 
ed in the prognoſis. If it is in the former, 


we have recourſe to general and topical 


bleeding, and bliſtering the thorax at the 
painful part; if in the inteſtines, to ge- 
neral and topical bleeding, bliſtering, the 
pediluvium, laxatives, and a rigorous ad- 
herence to the general antiphlogiſtic regi- 
men. 

If when the phlogiſtic diatheſis is re- 
moved, fever ſtill remains, attended with 
great debility and affection of the nervous 


ſyſtem,

CHAP. III. 


Of the Typhus, or Low Nervous Fever. 


CHARACTER, 


Morbus contagioſus; calor parum auc- 
tus; pulſus parvus, debilis, plerumque 
frequens; urina parum mutata ; ſenſorii 
functiones plurimum turbatæ; vireſque 
multum imminutæ. 


SYMPTOMS. 


This fever comes on by ſlow and almoſt 
imperceptible degrees; the firſt ſymptoms 
are laſſitude, languor, depreſſion of the ſpi- 
rits, general debility, frequent irregular 
returns of chills and heats, opprefled brea- 
thing without any topical affection of the 
lungs, great anxiety about the præcordia, 
loſs of appetite, nauſea, and ſometimes a 


vomiting of inſipid pages with a pale, 
funk 
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ſunk countenance, vertigo, flight head- 


ache, or confuſion, and diſturbed fleep. 


There is neither great heat, thirſt, nor 
dryneſs of the tongue ; the pulſe is ſmall 
and weak, and frequent, eſpecially towards 
night. All theſe ſymptoms go on gradual- 
ly increaſing, and then come on great ſenſi- 
bility of the nervous ſyſtem, ſubſultus 
tendinum, tremors, and ſometimes con- 
vulſions. The patient cannot ſleep, though 
he often lies in a kind of ſtupor with his eyes 
open: he has a delirium mite, or more fre- 
quently a confuſion or conſtant muttering, 
with a tinnitus aurium. The urine is 
pale and without ſediment, and though the 
tongue becomes dry in the advanced ſtage 
of the fever, there is ſeldom any complaint 


of thirſt. 


REMOTE CAUSES. 


Are a relaxed habit, and weak nervous 
ſyſtem, large avacuations, poor diet, and, 
depreſſing paſſions, fear, ſedentary life, 
immoderate ſtudy, exceſs of venery, con- 
tagion, and moiſt warm atmoſphere.

DIAGNOSIS, 


This will be diſtinguiſhed from the pu- 
trid fever by its being attended with leſs 
heat and thirſt, no bilious vomitings, leſs 
frequency of pulſe, and no ſymptoms of 
putreſcency. 


PROGNOSIS. 


Danger is to be apprehended in this caſe 
iu proportion to the degree of debility, and 
conſequent affection of the nervous ſyſtem, 
which will be indicated by delirium being 
conſtant, and continuing long, by profuſe 
{weats attended with miliary eruptions, 
eſpecially if they are partial about the 
thorax, head, and neck, while the extre- 
mities are dry and cold, by ſubſultus ten- 
dinum, tremblings of the hands and tongue 
when it is put out; hiccough, watchings, 
colliquative diarrhoea, and feeble irregular 
pulſe. When an involantary diſcharge of the 
urine and feces comes on with theſe ſymp- 
toms, and a gathering of the bed clothes, 
mutterings, and high fluſhing in the cheeks, 
death may ſhortly be expected. The fa- 
vourable ſymptoms are, a warm, gentle, 

„ univerſal 
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univerſal ſweat, unforced; the tongue 
keeping moiſt in the advanced ſtage of the 
diſeaſe, delirium not appearing early, and 
being ſeldom preſent, the pulſe riſing and 


becoming fuller upon the exhibition of 


cordials, eruptions about the mouth and 
ears, and a'miliary eruption not preceded 
by, nor attended with, protute ſweating ; 
and a gentle diarrhoea. 


CURE. 


We begin by cleanſing the prime vie 
by. emetics, which given in the beginning 
often totally remove the diſeaſe. From 
great experience in this fever, I can fay, 
that when a practitioner is called in, when 
ſome of the firſt ſymptoms come on, and 
before the fever is formed, that it may ge- 
nerally be prevented by giving an emetic, 
by procuring ſtools, fomenting the lower 
extremities, and giving an opiate, and at- 
ter that the bark.

The moſt diſtreſſing ſymptoms are gene- 
rally the head- ache, confuſion, and reſtleſſ-

For the former, bliſtering the temples 
generally affords relief, and for the latter 
warm fomentations of the legs, and an 
opiate at bed time. 

The patient will be frequently refreſhed 
by cold acidulated liquids, by bathing bis 
body with vinegar and water by means of 
a ſponge, wiping it perfectly dry after- 
wards; and James's powder has great 
powers in this diſeaſc.

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CHAP. IV. 
Of the SxNochus, or Mixed FEVER. 


CHARACTER. 


Morbus contagioſus ; febris ex ſynocha, 
et typho comets: initio, ſynocha, pro- 
greſſu, et verſus finem typhus. 

This mixed fever begins with the ſymp- 
toms of the ſynocha, but ſooner or later 
(and often ſuddenly) aſſumes the form of 
typhus. When the nature of this fever 
is known in the beginning, from its being 
epidemic, or ſuſpected from other circum- 
ſtances, caution in the uſe of the lancet, 
and antiphlogiſtic plan will be neceſſary. 

The general ſymptoms, cauſes, prognoſ- 
tic, and niode of treatment, as it puts on 
the form of typhus, or ſynocha, will be 
underſtood from what has been ſaid in the 
account of thoſe diſeaſes.

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CHAP. V. 


Of the Tyrhus PUTRIDA, or PUTRID 
FEVER. 


CHARACTER. 


Morbus contagioſus ; calor multo auc- 
tus, pulſus durus, parvus, debilis, plerum- 
que frequens et 1rregularis ; urina parum 
mutata; lingua plerumque arida et nigra, 
vires maxime imminutæ, et plerumque 
cum petechus, ſitis non depeſcenda. 


SYMPTOMS. 


The putrid fever comes on with more vio- 
lent ſymptoms that the typhus ſimplex. In 
the firſt ſtage there is more violent rigor, heat, 
and greater hardneſs of the pulſe, which 
is ſmall and irregular ; there is an evident 
pulſation in the temporal and carotid arte- 
Ties, an extreme debility and proſtration of 
ſtrength, (this is a pathognomonic ſymp- 
tom), great dejection of ſpirits and dread, 
nauſea, and vomiting of green, and ſome- 

times 
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times black, bile; unquenchable thriſt, 
pain in the head and temples; the eyes 
ſeem inflamed, and at the bottom are tinged 
with a yellow hue, vertigo, tinnitus aurium, 
difficult reſpiration, interrupted with fre- 
quent fighing, and the breath 1s generally: 
very fœtid. 
As the diſeaſe advances, all the ſymptoms 
are aggravated: delirium not violent, or 
rather ſtupidity and confuſion, come on ; 
and the pulſe ſinks while it increaſes in 
frequency; the delirium increaſes, with tre- 
mors of the hands and tongue ; the voice 1s 
weak, and there are-extreme weakneſs and 
laſſitude, pains in the back and limbs, and 
ſcrobiculus cordis, with oppreſſion, and vo- 
miting of green or black putrid bile ; the 
tongue 1s dry, parched and black, and ſome- 
times of a yellow colour, and from its dry- 
neſs the ſpeech is indiſtinct, and when it 
is put out, 1t 1s frequently drawn in again 
with difficulty. The thirſt continues, in 
general, unquenchable. If the patient lies 
warm, he 1s generally coſtive; if cold, 
there is a diarrhoea, The ſkin is parched, 
and there is commonly a peculiar pungent 


C 3 heat 
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heat in it. In the laſt ſlage, added to the 
above ſymptoms, petechize and vibices ap- 
pear, varying in colour from bright to livid ; 
the breath, ſtools, urine, and ſweat, become 
remarkably fœtid, and hæmorrhages iſſue 
from different parts of the body, from the 
diſſolved ſtare of the blood. 


REMOTE CAUSES. 


Warm moiſt ſtate of the atmoſphere, 
weakneſs from preceding diſeaſes, poor 


diet, or great evacuations, ſalivation, foul 


air from a number of people being croud- 
ed together in a {mall place, putrid ani- 
mal and vegetable effluvia, or ſuch as are 
emitted from ſtagnant putrid water, living 
entirely on animal food, or fiſh, and that 
more or leſs in a putrid ſtate, contagion, 


and putrid diatheſis. 


DIAGNOSIS, 


This fever will be diſtinguiſhed from 
ſynocha by the ſtate of the pulſe, and great 
proſtration of ſtrength; and trom the typhus 
fimplex by the greatneſs of the thirſt, by 
the pulſe, by the violence of the ſymptoms 

| at 
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at the attack, by the bilions —_— and 
ſymptoms of putridity. 


PROGNOSIS, 


The iſſue of this diſeaſe will be with 
difficulty foretold. The danger will be 
oreater according to the ſymptoms of pu- 
tridity, which are, extreme debility, col- 
liquative violent diarrhoea, with hardneſs of 
the abdomen, large livid or black ſpots, 
profuſe fœtid ſweats, hemorrhages, in- 
flammation of and ſtaring with the eyes, 
dark-coloured apthæ, with deep ulceration 
in the fauces, frequent inclination to un- 


cover the breaſt, intenſe heat, dark-colour- 


ed fœtid urine, feeble irregular quick pulſe, 
fœtid ſmell of the body, and the ſymptoms 
mentioned in the laſt ſtage of typhus ſim- 
plex. 

The favourable ſymptoms are, a gentle 
moderate ſweat, bilious gentle diarrhoea, 
abſceſſes in the parotid, axillary, or inguinal 
glands ; the pulſe riſing, and the head be- 
ing relieved by the uſe of wine and cordials, 
ſcabby eruptions about the mouth and 
noſe, turbid urine, in the advanced ſtage,

{kin and tongue, and a gentle ſweat, 


CURE. 


In this dangerous feyer no time 1s to be 
loſt; we muſt, therefore, beware of inert 
practice, and endeavour 1mmediately to 
counteract the putrid diatheſis by every 
means in our power, 

1. We mult prevent the ill effects of 
plethora, by giving an emetic, laxatives, 
cooling acidulated liquids, the juice of the 
ſubacid fruits, and ſpare diet; bleeding muſt 
not be ventured upon here. An emetic and 
laxative given upon the firſt attack have 
the beſt effects. 


2. We are to remove occaſional or ex- 


citing cauſes, by placing the patient where 


he will have the pureſt, cooleſt air ; by re- 
moving every thing that can retain or com- 


municate putrid effluvia, at the ſame time 


impregnating the air of the room with acid, 
aromatic ſteams, produced by boiling vine- 
gar, burning myrrh, frankincenſe, reſin, 
pitch and tar; and whatever will increaſe 
the heat of the body muſt be cautiouſly 


avoided, 
3. Col- 
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3. Collection of putrid fomes is to be 
prevented by procuring frequent evacua- 
tions of the prime vie and inteſtines, by 
gentle emetics and laxatives, and the cor- 
rection of it effected be antiſceptics. Cri- 
tical abſceſſes mult be forwarded. 

4. The vis vitæ muſt be ſupported by 
proper nour:{hment, given frequently in 
ſmall quantities; by proper cordials, par- 
ticulary the liberal uſe of wine, Peruvian 
bark, and, in the decline, bliſters, and 
ſupporting the 3 ſpirits by every 
poſſible art. 

5. Putreſcency muſt be obviated by the 
early uſe of the moſt powerful antiſceptics; 
by wine, by bark given in as large and fre- 
quent doſes as the ſtomach will bear ; by 
camphor, neutral ſalts, and acids.

It will be pro- 
per to uſe the waſh of vinegar and water 
to the body recommended in typhus fim- 
plex, and to expoſe the patient to the cold 
air, to give cold acidulated liquids to 


drink, and mephitic water ; and the latter 


may alſo be thrown up by clyſters. 

6. Particular diſtreſſing ſymptoms, ſuch 
as diarrhea, vomiting, and delirium, muſt 
be relieved. The diarrhea by gentle laxa- 
tives, acids (as correctors of the putrid

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matter occaſioning it), the cort. Anguſt, and 
abſorbents, with a gentle opiate. 

The vomi::ag will be relieved by gentle 
emetics, acius, and faline draughts, taken 
in the act of fermentation.

ought to be taken daily. 


CHAP. 


28 PRACTICE OF PHYSIC.

O the REMITTENT FEVER. 


The remittent fever comes on with near- 
ly the ſame ſymptoms as the intermittent, 
except that the cold and hot ſtages are not 


ſo violent; when they have continued 


ſome time, they go off, leaving an evident 
remiſſion, from whence the diſeaſe has its 


name, and return at uncertain, irregular 


periods. 
If inflammatory diatheſis is preſent, bleed- 
ing will be neceſſary, then an emetic and 
laxative; and upon the remiſſion taking 
place, the return of the paroxyſm muſt be 
prevented by the means pointed out in the 
cure of intermittents. Particular ſymp— 


toms, ſuch as vomiting, diarrhoea, or head- 


ache and delirium, muſt be relieved by the 


means already mentioned for the relief of 


thoſe ſymptoms as occurring 1n the fevers 
treated of above. 

When this diſeaſe is fatal, it generally 
degenerates into the putrid fever, or dyſen- 
try. It ſymptoms of putridity appear, we 

muſt 
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muſt proceed in the ſame manner as in the 
putrid fever. > 


CHAP. VIL 


Of the FeBrIs HECTICA, or HecticC 
FEVER. 


CHARACTER, 


Febris quotidie revertens; acceſſionibus 
meridianis et veſpertinis; remiſſione, rarius 
apyrexia, matutina; plerumque ſudoribus 
nocturnis, et urina, ſedimentum furfuraceo 
lateritium deponente. 

As this cannot be conſidered a primary 
diſeaſe, the treatment of it will be deferred 
till I treat of the phthiſis, of which it is 
always an attendant, and where it will 
more properly come under conſideration. 

The general treatment of fevers will be 


readily ſeen from the following practical 
axioms: 


Practical 
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Practical Axioms for the Treatment of 
FEVERS. 


1. Violent inflammation and re. action 
are to be obviated by a diligent uſe of the 
antiphlogiſtic regimen. 

2. Great debility is to be removed by cor- 
dials, tonics, and ſtimulants. 

3. Topical congeſtion is to be pre- 
vented, or removed, by topical bleedings, 
bliſtering, and the general antiphlogiſtic 
plan. 

4. Debility and affections of the nervous 
iyſtem are to be relieved by wine and other 
cordials, bliſters, pediluvia, and other an- 


tiſpaſmodics. 


5. Putreſcency 1s to be counteracted by 
an early uſe of the moſt powerful antiſcep- 
tics. 

6. Particular diſtreſſing ſymptoms are to 
be relieved by proper remedies, already 
pointed out. 

7. The recurrence of the paroxyſims is 
to be prevented by the free exhibition. of 
the bark and other tonics in the remiſſions. 


8. The {ſtrength is to be reſtored by to- 


nics, nouriſhing diet, and exerciſe.

Of PHLEGMASIZ, or INFLAMMATIONS, 


CHARACTER, 


Synocha; phlogoſis, vel dolor topicus, 
ſimul læſa partis internæ functione; ſan- 
guis miſſus et jam concretus, ſuperficiem 
coriaceam albam oſtendens. 

Of inflammations there are two ſpecies 
— the Phegmon, and Eryſipelas. 


Of PHEGMON. 


CHARACTER. 


Phlogoſis (Phlegmon) rubore vivido tu- 
more circumſcripto, in faſtigium plerumque 
elevato, ſæpe in apoſtema abeunte, dolore 
ſæpe pulſatili, 
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SYMPTOMS, 


A tumour, with uncommon redneſs, heat, 
and pain, attended with a ſenſe of throb- 
bing, and a hard, quick, full pulte, and 
thirſt. 

REMOTE CAUSES. 


The ſame as produce inflammatory fever, 
external injuries, and very hot, very cold, 
or various acrid applications. 

Inflammation terminates by reſolution, 
ſuppuration, and gangrene. When reſolu— 
tion takes place, the inflammation goes off 


without producing ſuppuration or gan- 


grene. 

The ſigns of approaching ſuppuration are, 
a continuance of the pain beyond a certain 
time, When the proper means of ſubduing 
the inflammation have been uſed; the tu- 
mour riſing to a point; throbbing in the 
part, and frequent chills; when it 1s ef— 


feed, the pain remits, a fluctuation is felt, 


and the part becomes ſoft and white on the 
top. 
A diſpoſition to gangrene may be per- 


ceived by the extreme violence of the pain, 


by 
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by the colour loſing its brightneſs and be- 
coming more or leſs of a purple or livid 
hue; the part then becomes almoſt black, 
cold, loſes it elaſticity, and the cuti- 
cle riſes into bliſters; when it becomes 
quite black and dead, it is called a ſpha- 


celus. 


' PROGNOSIS, 


The danger in this caſe will be in pro- 
portion to the importance of the part af- 
feed, and the tendency to gangrene, 
which will be underſtood from what has 
been ſaid above: and it is to be remem- 
bered that internal ſuppurations are always 


highly dangerous, and frequently fatal. 


CURE, 


When the diſeaſe is not critical, the re- 
ſolution of the inflammation is to be ob- 
tained, if poſſible, by removing the ex- 
citing cauſes; by the general antiphlogiſtic 
plan, eſpecially by bleeding repeatedly, ac- 
cording to the violence of the ſymptoms 
and ſtrength of the patient; by topical 
bleedings, and applications of cooling ſe- 
dative medicines, and purgatives. 

D B. Ceruſſ. 
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B.. Ceruſſ. acetat. Ziij. 
Acet. diſtillat. Ziij,

This is to be applied to the part with linen 
frequently doubled; and it is to be kept 
conſtantly wet with 1t. 

When ſuppuration ſeems Iikely to take 
place, it is to be aſſiſted, by emollient poul- 
tices and fomentations, and by keeping up 
ſuch a degree of inflammation as is neceſ- 
ſary to forward it. For the method of 
opening and treating the abſceſs, when the 
ſuppuration is complete, I refer to the writ- 
ings on ſurgery. 

When a gangrene is likely to come on, 
it muſt be prevented by increaſing the in- 
flammation, if want of a ſufficient degree 
of it ſeems the cauſe, by ſtimulants and 
cordials ; by leſſening it, if it ſeems to pro- 
ceed from two high a degree of it, by the 
method mentioned above; and when it has 
actually taken place, the dead parts muſt 
be ſeparated from the living by ſeparation 
with the knife, by inciſions down to the 
living parts, by ſtimulating applications to 
the part, and antiſceptics ; and. by tonics, 
antiſceptics and cordils thrown into the 
ſyſtem, particularly wine, opium, and the 

bark, 
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bark; in ſome of the forms, p. 26, and in 
as large and frequently repeated doſes as 
the ſtomach will bear. The addition of an 
opiate will make the ſtomach retain it when 
it otherwiſe would not. 


CHAP. II. 
Of the ERYSIPBLAS. 


. * 2 ; 8 2 8 
Of the eryſipelas, or St. Anthony's Fire, 
there are two caſes - one, when it is merely 
an affection of the ſkin alone, with very 


little of the whole ſyſtem, and it is then 


called erythema ; the other, when it is a 
{ſymptomatic affection of the ſyſtem, is cal- 
led eryſipelas, and will be taken notice of 
in another place. 


Of the ERYTHEMA. 


CHARACTER. 


Phlogoſis (Erythema) colore rubicundo, 
preſſione evaneſcente; ambitu inequali, ſer- 
pente, tumore vix evidente, in cuticulæ 
ſquammulas, in phlyctenas, vel veſiculas 
abeunte, dolore urente. 

E SYMP- 
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SYMPTOMS. 


The erythema is attended with an in- 
flammation of the exterior ſurface of the 
ſkin, with ſcarce any evident ſwelling, of 


a bright red colour, readily diſappearing 


upon preſſure, but quickly returning again; 
the redneſs is not circumſcribed, but ſpreads 
unequall, upon the neighbouring parts, 
. > . . 8 T.Y. 
with a ſtinging, burning pain, producing 
bliſters, ſometimes of a ſmaller, and ſome- 
times of a larger ſize, always ending in a 
diſquamation of the cuticle, and ſometimes 
in gangrene, and now and then a ſmall 
degree of pyrexia is preſent. 


REMOTE CAUSES, 


Acrid matter applied externally, or thrown 
out upon the ſkin from the body; and re- 
laxing, warm applications. 


CURE. 


The removal of the diſeaſe is generally 
attempted by the general antiphlogiſtic plan, 
and the application of dry cooling powders, 
to the eruption, ſuch as the following:

Unctuous and humid applications are found 
to do harm in this diſeaſe. 

I have commonly found this caſe attend- 
ed with a lax fibre, and debile ſtate of the 
ſyſtem, and have generally cured it by wine 
and the bark, and the uſe of ſuch applica- 
tions as the powder above; and I believe 
that, except ſtrong marks of inflammatory 
diatheſis appear, they will be the moſt 
effectual means. 

If gangrene 1s threatened, proceed as was 


adviſed p. 34 and 35. 


CHAP. III. 


Of OPHTHALMIA, or INFLAMMATION of 
the EYES; of which there are two 
ſpecies. 


1. Ophthalmia membranorum 1n tunica 
adnata, et ei ſubjacentibus membranis, five 
tunicis oculi. 
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SYMPTOMS. 


Fulneſs of the veſſels of the tunica ad- 
nata, with redneſs, violent intenſe pain, 
eſpecially upon moving the ball of the eye, 
and a ſenſation of ſomething ſharp having 
got within the eyelids, an effuſion of tears, 
and intolerance of light. When the pain 
1s very violent, and the inflammation occu- 
pies the greateſt part of the eye, it ſome- 
times brings on head-ache, fever, and de- 
lirium. It is either ſymptomatic or idio- 


pathic. 


REMOTE CAUSES. 


All thoſe that produce inflammation in 
general, ſtrong light, external injuries 
from blows, ſharp cold winds, duſt, hairs, 
or tumours within the palpebræ, acrid 
fumes, {mall-pox, meaſles, ſyphilis, ſcro- 
phula, and phrenitis. * 


CURE, 


We muſt, in the firſt place, conſider the 
nature of the diſeaſe, . e. whether it is 
ſymptomatic or idiopathic. If it is iymp- 

| tomatic, 
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Ci 


tomatic, the means mult be directed to move 
the primary affection. If it is idiopathic, 
and the ſymptoms are very ſevere, it may 
bring on an inflammatory fever, when, with 
the topical means, the general ones proper 
for that diſeaſe muſt be put in practice. If 
it is merely a topical affection, the cure 
muſt be attempted by general and topical 
bleeding in the temples, internal palpebre, 
and tunica adnata ; by cathartics.

This diſeaſe is attended with redneſs*and 
tumour, which 1s ſometimes conſiderable, 
in the tonſils; painful deglutition, and fre- 
quent inclination to {ſwallow ; ſoreneſs of 
the throat, and pain ſometimes ſhooting into 
the ear, with a troubleſome clammineſs of 
the mouth and fauces ; a frequent, but dif- 
ficult, excretion of mucus, and more or leſs 
of pyrexia. 

The inflammation and tumour are, at firſt, 
moſt commonly confined to one tonſil, and, 
abating in that, increaſe in the other.

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DIAGNOSIS. 


It is diſtinguiſhed from the putrid ſore 
throat by the abſence of the ulcers, and 
eryſipelatous eruptions, and by the ſtrength 
of the pulſe. 


PROGNOSIS. 


The termination of this diſeaſe 1s moſt 
commonly in reſolution, ſometimes in ſup- 
puration, and ſeldom in gangrene : hence 
the prognoſtic may, in general, be favour-

CURE. 


For the removal of the inflammatory ton-

Of the CTNANCHE MALIONA, or MA- 
LIONANT ULCERATED SORE IHROAT. 


CHARACTER. 


Cynanche maligna, tonfillas, et mem- 
branam faueium mucoſam afficiens tumore, 
rubore, et cruſtis mucoſis, coloris albeſcen- 
tis vel cineritii, ſerpentibus, et ulcera tegen- 
tibus ; cum febre typhode exanthematis. 


SYMPTOMS. 
This is uſhered in with alternate ſucceſ- 
ſions of heat and cold, ſhiverings, ſickneſs, 
great anxiety, vomiting, and diarrhoea; and 


theſe are generally the firſt ſymptoms of the 


diſeaſe. At the ſame time a ſtiffneſs 1s felt 
in the neck, with an uneaſineſs in the in- 


ternal fauces, tightneſs and ſenſe of ſtran- 


gulation, and a hoarſeneſs. The fauces 


are of a deep red colour, but without much 


tumefaction; deglution is ſeldom either dif- 
ficult or painful. A number of white or 
aſh· coloured ſpots ſoon make their appear- 
ance upon the inflamed parts: theſe run 

1 together 
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together and ſpread, covering almoſt the 
whole fauces with ſloughs, which, falling 
off, diſcover deep ulcerations, that appear 
to have eat deep into them: the breathing 
and ſpeaking are attended with a peculiar 
noiſe and hoarſeneſs; from which circum- 
ſtance the Spaniards have named this diſ- 
eaſe the Garotillo. The eyes are red, heavy, 
and watery, and the pulſe in general is 
ſmall, quick, and fluttering : the counte- 
nance 1s often full and bloated, ſometimes 
pale and ſunk, and the breath, in the pro- 
greſs of the diſeaſe, becomes intolerably 
fœtid, even to the patients themſelves. As 
theſe ſymptoms proceed, they are generally 
attended with a diarrhoea and coryza, 
which pours out a thin, extremely acrid, 
fœtid matter, or ſanies, excoriating the 
noſtrils and lips. In infants there 1s fre- 
quently a purging of thin acrid matter, ex- 
coriating the anus and neighbouring parts. 
5 With the increaſe of theſe ſymptoms the 
fever keeps pace, with a marked exacerba- 
tion every night, and generally a remiſ- 
ſion in the morning. There is great debi- 
lity, proſtration of ſtrength, anxiety, and 
reſtleſſneſs, with frequent ſighing, as in the 
E 2 putrid 
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putrid fever, and delirium, and frequently 
coma. On the ſecond, third day, or fome- 
times later, an effloreſcence appears on the 
ſkin, of a colour reſembling the ſtain of 
the juice of raſpberries, which extend to 
the fingers ends, and the hand and fingers 
are ſtiff. The eruption is as irregular in its 
duration as appearance; 1t, however, uſual- 
ly continues four days, and then goes off 
with a deſquamation of the cuticle; bur 
neither its appearance nor going oft do al- 
ways produce any remiſſion of the pyrexia 
or other ſymptoms, except the ſickneſs, 
which generally abates upon its coming our. 
The ulcers on the fauces become livid or 
black, and ſometimes gangrene to a con- 
ſiderable degree takes place; ſymptoms of 
great putridity come on, and under them 
the patients fink often on the third day, 
ſometimes later, moſt frequently on the ſe- 
venth, and are carried off ſometimes by a 
putrid diarrhoea, and ſometimes by hæmor- 
rhages from the noſe and mouth, or other 
parts. 5 

The lymphatic glands become ſo much 
ſwelled from the abſorption of the putrid 
matter, as often to endanger ſuffocation; the

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organs of reſpiration ſeldom remain unhurt, 

and the whole inteſtinal canal has been 

found, on diſſection, to have been affected 
by the matter pang down the eſophagus. 

CAUSES. 

The cauſe of this diſeaſe is ſi cific conta- 

gion, which will be more readily received 


from the exiſtence of the remote cauſes of 


putrid fever. 


DIAGNOSIS. 


It will be diſtinguiſhed from the ſcarlatina 
anginofa, which 1s of great conſequence, 
by the following table, contraſting the pe- 
culiar circumſtances of each, as drawn up.

PROGNOSIS, 


When the ulcers in the fauces appear of 

a milder kind, that is, if they do not aſ- 
ſume a livid hue, or ſhew a tendency to 
gangrene ; if the patient diſcharges from 
the mouth much thin pituitous matter ; 
if the fever, delirium, anxiety, and reſt- 
leflneſs, are not great; if the breath is not 
very fœtid, nor the ſymptoms of putridity 
high; if, upon the appearance of the erup- 
tion, the fever ſuffers a remiſſion, and a 
farther one on its deſquamation ; and, 
above all, if the eye retains its clearneſs 
and

and luſtre, we may hope for a favourable 
termination of the diſeaſe; and in this 
ſtate of things 1t often finiſhes its courſe, 
on or before the ſeventh day, by gentle 
ſweats, an intolerable itching of the ſkin, 
and in a few days the floughs ſeparate 
from the ulcers in the fauces, and ſleep 
and other marks of returning health ap- 
pear. Ms To 

But this diſeaſe is extremely fallacious, 
and we muſt not put too much confidence 
in favourable ſymptoms at the beginning, 
as it frequently changes very ſuddenly from 
a mild to a highly malignant ſtate. 

This malignancy, and the conſequent 
danger, is extreme, if the ſymptoms of 
putridity are great; if the breath and co- 
ryza are highly fœtid, and the latter very 
acrimonious; if the ulcers in the fauces 
become livid or black, and if there is con- 
ſiderable external oedema ; if the delirium, 
coma, anxiety, and reſtleſſneſs, are great 
and conſtant, and the eye ſunk, clouded, 
and ghaſtly. 


CURE. 


The curative indication will be to coun- 
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teract the putrid tendency, attending at the 
{ame time to particular ſymptoms. In the 
beginning give an emetic, and empty the 
inteſtines by laxatives and clyſters. Apply 
a bliſter to the external fauces and back. 
The acrid matter diſcharged from the ul- 
cers mult be corrected, and the fauces guard- 
ed from its effects by the frequent and dili- 
gent uſe of antiſceptic gargles.

If the patient cannot gargle, this muſt be 
thrown into the fauces by a ſyringe. He 
may alſo be directed to inhale the ſteams 
of warm water and vinegar; and the fumes 
of burning myrrh, frankincenſe, and other 
things of the ſame kind. 

Wine and bark muſt be given in the 
ſame manner as in the typhus putrida, and 
acid fruits allowed. 

The putrid matter deſcending into the 
ſtomach and inteſtines muſt be evacuated by 


gentle emetics and laxatives, aud corrected 
by 
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by the means . out in the putrid 
typhus. 

When children are the ſubjects of this 
diſeaſe, as in general they cannot take the 
bark, it ſhould be given in doſes, adapted 
to circumſtances, in clyſters; and if it 
ſhould happen that adults cannot ſwallow, 
the fame method muſt be purſued ; and 
nouriſhment and cordials muſt be thrown 
into the ſyſtem by the ſame means.

Of the CyNancnus TRACHEALIS, 


CHARACTER. 


Cynanche trachealis reſpiratione difficili, 
inſpiratione ſtrepente, voce rauca, tufſi 
clangoſa, tumore fere nullo in faucibus ap- 
parente; deglutitione parum dithcih, et 
febre ſynocha. *. 


SYMPTOMS. 


This is an inflammation of the glottis, 
larynx, or upper part of the trachea, attend- 


ed with very great dyſpnea, a peculiar 
ringing 
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ringing ſound of the voice as if paſſing 
through a metallic tube, and a ſenſe of 
conſtriction about the larynx, and pyrexia, 
There is little or no difficulty in ſwal- 
lowing, nor apparent redneſs or tumefac- 
tion. | 

In unfavourable caſes, orthopnaea and 
ſymptoms of peripneumony ſucceed the 
above phenomena. 


THE REMOTE CAUSES 


Are the ſame as thoſe producing inflam- 
mation in general, and cynanche tonſillaris. 
Whatever may determine the cauſe to the 
trachea, ſtimuli applicd to it, ſuch as par- 
ticles of food getting within the glottis,

It will be readily known from any other 
difeaſe by the peculiar clangor of the voice, 
attended with dyſpnœa and ſenſe of con- 
ſtriction about the larynx.

A diſeaſe of this kind attacks infants, 
while the laſt- mentioned one is confined 
to adults. To the ſymptoms of cynanche 
trachealis are added, a cough, commonly 
dry in the beginning, and when any thing 
is expectorated, it is ſometimes puriform, 
and ſometimes it has the appearance of 
membranaceous films. There is a ſenſe of 
heat and uneaſineſs, and a quick pulſe. 
Sometimes they are ſuddenly carried off 
by ſuffocation. They are not liable to this 
complaint, called the Croup, till after they 
are weaned, nor after twelve years of age; 
but the younger they are between theſe two 
periods the more ſubject they are to it. Diſ- 
ſections have generally ſhewn an appearance 


of a preternatural membrane lining the 
internal 
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internal ſurface of the trachea, eſpecially 
in its ſuperior part, produced by exuda- 
tion, the conſequence of the preceding in- 
flammation. .. 


THE REMOTE CAUSES 


Are particular age, mentioned above; cold, 
damp ſituation, and expoſure to eaſterly 
winds. 

PROGNOSIS. 


The danger will be in proportion to the 
ſymptoms of inflammation and- degree of 
dyſpnea. : 

CURE. 


Begin by immediate general and topical 


bleedings, which muſt be repeated ac- 


cording to the urgency of the ſymptoms, 


ſtrength of the patient, and ſtate of the 


pulſe; then give an emetic and purge. The 
antiphlogiſtic plan muſt be purſued through 
the diſeaſe, and laxative clyſters frequent- 
ly injected. Apply bliſters to the fauces, 
or the liniments ordered for cynanche tra- 
chealis, and the other general remedies.

CYNANCHE PHARYNGEA. 


CHARACTER, 


Cynanche pharyngea cum rubore, in imis 
præſertim faucibus; deglutitione maxime 
difficili, dolentiſſima; reſpiratione ſatis com- 
moda, et febre ſynocha. 


SYMPTOMS, 


The inflammation of the pharynx, or 
upper part of the oeſophagus, is attended 


with more difficult painful deglutition than 


any other ſpecies of cynanche at the begin- 
ning; the ſeat of the inflammation is lower, 
and ſometimes it can hardly be diſcerned 
from inſpection of the fauces. 

This acknowledges the ſame cauſes as 
the other kinds of inflammatory cynanche, 
and of courſe requires the ſame general 


treatment,

CyNANCHE PAROTIDEA. 


CHARACTER. 


Cynanche parotidza cum tumore externo 
parotidum, et maxillarum glandularum 
magno : reſpiratione et deglutitione parum 
læſis: febre ſynocha plerumque leni. 


SYMPTOMS. 


This diſeaſe, commonly known by the 
name of the Mumps, comes on with flight 
ſymptoms of pyrex1a, and conſiderable ſwel- 
ling of the maxillary parotid glands. It is 
frequently epidemic, and appears to be con- 
tagious. As the ſwelling recedes, it ſome- 
times attacks the breaſts in females, and 
the teſtes in males. 
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PROGNOSIS. 


There is ſcarce ever any danger in this 
diſeaſe, but when the ſwelling, tranſlated 
to the breaſts and teſticles, receding, pro- 
duces 


duces a conſiderable degree of fever, and 
threatens an affection of the brain, which 
ſometimes, though very rarely, happens. 
In this caſe the danger will be in pro- 
portion to the ſymptoms of congeſtion in 
the brain or its membranes, viz. fever, 
head-ache, furious delirium, and, in ſhort, 
ſuch ſymptoms as indicate danger in phre- 
nitis. 


CURE. 


The antiphlogiſtic regimen, adapted to 
the ſymptoms, is all that is neceſſary in ge- 
neral; but when the laſt-mientioned ſymp» 
toms come on, we muſt endeavour to bring 
back the ſwelling in the breaſts and teſticles 
by warm fomentations, and proceed as in 
phrenitis, proportioning the - evacuations, 
&c. to the violence of the ſymptoms.

PN EUMONIC INFLAMMATIONS. 


PNEUMONIA. 


CHARACTER. 


Pyrexia; dolor in quadam thoracis 
parte; reſpiratio difficilis, tuſſis, febris 
gradus varii. 

Authors have given different names to 
pneumonic inflammation, according to its 
different ſuppoſed ſeat. When the pleura 
was thought to be affected, it was called 
pleuritis; when the parenchymatous ſub- 


ſtance of the lungs, peripneumonia. 


This diſtinction does not ſeem to be well 
founded, as the inflammation, in all proba- 
bility, generally begins at the membranous 
parts; and in diſſections of perſons dying of 


peripneumouy, the inveſting membrane of 
the lungs has always been found more or 


leſs diſeaied. 


As neither the diagnoſtics ſerve certainly 
to aſcertain the ſeat of the diſeaſe, nor its 
difference 
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difference makes any conſiderable variation 
in the method of cure, I ſhall comprehend 
all the inflammations of the pleura or 
lungs under the general name of pneumo- 


nia. 
SYMPTOMS. 


The attack always commences with a 
violent cold ſtage, and the other ſymptoms 
of pyrexia, In general, from the begin- 
ning, andalways ſoon after, there 1s a violent 
acute pain in the fide, with a dry cough ; 
the pulſe is full, ſtrong, hard, and quick; 
there is great difficulty of breathing, in 
inſpiration eſpecially, which, in general, is 
increaſed by lying on the affected ide, 
though ſometimes the patient hes the ca- 
ſieſt on that fide : ſometimes he 1s eaſieſt on 
his back, and frequently he cannot bear - 
any other than an erect poſture ; the pain 
commonly ſhoots up to the clavicle and 
ſcapula. In the progreſs of the diſeaſe the 
cough becomes moiſt, and the expectorated 
matter is various in conſiſtence and colour, 
and is frequently ſtreaked with blood. It 
attacks perſons of all ages; but thoſe be- 
tween forty and ſixty years of age are the 


F "SIR moſt 
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moſt ſubje& to it. Beſides the three ter- 
minations common to inflammation in ge- 
neral, it has one peculiar to itſelf, and it 
is an effuſion of blood into the cellolar 
texture of the lungs, and this generally 
takes place when the event 1s fatal : there 
alſo frequently happens an exudation of 
ſerum from the internal ſurface of the 
pleura. 
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REMOTE CAUSES, 


A certain age mentioned above ; thoſe 
producing ſynocha; winter and ſpring ; 
rigid fibres, external violence, vehement 
exertion of the organs of reſpiration ; ſud- 
den tranſitions of the weather from hot to 
cold ; dry cold eaſterly winds, and tranſ- 
lation of gout, rheumatiſm, hepatitis, &c. 
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PROXIMATE CAUSE. 
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Inflammation of the pleura, or paren- 
chymatous ſubſtance of the lungs. 
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The danger is chiefly denoted by the 
difficulty of breathing and degree of py- 
1: 4. rexia. 
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rexia, A violent cough aggravating the 
pain, marks an obſtinate diſeaſe ; the cough 
continuing dry 1n the advanced ſtage, 1s an 
unfavourable ſymptom. Pain ſpreading 
from one fide to the other, or paſſing en- 
tirely from one fide to the other, denotes 
danger; and dehrium is always alarming 
in this caſe. When fatal, it is commonly 
on one of the days of the firit week, from 
the third to the ſeventh ; ſometimes it 1s 
later. On fome of the days, from the 
third to the ſeventh, it ſometimes has a 
remiſſion; but it is not much to be relied 
on, as the diſeaſe often returns with as 
much or more. violence than before, and 
then with great danger. If it continues for 
many days, or a week, without violent 
ſymptoms, and neither advances nor re— 
cedes, a ſuppuration is to be apprehend- 
ed: if it is protracted to the fourteenth 
day, without any conſiderable abatement, 
notwithſtanding proper means have been 
employed, that event will pretty certainly 
take place, eſpecially if the patient is fre- 
quently affected with ſlight ſhiverings, if 
expectoration has ceaſed, and the difficulty 
of breathing has increaſed, while the other 

F 2 {ſymptoms 
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ſymptoms have abated ; and that it has ac- 
tually taken place, we may conclude, if the 
pain has conſiderably decreaſed while the 
cough and dyſpnœa are augmented, and if 
the patient feels a ſenſe of weight in the tho- 
rax; then the frequency of the pulſe gra- 
dually increaſes, and a complete hectic is 
formed after the vomica has broke. 

The favourable ſymptoms are, a perma- 
nent remiſſion of the pain and fever, a 
copious free expectoration of yellow thick 
matter, ſtreaked with blood ; the urine de- 
poſiting a copious reddiſh-coloured ſedi- 
ment; gentle ſweat, or diarrhœa; bleed- 
ing at the noſe; and if an eryſipelatous 
eruption appears on the ſecond or third 


day, and keeps fixed, it frequently carries 


off the diſeaſe. 


CURE. 


Here no time is to be loſt; the moſt 
powerful means mult be immediately uſed. 
'The general antiphlogiſtic plan is to be 


purſued with the utmoſt diligence. Begin 


by bleeding largely in the arm of the fide 


affected. From a robuſt male adult we 


ſhould not take leis than ſixteen ounces 
from 
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from a large orifice ; or if the ſymptoms 
are not relieved when that quantity is taken 
away, the bleeding muſt be continued until 
a ſyncope comes on : if the relief is but 
temporary, and the violence of the ſymp- 
toms recur, the bleeding muſt be repeated 
in the fame day, and to the fame quantity 
as at firſt. The ſtate of the ſymptoms and 
ſtrength of the patient muſt determine the 
future bleedings : they are more effectual 
in the firſt three days than afterwards. 
But if the phyſician ſhould not be called in 
till after the fourth day, and the firſt bleed- 
ings ſhall not have been large enough, if 
the ſymptoms are violent, it will be pro- 
per to order bleeding ; and urgent ſymp- 
toms make it neceſſary at any time within 
the firſt fortnight, always having in mind 
the ſtrength of the patient. In the courſe 
of the firſt three days a patient, ſuch as I 
have deſcribed above, may ſafely bear the 
loſs of four or five pounds of blood, but 
not more. When no more can be taken 
from the arm, cup and ſcarify as near the 
part affected as poſſible. 

Notwithſtanding ſome expectoration may 


have taken place early in the diſeaſe, it 
F 3 ſhould 
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ſhould not ſuperſede the bleedings, if the 

ſymptoms are urgent; the cure muſt not 
be truſted to expectoration alone until in a 

more advanced ſtage. of the diſeaſe, and 

until the ſymptoms have conſiderably abated. 
Heat mult be particulary guarded againſt ; 

the patient muſt be lightly covered in bed, 

and the temperature of his room ſhould be 

as near 60 degrees of Farenheit's thermo- 

meter as poſſible. 

Bliſter the part effected early, that is, 
after the ſecond bleeding, and, if neceſlary, 
continue to bliſter different parts of the 
thorax near the pained part. Give plenti- 
fully of mild, diluent, demulcent, pecto- 
ral liquids, moderately warm, in ſmall 
quantities at a time, acidulated with vege- 
table acids, or impregnated with nitre or 
other neutral ſalts. Keep the body con- 
ſtantly open by laxatives and frequent clyſ- 
ters. Avoid vomiting, but give nauſea— 
ting doſes of antimonials, which will alſo 
promote expectoration, in the advanced 
ſtage of the diſeaſe, powerfully. When 
expectoration comes on, preſcribe ſome of 
the following medicines ;

Expectoration will alſo be aſſiſted by inha- 
ling the ſteams of warm water impregnated 
with vinegar. If it ſhould flag from weak- 
neſs, volatiles and cordials are indicated. 

To allay the tickling cough, often very 
diſtreſſing to the patient, give frequently 
the decoction of mallows, pectoral decoc- 
tion, or almond emulſion.

PLEURITIs SPURIA EPIDEMICA. 


CHARACTER. 


In parte ſiniſtra thoracis, dolor; cum 
tuſſe ficca atque perpetua, capitis dolore 
magno, dyſpnœa; pulſu frequenti, deble. 


The diſeaſe is thus deſcribed by Dr. 


Home: | 


% Tn general it came on with ſhivering, 
ſoon ſucceeded by heat : ſome had no cold 
fit, but were firſt attacked with heat and 
moiſture of the ſkin ; ſoon after came on a 
{ſevere pain iu the ſide, generally amongſt 
the ſhort ribs, which was increaſed by in- 
ſpiration, and made breathing difficult. 
The part was ſore upon preſſure, but not 
ſwelled and diſcoloured; and the patient 
could not lie upon that ſide, Which was 
always the left. A painful dry cough was 
preſent, but ſometimes it was attended 
with a ſmall viſcid expectoration; there 
was alſo a conſtant ſevere head-ache. The 
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kin was moiſt, yet a ſenſation of cold took 


place, and fometimes the ſhivering and 
ſweating were alternate. The tongue was 
2 little white, but moiſt; there was no 
great thirſt, and the appetite was not much 
impaired. Sometimes there was nauſea ; 
and the flate of the body was various. 
The pulſe was from go to 136 in a mi- 
nute, always ſoft and weak, and in ſome 


it could ſcarcely be felt. 


„The diſtreſſing ſymptoms were four, 
and to relieve them ſcemed to be chief in- 
dications of cure: they were, the ſtitch, 
cough, head-ache, and want of ſleep. 

For the ſtitch, topical bleedings and 
cupping were of ſome ule; but bliſters 
were more effectual. 

„For the cough, a mixture of the mu— 
cilage of the gum arabic, without any acid, 
was of uſe. The Doctor thinks it is bad 
practice to join acids with mucilaginous 
medicines. Bliſters to the back relieved it. 

The head- ache was always relieved by 
bliſters applied to the temples. 

N promote ſleep the following 
draught was given at bed time, but the 
patient had a bad night:

Had the quantity of opium been increaſed, 
and the pediluvium been uſed at the ſame 
tinie, it probably might have anſwered the 
intention. 

It is of conſequence to diſtinguiſh this 
diſeaſe from the pleuritis vera, which an 
attention to the ſtate of the pulſe, and the 
abſence of febris ſynocha, will clearly point 
out, as the methods of cure for the latter 
diſeaſe might, in the former, endanger the 
patient's life.“ 


Dr. Gregory mentions the ſpurious pleu- 
riſy, but it varies much from the one juſt 
deſcribed ; for he ſays it is known by 
the want of cough, or its continuing with- 
out any expectoration ; that, added to the 
ſoreneſs upon preflure, there was often 
external tumour and redneſs.”

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HAP. XIII. 


PERI NEUMONIA Nor HA, or BASTARD 
PERIPNE U MON. 


SYMPTOMS. 


It appears moſt frequently in the ſpring 
and autumn, when there are ſudden changes 
of weather from hot to cold, and when 
catarrhal complaints prevail ; and under 
the form of this diſeaſe they frequently 
prove fatal to old people. It comes on 
with alternate heats and chills : ſometimes 
ſymptoms of pyrex1a are evident, but in 
general they are very moderate, or hardly 
appear at all; there 1s cough, attended 
with expectoration, which ſoon becomes 
very frequent, with great head-ache, and 
rhe violence of the cough often excites 
vomiting; the face is fluſhed, and the 
patient giddy or drowſy. A ſenſe of ſtrait- 


neſs in the cheſt is perceived, with obſcure 


obtuſe pains; reſpiration is difficult and 
wheezing; and there is a general laſſitude. 


Sometimes it makes its appearance in the 
form

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form of catarrh, and 1s terminated by co- 
pious expectoration. In ſome caſes the 
fever and cough are very moderate at the 
firſt, but in a few days the {ymptoms ſud- 
denly become violent, and carry off the 
patient when little danger was indicated. 


REMOTE CAUSES. 


Particular ſeaſons of the year ; ſpring 
and autumn ; cold, damp weather, and 
ſudden changes of it; preceding pneumo- 
nic complaints, and catarrh ; cauſes deter- 
mining to the lungs, and advanced age. 


DIAGNOSIS. 


It will be diſtinguiſhed from pneumonia 
by the abſence of {ynocha ; by, the pain in 
the ſide being abſent, or in leſs degree ; 
and from aſthma by the dyſpnœa being 
leſs, and not being ſubject to noQurnal 
paroxy{ms like that diſeaſe. 


PROGNOSIS. | 


When violent pyrexia comes ſuddenly on 
in the courſe of the diſeaſe, it is attended 
with great danger. 
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CURE. 


In caſe there 1s conſiderable pyrexia, 
and the dyſpnoea and cough are violent in 
the beginning, bleeding will be neceſſary: 
when theſe ſymptoms are not urgent, it 
will be improper, and may do harm. The 
chief remedies are, bliſtering and full vo- 
miting, which may be frequently repeat- 
ed: the expectorating medicines, p. 71 and 
72, will be proper. 

Purging ſeldom produces good effects in 
pneumonic complaints; but gentle laxa- 
tives are very neceſſary, and medicines cau- 
ſing a determination to the ſkin without 
heating, ſuch as antimonials in nauſeating 
doſes, and neutral ſalts.

as the diſeaſe advances, it muſt be adapted 
to the ſymptoms and ſtrength of the pa- 
tient. 

Inflammations of the heart, pericar- 
dium, mediaſtinum, and ſuperior ſurface 
of the diaphragm, require the ſame ge- 
neral treatment as other pneumonic inflam- 
mation. When the heart or pericardium 
is the ſeat of the diſeaſe, it will be known 
by the {yncope and palpitation that always 
attend; and, in proportion to the impor- 
tance of the organ, we mult be diligent in 
the application of the means of cure.

CHAP. AW 


Of GaSTRITIS, or INFLAMMATION of 
the STOMACH. 


CHARACTER, 


Pyrexia, typhodes ; anxietas, in epigaſ- 
trio ardor et dolor, ingeſtis quibuſlibet aue- 
dus; 
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tus ; vomendi cupiditas, et ingeſta proti- 
nus rejecta; ſingultus. 
Of this diſeaſe there are two ſpecies — 


the Phlegmonic and Erythematic : the firſt 


is ſeated in the nervous coat, or perito- 
neum, inveſting it; and the ſecond is al- 
ways found to be in the villous coat, and 
adjacent cellular texture.

SVMproMs. 


Pyrexia, acute pain, heat, and tenſion in 
the region of the ſtomach, hiccough, and 
anxiety; nauſea and vomiting, eſpecially 
after taking any thing into the ſtomach, 
which circumſtance alſo increaſes the pain. 


The pulſe is hard and ſmall, and there is 
a greater proſtration of ſtrength than in 


any other 1indammation. : 


REMOTE CAUSES. 


All thoſe that produce inflammation in 
gcneral—repelled exanthemata, gout, acrid 
ingeſta, 
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ingeſta, cold water drank when the body 
is violently heated, and acrid contents of 
the ſtomach. 


PROGNOSIS. 


If the ſymptoms, without being very 
violent, do not abate after the fourth or 
fifth day, and if then the pain becomes 
leſs, if the pulſe is leſs frequent, and if 
the patient at the ſame time has frequent 
rigors or ſhiverings, ſuppuration is to be 
apprehended ; always highly dangerous, 
and often fatal. If after violent pain, and 
other violent ſymptoms, the pain ſuddenly 
ceaſes, while the pulſe increaſes in fre- 
quency, finks, and becomes irregular, with 
increaſed debility, a gangrene may be fear- 
ed, which 1s fatal. 


CURE. 


The reſolution of the inflammation, ſo 
defirable an event in all internal inflamma- 
tions, muſt be attempted by large and re- 
peated bleeding; the ſmallneſs of the pulſe 
mult not deter us from this neceſſary mea- 
ſure, for after bleeding it generally be- 
comes fuller; then apply a large bliſter 

G upon 
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upon the pained part, foment the abdomen 
well, order pediluvia, and frequent laxa- 
tive, emollient clyſters. The irritability 
of the ſtomach, in general, will not admit 
of any medicines ing g given by the mouth; 

very mild cooling liquids may be tried in 


very ſmall quantities, and the following :

If the diſeaſe depends upon acrid ingeſta, 
or acrid contents of the ſtomach, they muſt

if the nature of the acrimony can be aſ- 
certained, and its proper corrector, that 
muſt be given; and if not, ſome general 


demulcents, and a ſolution of fixed alkaline 


ſalt. 
Till evacuations have been made, and 
the violence of the inflammation ſhall have 
abated, opiates are ſuppoſed to be hurtful : 
but after thoſe circumſtances ſhall have 


taken place, they may be given in clyſters, 


and ſaline draughts. Topical bleeding by 
leeches and cupping ſhould alſo be ordered 
in the beginning.

SYMPTOMS, 


Unuſual ſenſibility to every thing acrid, 
frequent vomiting, ſome degree of pain in 
the ſtomach, anxiety, anorexia, thirſt, and 
quick pulſe ; and fometimes an erythema- 
tic inflammation may be perceived in the 
fauces. This diſeaſe frequently runs through 
the whole inteſtinal canal, cauſing in the 
ſtomach the ſymptoms juſt deſcribed ; in 
the inteſtines, diarrhoea, the vomitings and 
other ſtomachic ſymptoms ceaſing upon its 
coming on. 


REMOTE CAUSES. 


The general cauſes of erythema, acrid 
ingeſta, and preceding diſeaſes. 


DIAGNOSIS, 


It will be diſtinguiſhed from gaſtritis 
phlegmonodea by it being attended with a 
* leſs 
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leſs degree of tenſion, heat, and pain, in 
the region of the ſtomach; by a conſi- 
deration of preceding circumſtances, and 
often by the erythema being viſible in the 
fauces. 


PROGNOSIS. 


The danger in this caſe will be propor- 
tionate to ſymptoms indicating debility or 


putreſcency: it is ſeldom to be apprehend- 


ed from the inflammatory ones. 


CURE. 


The indications of cure will of courſe 
vary with the difference of the cauſes and 
ſymptoms. If the diſeaſe ariſes from acrid 
ingeſta, or acrid contents of the ſtomach, 
they muſt be removed, and corrected by 


the means mentioned p. 82. If much in- 


flammation is preſent, (a rare circumſtance 
in this caſe), it will be known by the de- 
gree of pyrexia, attendant heat, and pain, 
and then the meaſures adviſed in gaſtritis 
phlegmonodea muſt be purſued, propor- 
tioned to the degree of theſe ſymptoms. 
If it attends putrid diſeaſes, convaleſ- 
cents from fever, or puerperal women, 


which 
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which is not unfrequently the caſe, bleeding 
muſt be avoided, and we are to give ſuch 
mild aſceſcent food as the ſtomach will be 
found to bear. Though the bark, and 
other antiſceptics are here indicated, the 
ſtate of the ſtomach will not generally al- 
low them to be given by the mouth; they 
muſt be thrown up by clyſter, and muſt, 
however, be tried even by the mouth in 
ſmall and frequent doſes. 


CHAP. XV. 


Of ENTERITIS, or INFLAMMATION of 
the INTESTINES. 


CHARACTER. 


Enteritis phlegmonodea, dolore acuto ; 


pyrexia vehementi; vomitu et alvo ad- 
Aria. 


Fixed pain in the abdomen, with heat, 
tenſion, oſtinate coſtiveneſs, vomiting, bor- 
borigmi, and conſiderable pyrexia. The 
pain often ſpreads over the whole abdomen, 
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but it is moſt frequently confined to the 
umbilical region; the abdomen is very 
ſore to the touch, and there are generally 
ſome ſpaſmodic conſtrictions of the abdo- 


minal muſcles. 


REMOTE CAUSES. 


All thoſe producing gaſtritis ; cold ap- 
plied to the lower extremities or abdo- 
men, incarcerated hernia, volvulus, violent 
exerciſe on horſeback, ſtricture, and colic. 


DIAGNOSIS. 


The inflammation of the inteſtines wall 
be diſtinguiſhed from ſpaſmodic, flatulent, 
and other ſpecies of colic, by the pain be- 


ing coiftant, by the great heat, by the 


ſtate of the pulſe, and other general ſymp- 


toms of inflammation. 


PROGNOSIS. 


The probable iſſue of this diſeaſe will 
be underitood from what was ſaid in the 
prognoſis of gaſtritis, | 


CURE. 
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K 
The cure of enteritis is to be attempted 
by the ſame general means as were em- 
ployed in gaſtritis; but we can in this 
caſe introduce medicines more readily by 
the mouth. Cooling acidulated liquids will 
be proper; laxatives, cooling laxative clyſ- 
ters frequently injected; fomentation of 
the abdomen, ſemicupium ; bliſters to the 
part; and ſometimes the ſudden application 
of cold water to the abdomen has a good 
effect. Opiates are to be given with the 
reſtrictions mentioned in gaſtritis.

SYMPTOMS. 


This diſeaſe begins with the general 
{ſymptoms of pyrexia, which is commonly 
preſent in a conſiderable degree, and is at- 
tended ſometimes with a pungent, violent, 
but more frequently an obtuſe pain in the 


right hypochondrium ; in many inſtances 


it reſembles the pain in the pleuriſy, ſhoot- 
ing upwards to the clavicle and top of the 
ſhoulder ; there are alſo cough, dyſpnea, 
cardialgia, hiccough, ſickneſs, bilious vo- 
miting and ſtools ; with a yellow tinge in 
the face and eyes. Frequently the pained 
part is ſore to the touch. 

The ſymptoms vary with the part of the 
liver inflamed ; if it is the convex or ſuperior 
ſurface, the pain 1s generally more pungent, 
there is more hiccough and dyſpnœa; if the 
concave or inferior, the pain is leſs, but 
the ſickneſs, anxiety, cardialgia, and thriſt, 
are greater, 


REMOTE 
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All thoſe producing inflammation; ſcir- 
rhus tumours in the liver, injuries from ex- 
ternal violence, biliary concretions in the 
gall bladder or bihary ducts, and ſome 
hot climates, as certain parts of the Eaſt 
Indies. 


DIAGNOSIS. 


It will be diſtinguiſhed from pneumonia 
by the pain being leſs acute, and in general 
by its ſeat ; by the difficulty and pain that 
always attends lying on the left fide ; by the 
pulſe being leſs hard, and the cough and 
dy ſpnœa being leſs conſiderable ; and by 
the bilious vomiting ; and in many caſes by 
the colour of the Kin. 


PROGNOSIS. 


The danger will be proportionable to the 
tendency to gangrene or {uppuration; the 
ſymptoms of which will be known from 
what has been ſaid of the ſigns of theſe 
terminations in the other viſceral inflam- 
mations. When the inflammation is on the

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convex parts, an adheſion is frequently 
formed between the liver and peritonæum 
lining the, common integuments of the ab- 
domen; and in caſe of ſuppuration the mat- 
ter points outwards, is thence diicharged, 
and the patient recovers ; 1f there 13 an 
adheſion to the diaphragm, the pus, in 
caſe of ſuppuration, may paſs into the 
cavity of the thorax or into the lungs, 
and thence be thrown up by coughing ; if 
adheſions are formed on the concave ſur— 
face, it may be diſcharged into the ſtomach 


and inteſtines, and wili be evacuated by 


ſtools or vomiting ; if a ſuppuration takes 
place on its ſurface without any adheſion, it 
mult be diſcharged into the abdomen. 

An hemorrhage from the right noſtril, 
or hæmorrhoidal veins, or a bilious diar- 
rhœa, ſometimes terminates the diſeaſe. 


CURE. 


The general antiphlogiſtic plan muſt be 
purſued, by bleedings, general and topical, 
according to the urgency of the ſymptoms; 
order bliſters to the part affected, fomenta- 


tions of the right hypochondrium, frequent 


emollient, 
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emollient, laxative clyſters and medicines, 
and pediluvia. | 32 

The body muſt be kept cool by refrige- 
rant diluent liquids, and cooling medicines, 
ſuch as neutral ſalts, and nauſeating doſes 
of ant. tartariſat. 

If ſuppuration comes on, and points out- 
wards, 1t muſt be forwarded by poultices 
and fomentations, 

In the Eaſt Indies this is a frequent diſ- 
caſe, and the general practice there is, to 
excite a ſalivation by rubbing in the ung. 
hydrargyr., premiſing bleeding and ſome 


purgatives.

SYMPTOMS. 


Pyrexia; obtuſe, ſometimes pungent, or 
acute pain in the region of the kidnies, 
which is not ſo much increaſed upon mo- 
tion as in the lumbago, and its ſhooting 
along the courſe of the ureter is a pathog- 
monic ſymptom ; there is generally a re- 
traction of the teſticle, with a numbneſs of 


the thigh of the ſide affected.

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There is a frequent deſire of making wa- 
ter, which comes away in {mall quantities, 
moſt frequently of a deep red colour ; but 
in violent caſes it is colourleſs. 
Frequent vomiting, pain in the inteſ- 
tines, and coſtiveneſs, alſo accompany this 


diſeaſe. 


REMOTE CAUSES, 


Thoſe producing inflammation in ge- 
neral ; injuries from external violence, ſuch 
as wounds, contuſions, violent exerciſe on 
horſeback, or in carriages in rough roads; 
calculi; violent ſtimulating diuretics, and 
hardened fxces in the colon. 


DIAGNOSIS, 


The frequent deſire of making water, 
and ſhooting pain 1n the courſe of the ure- 
ter, attended with the other ſymptoms, will 
ſufficiently point out this diſeaſe. 


PROGNOSIS. 


Danger in this caſe will be forſeen from 
an attention to what has been already ſaid 
on the ſubject of the other viſceral inflam- 


mations.

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mations. If there is a dyſuria, with de- 
lirium, the greateſt danger 1s to be appre- 
hended, and a colourleſs ſtate of the urine 
marks a violent diſeaſe. 


CURE. 


Order bleeding and the general antiphlo- 
giſtic regimen, fomentations of the region 
of the kidnies, frequent emollient laxative 
clyſters, the free uſe of mild demulcent 
liquors, and lenient opening medicines, 
Bliſters have been forbid in this caſe 
from an apprehenſion of bad effects from 
the ſtimulating qualities of the cantharides. 
But from ſome experiments of Dr. Home,

and others, (and, I can add, my own ex- 
perience), 1t appears that ſprinkling the 
ſurfacc of the bliſters with camphor will 
prevent any irritation of the kidnies; and 
have great reaſon to think that they may 
be applied to the region of the kidnies 


here with great advantage and ſafety. 

If the diſeaſe depends upon hardened 
fæces in the colon, they mult be ſoftened 
and expelled by the diligent uſe of emollient 
laxative clyſters and medicines ; if upon 
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direct ſtimuli from calculus, &c., opiates 
may be more freely preſcribed.

The blood is al- 
ways fizey, the urine high coloured, and, 
upon an abatement of the ſymptoms, it ge- 
nerally depoſits a lateritious ſediment, and 
the patient is commonly coſtive. 


REMOTE CAUSES. 


Plethora; cold or variable weather; 
ſpring and autumn; ſudden application of

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during a mercurial courſe ; removal from a 
cold to a warm climate. 


THE PROXIMATE CAUSE 


Is au inflammation of the membranes, 
and tendinous aponeuroſes of the muſ— 
cles. 

Query. What is the nature of rheuma- 
tic inflammation ?— It is ſpecifically dit- 
ferent from inflammation in general, be- 
cauſe it never terminates in ſuppuration or

This diſeaſe will be diſtinguiſhed from

Preceding acute rheumatiſm, and all the 
cauſes 
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cauſes producing inflammatory rheuma- 
tiſm ; except inflammatory diatheſis. 


PROXIMATE CAUSE. 


Atony, rigidity, and contraCtion of the 
muſcular fibres and extreme veſſels. 

Is acrimony or lentor ever the proximate 
cauſe of chronic rheumatiſm ? 


The general curative indications are, to 
reſtore the activity and vigour of the parts 
affected, and ſyſtem in general. Support- 
ing the heat of the part by covering it with 
flannel or fleecy hoſiery, and increaſing it 
by ſtimulating applications, ſuch as the 
tollowing :

For the tooth-ache extraction is the beſt 
remedy ; but under ſome circumſtances it 
may be improper, and frequently it will not 
be ſubmitted to, and we muſt then attempt 
to give relief by other means. Deſtroying 
the nerve in a hollow tooth will remove the 
pain; this may be done by the actual or 
potential cautery. Apply lint pills imbued 
with ol. origani, ſpirits of wine and cam- 
phor, or laudanum, or an opuim pill to the 
hollow of the tooth, or fill it with gold, 
gum maſtic, or wax. Smoaking or chew- 
ing tobacco, when it can be done without 
material inconvenience to the ſtomach, may 
be adviſed, and will often afford relief.

The REGULAR GouT. 
CHARACTER. 


Morbus hzreditarius, oriens ſine cauſa 
externa evidente, ſed præeunte plerumque 
ventriculi affectione inſolita; pyrexia; do- 
lor ad articulum, et plerumque pedis pol- 
lict certe pedum et manuum juncturis 
potiſſimum infeſta; per intervalla rever- 
tens, et ſæpe cum ventriculi, vel aliarum 
internarum partium affectionibus alter- 
nans. 


SYMPTOMS, 


Sometimes it comes on without any pre- 
vious 
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vious notice, but in general it is preced- 
ed by the following circumſtances :—]Jn 
people who have ſweaty feet the dil- 
charge ſtops; there is an unuſual coldneſs 
in the feet and legs, a frequent numbneſs, 
with a ſenſe of pricking, and frequent 
cramps in them, and an unuſual turgidity 
in the veins. The patient is affected with 
a heavineſs and languor, and the functions 
of the ſtomach in particular are more or 
leſs diſturbed ; the appetite is impaired, and 
there are other dy{peptic ſymptoms preſent. 
When the fit comes on, which it general- 
ly does, for the firſt time, about January, 
it begins with a pain in the firſt joint of 
the great toe about two or three o'clock 
in the morning, accompanied with ſome 
degree of ſhivering ; this ceaſes as the pain 
increaſes, and is ſucceeded by a hot ſtage of 
pyrexia, which continues as long as the pain; 
the latter becomes gradually more violent, 
and remains in this ſtate, with great reſtleſſ- 
neſs, till next midnight, then gradually re- 
mits, and, after continuing twenty-four 
hours, it generally ceaſes entirely, a gentle 
ſweat comes on, and the patient ſleeps. In 
the morning the part affected is found red 

and 
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and ſwelled. For ſome days there are re- 
turns of pain and fever in the evenhigs, aud 
after this period the diſeaſe in general goes 
off, not to recur for a long time. After the 
fit the perſon enjoys perfect health and ala- 
crity, and is better than he has been for a 
long time before. At the beginning it re- 
turns only once in three or four years; but 
the attacks being gradually more frequent, 
become annual; at length they occur twice 
a year, and at laſt ſeveral times during the 
autumn, winter, and ſpring, ſo that the 
patient has ſcarce any reſpite from the 
complaint, but for two or three months in 
the ſummer. When the fits go off, the 
parts itch much, the cuticle ſuffers a de- 
ſquamation, and a lameneſs is left, which 
is in proportion to the ſeverity and dura- 
tion of the diſeaſe. In time the joints be- 
come ſpoiled, and ſo much weakened as 
not to recover their tone, chalky concre- 
tions are formed upon them, and gout be- 
comes aggravated with the addition of ne- 
phritic affections. 

A regular fit of the gout frequently re- 
moves ſeveral complaints that the patient 
had before been ſubject to, ſuch as epilepſy 

and 
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and other nervous diſorders, intermittent 
fevers, dropſy, aſthma, nephritic and dyſ- 
peptic complaints; and it is often vicarious 
to theſe diſeaſes. 


The prediſpoſing cauſes are, 


An heriditary diſpoſition, early venery, 
plethoric habit, irritable nervous ſyſtem, 
the acme or decline of life. 


The exciting cauſes are, 


Indulgence in eating, ſtimulating food, 
fermented liquors and acids, ſudden altera- 
tion of the mode of living, neglect of proper 
exerciſe, ſuppreſſed accuſtomed evacuations, 
violent fatigue from walking, ſtrait ſhoes, 
moderate ſtudy, and late hours; ſudden 
application of cold to the body when it 1s 
much heated, and coſtiveneſs. 


PROXIMATE CAUSE. 
Suppoſed to be a loſs of tone in the ex- 
tremities of the ſyſtem, while it is in a vi- 
gorous, plethoric ſtate, the energy of the 
brain being unimpaired. 


DIAGNOSIS. 
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The gout is diſtinguiſhed from rheuma- 
tiſm by the pain being more confined to 
the joints of the extremities : it is leſs apt 
to ſhift, and when it does, it is generally 
into the correſponding limb, or ſome of the 
internal parts. The pains are more gene- 
rally attended with redneſs and ſwelling. 
The general ſyſtem, and the alimentary 
canal in particular, are more affected prior 
to the paroxyſm. We muſt aſſiſt our judge- 
ment alſo by an attention to prediſpoſi- 
tion, and other antecedents. | 


PROGNOSIS. 


There is no immediate danger while the 
gout is in the limbs; but great, when the 
head or ſtomach is the ſeat of the com- 
plaint. 


CURE. 


The indications of cure are two: 


1. In the intervals, to prevent a return 
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of the paroxyſms, or to render them leſs 
violent. 
2. In the paroxyſms, to moderate their 
violence, and ſhorten their duration as much 
as can be done with ſafety. 


The tr eatment in the inter vals. 


It ſeems very probable that the gout 
might be radically cured by a total abſti- 
nence from animal food, fermented or ſpiri- 
tuous liquors, and the conſtant uſe of bodily 
exerciſe; but this regimen is only admiſ- 
ſible while the vigour of the ſyſtem is yet 
entire, for when the conſtitution has been 
worn down by repeated attacks, it would 
be improper, and even dangerous. 

When it can be ſafely adopted, a milk 
diet, with the farinacca, will be the beſt. 
All the exciting cauſes muſt be carefully 
avoided, | 

Many boaſted ſpecifics have been held out 
to the credulous ſufferers, which have either 
failed in removing the diſeaſe, or produced 
bad conſequences. Amongſt theſe, the 
Portland powder has held a diſtinguiſhed 
place; and in general, when it has been 
regularly taken according to the directions, 

It 
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\ : : 
it has prevented a return of the gout, but 
the patients have been ſeized with apo- 
plexy, dropſy, palſy, or aſthma. Upon 
the whole, the prevention, will be beſt ob- 
tained by the following means : 

By avoiding the exciting cauſes, and 
whatever will debilitate the ſyſtem. By 
conſtant, moderate, bodily exerciſe : low 
diet, abſtinence from fermented or ſpirituous 
liquors, moderate warmth, keeping the body 
open, and ſtrengthening the ſtomach and 
ſyſtem by the following medicines :

The antiphlogiſtic regunen will be pro- 
per, with theſe exceptions—bleeding muſt 
be preſcribed with caution ; cold muſt 
not be applied; and if the tone of the 
ſtomach 1s weak, it the patient has had fre- 
quent attacks, and has been in the habit 
of drinking much wine or ſpirits, a mo- 
derate ule of theſe muſt be allowed, and 
ſome animal food. In the young and ſtrong, 
one bleeding 1n the arm may be ventured 


upon, and 1s practiſed in the beginning with 
advantage, but it muſt not be repeated; 
leeches may ſometimes be applied to the in- 
fluned part; but we mult avoid warm ba- 
thing, poulticing, bliſtering, or any other 
application, except the leeches, leaſt it 
ſhould repel the diſeaſe. The parts muſt be 
wrapped in new-combed wool, and when 
the violence of the ſymptoms 1s abated, and 
they return fo as to occaſion reſtleſs uneaſy 
nights, opiates may be given with great 
ſafety and advantage to thoſe in advanced 
life eſpecially, and who have often had fits 
of the gout.

Purging immediately after the fit will be 
very likely to bring it on again.

SYMP TOMS. | 


In the atonic gout there is no inflamma- 
tion in the joints, frequently no pain, and 
when there is, it is ſlight and wander- 
ing; the appetite is impaired, and the 
ſtomach is much affected with nauſea, flatu- 
lency, 
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lency, acid eructations, uneaſy pains, and 
indigeſtion. In general the patient is coſ- 
tive, but ſometimes has a diarrhœa, with 
pains in the inteſtines; at other times the 
thoracic viſcera are affected, producing pal- 
pitation, ſyncope, and aſthma; and ſome- 
times the encephalon, cauſing cephalalgia, 
vertigo, apoplectic and paralytic affections. 
The cure of the atonic gout is to be at- 
tempted by avoiding whatever may debi- 
litate, and by ſtrengthening the ſyſtem in 
general, and ſtomach in particular. Adviſe 
exerciſe on horſeback, and moderate walk- 
ing; and cold bathing may be ſafely em- 
ployed in the abſence of the ſymptoms, and 
when the extremities are not threatened 
With pain. 

Some animal food mult be allowed, for 
in general, in this caſe, the conſtitution 
will not bear the low milk diet recom- 
mended for the radical cure of regular gout. 
The molt aceſcent vegetables, and, in gene- 


ral, all acids, are to be avoided, and new 
bread commonly diſagrees. A little wine of 
the leaſt aceſcent quality may be allowed; 
but if it generates acid, ſpirit and water, in 
ſmall quantities, muſt be ſubſtituted. 
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Proper medicines for keeping the body 
open, and ſtrengthening the ſyſtem and 
ſtomach, are preſcribed p. 111, and 112. 
Iron is here a very proper tonic, and ruſt, 
in fine powder, ſeems the beſt preparation. 
It may be given 1n the form ordered p. 112. 
In caſe the indigeſtion ſhould be a trouble- 
ſome ſymptom, frequent gentle emetics 
will be ſerviceable, and coſtivneſs muſt be 
prevented. Iflues are uſeful, and cold muſt 
be particularly guarded againſt, and Bath 
may be recommended.

SYMPTOMS. 


In the ſecond ſpecies of irregular gout, 
called the Retrocedent, pain and inflam- 
mation 
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mation attack the joints, but without attain- 
ing the uſual height, remaining the accuſ- 
tomed time, or receding gradually; they 
ſuddenly ceaſe, while ſome internal part 
becomes immediately affected. 

If it is the ſtomach, ſickneſs, vomit- 
ing, violent pain, with a ſenſe of coldneſs 
and anxiety, come on; if the heart, ſyn- 
cope; if the lungs, pneumonie ſymptoms 


or aſthma; and if the head, apoplexy or 
palſy. 
CURE. 


When it attacks the ſtomach, relief is 
to be inſtantly attempted by the free uſe 
of ſtrong wines, 1mpregnated with aroma- 
tics, and given warm; and if theſe do not 
procure it, ardent ſpirits muſt be given in a 
large doſe, or order the following, which 
frequently gives inſtant relief :

If the inteſtines are affected, producing 


pain and diarrhoea, give plenty of warm 


broth, and then opiates. 
If the lungs are affected, producing aſth- 


ma, 
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ma, order opiates, antiſpaſmodics, and bliſ- 
ters to the back and breaſt. 

If the head is attacked, cauſing vertigo, 
pain, delirium, apoplexy, or palſy, our ef- 
forts will be very precarious; the moſt pro- 
bable means of obtaining relief will be bliſ- 
tering the head and the extremities, if the 
diſeaſe ſhall have totally receded from them, 
and throwing into the ſtomach ſome of the 
aromatics, p. 118, or the ether or volatile 


alkali.

The DisTINCT SMALL Pox. 


CHARACTER. 


Variola diſcreta puſtulis paucis, diſcretis, 
circumſcriptione circularibus, turgidis; fe- 
bre, eruptione facta, protinus ceſſante. 


SYMPTOMS. 


The fever attending this diſeaſe moſt 


frequently comes on abcut mid-day, with 


a cold ſtage, languor, and drowſineſs, which 


are ſucceeded by heat, nauſea, vomiting, 
pains in the head, back, and loins, and in 


the region of the ſtomach upon _ preſſure ; 
ftarting in the ſleep, eſpecially in children, 


who frequently have epileptic fits, or con- 


vuliions on the third day. 

Towards the end of this day the erup- 
tion appears firſt on the face, then on the 
inferior parts, and it is generally compleat- 
ed on the fifth. From the firſt appearance 
of the eruption the fever abates, and ge- 
nerally ceaſes entirly on the fifth day, when 


it is finiſhed. It comes out in ſmall ſpots, 


riſing gradually into puſtules: they are ſe- 
5 parate 
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parate and diſtin, and proceed increaſing 
in ſize till the eighth day ; then the face 
ſwells, and the eyelids eſpecially, ſo as to 
cloſe the eyes. | 

The interſtices between the puſtules are 
red and inflamed, and the latter become, by 
degrees, firſt opaque, then white, and then 
yellow. On the eleventh day they are 
quite full, and the ſwelling of the face 
abates; they then grow brown, become dry, 
and fall off in cruſts, leaving pits, and the 
parts underneath ſuffer ſome deſquamation. 
Some degree of ptialiſm generally comes on 
about the ſixth or ſeventh day, When the 
ſwelling abates in the face, the hands and 
feet are affected with ſome degree of it;

is extremely loaded, eſpecially about the head 
and throat. This diſeaſe ſometimes lays the 
foundation of phthiſis, an obſtinate ophthal- 
my, and frequently, by removing Com- 
plaints that exiſted before, it improves the 
health and conſtitution. 


CURE. 

When the diſeafe is epidemic, and a per- 
fon not having had it is ſeized with the 
ſymptoms deſcribed above, we may be 
pretty certain they announce the ſmall pox. 
If the inflammatory ſymptoms are high, 
and the patient plethoric, and an adult, 
blood-letting will be neceflary, and an eme- 
tic. Opening medicines muſt be given 
daily till the fifth day, or till the erup— 
tion is compleated, and muſt then be diſ- 
continued for a time. The patient muſt 
be freely expoſed to the cool air, muſt have 
cold water and cooling acidulated liquids 
to drink, and the neutral ſalts in ſome of 
the forms preſcribed p. 11 will be proper. 

If violent convulſions occur about the 
third day, (flight ones are ſuppoſed a favour- 
able ſymptom), an opiate in a full doſe will 
be neceffary ; for an infant of two years of

will be a proper quantity. During the erup- 
tion, to foment the lower extremities is 
certainly good practice. When it 1s finiſh- 
ed, if the puſtules are very few in num- 
ber, all danger 1s over ; and when they are 
turned, all that will be neceſſary are two 
or three purges at proper intervals, If the 
face and body are full, farther attention is 
neceflary, even in the diſtinct ſort, when the 
puſtules are filled. The ſecondary fever 
muſt be lowered by a purge, or two, and 
the cool regimen, having due regard to the 
ſtreugth of the patient. If, when the ſali- 
vation comes on, the viſcid ſaliva and 
mucus 1s thrown out with difficulty the 


following detergent gargle may be ordered.

SYMPTOMS. 


Although this diſeaſe begins in the ſame 
manner as the diſtin& ſmall pox, the ſymp- 
toms at the attack are more violent : they 
continue ſo through every ſtage of it, and ſe- 
veral circumſtances are different.

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The eruptive fever is greater, the pulſe 
is more frequent and contracted, and 
weaker, as in typhus. The puſtules ap- 
pear before the third day, often preceded 
by an eryſipelas, or accompanied with it. 
The pimples appear in cluſters : they are 
more numerous 11 the face, ſmaller, and 
Jeſs elevated than the diſtinct ſmall pox. 
Upon the appearance of the eruption, al- 
though the fever remits ſomewhat, it does 
not go off entirely, and after the fifth day 
it increaſes; it is conſiderable through the 
diſeaſe, and frequently attended with coma 
and delirium. The pox do not riſe: they 
run together, and the whole face appears 
like a bliſter. If any of them are diſtinct.

Of the SCARLATINA, With SORE THROAT. 


SYMPTOMS. 


This fever begins with ſhivering, and 
the other ſymptoms uſually attending ex- 
anthemaric fevers; but there 1s no cough 
as in the meaſles, nor anxiety and vomiting 
as in the cynanche maligna. The tonſils are 
ſwelled and inflamed ; and if the diſeaſe 
appears in the autumn, they are covered 
with white floughs, but if in the ſum- 
mer, they are not. Deglutition is difficult. 
About the third or fourth day an eruption 
appears, ſimilar to the one deſcribed in tlie 
laſt chapter: it remains three or four days, 
and then goes off with a deſquamation- 
A ſweat generally comes on at this time, 
and the fever ſubſides. When the floughs 
fall oft, and they generally do ſoon after 
this period, ulcers are ſeen on the tonſils, 
which heal kindly. After the eruption 
has diſappeared, ſome degree of anaſarcous 

{ſwelling 
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ſwelling generally takes place, which con- 
tinues for, two or three days. In a few 
caſes this diſeaſe puts on the appearance of 
the cynanche maligna.

In the ordinary ſtate of this diſeaſe the

SYMPTOMS, 


This dreadful diſeafe commences with a 
cold fit, ſucceeded by great (eſpecially in- 
ternal) heat, ſtupor, confuſion, vertigo, ſtag- 
gering, ſevere head-ache, and delirium, and 
the eyes are red, rolling, and ghaſtly ; there 
is great proſtration of ſtrength, anxiety, 
and depreſſion of the ſpirits, nauſea, vomit- 
ing of black bile, and bilious ſtools, and 
intenſe thirſt. The face is fluſhed, the 
tongue white, the pulſe frequent, hard, ir- 


regular, and feeble: the urine, in different 
a periods 
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periods of the diſeaſe, is whitiſh, turbid, 
black, and bloody; the excretions are 
fœtid; faintings, tremblings, and convul- 
ſions attend; and there are alſo petechiæ, 
vibices, buboes, and carbuncles. 


CAUSE. 
Contagion. 
PROGNOSIS. 


The danger will of courſe be leſs in pro- 
portion to the mildneſs of the ſymptoms, 
and the early appearance of buboes 1s a fa- 
vourable circumſtance, 


CURE, 


Bleeding is recommended in the begin- 
ning of this diſeaſe, then give a vomit, and 
evacuate the inteſtines by laxatives. -En- 
deavour to promote a diaphoreſis by means 
not heating, ſuch as neutral ſalts, nauſea- 
ting doſes of antimon. tartariſ. giving 
plentifully of liquids, acidulated with ve- 
cetable acids, and impregnated with neu- 
tral falts. If the diſeaſe proceeds, it muſt 
be treated in the ſame manner as the ty- 
phus putrida, giving the bark, and wine 
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liberally, cold liquids | to drink, and admit 
the cool air. If buboes appear, their {p- 
puration muſt be promoted. 

Quere. From the analogy which tac 
plague has to the putrid fever, in many re- 
ſpects, ſhould it not from the firſt be treat- 
ed in the ſame manner? — One thing in this 
diſeaſe is remarkable, which is, that Syden- 
ham, in ſome inſtances, could not get any 
thing to be retained in the ſtomach till 
he had excited a diaphoreſis by external 
means. 
| The prophylaxis depends upon avoiding 
communication with the infected, and 
whatever may debilitate the ſyſtem; living 
well, uling wine moderately, keeping up 
the ſpirits in cheerful ſociety, and, if pot- 
ſible, baniſhing fear. 

Bark thould be taken in ſubſtance daily; 

and camphor and Thieves vinegar ſhould 
be carried about the perſon, 

Thoſe whole duty leads them to be about 
the ſick ſhould never viſit them faſting : 
they ſhould breathe through linen impreg- 
nated with the prophilactic vinegar, and 
ſhould not ſwallow their ſaliva in the 


room, nor till they have firſt waſhed their 
mouths 
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mouths with decoction of bark, campho- 
rated julap, or ſome antiſceptic.

SYMPTOMS. 


It begins with a cold ſtage and other 
iymptoms of pyrexia ; the hot ſtage is al- 
moſt always attended with drowſineſs, often 
with confuſion of the head, coma, and de- 
lirium; the pulſe is frequent, and in gene- 
ral full and hard. On the ſecond, or, at the 
lateſt, the third day from the attack, an 
eruption, ſuch as was deſcribed in the 
erythema, appears generally in the face, of 
a ſhining roſy colour, at firſt of no great ex- 
tent, but it moves from one part of the face 


to the other, and gradually envelopes the 
L4 head, 
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head, and deſcends to the neck and breaſt. 
The parts are much ſwelled, and in time 
bliſters ariſe on different parts of the face, 
containing a yellowiſh fluid, which dries, 
and the cuticle peels off. As the eruption 
ſpreads, it 1s attended with a burning heat ; 

ſometimes the ſwelling of the evi ter- 
minates in ſuppuration. The eruption does 
not prove critical with regard to the fever, 
Which, on the contrary, generally keeps 
pace with it in its increaſe: they uſually 


continue eight or ten days. 


Sometimes the delirium and coma arrive 
to a great height, and the patient dies apo- 
plectic on the ſeventh, ninth, or eleventh 
day. 


CAUSE. 


Previous eryſipelas, cold, ſuppreſſion of 
accuſtomed evacuations, and plethoric irri- 


table ſyſtem. 


PROGNOSIS, 


When the delirium and coma are conſi- 

derable, there is danger, not otherwiſe. 
When the termination is favourable, the 
fever 


- 
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fever ceaſes with the inflammation, and 
health returns without any evident criſis. 


CURE. 


The whole of the antiphlogiſtic regimen 
muſt be adopted in this caſe, and as much 
of an erect poſture adviſed, as the patient 
can bear without inconvenience. 

Theſe methods are to be purſued as long 
at the inflammatory ſymptoms continue, 
and mult be proportioned to the violence 
of the diſeaſe and ſtrength of the patient. 

If the delirium and coma are urgent, 
bliſters muſt be applied to the had and 
back. 

Eryfipelas attacks aha parts of the 
body; in which caſe there is ſeldom any 
danger. It ſometimes ſurrounds the lower 
part of the abdomen like a belt, and 1s 
then vulgarly called the ſhingles. 

If it appears as a ſymptom accompany- 
ing putrid diſeaſes, which is ſometimes 
the caſe, the above treatment would neceſ- 
ſarily be improper. 

It ſometimes occurs in the face in con- 
ſequence of injuries done to the cranium; 
but as it is in this caſe generally under the 

ſurgeon's 
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ſurgeon's care, it is unneceſſary to take far- 
ther notice of it here. 
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Of the MILIARAIA, or MILIARXT FEVER,

SYMPTOMS, 


'This fever generally commences with a 
violent cold ſtage, ſucceeded by great heat, 
anxiety and fighing; the heat ſoon in- 
creaſes, and produces a profuſe ſweat, pre- 
ceded by a ſenſe of pricking in the ſkin; 
and it has a peculiar, ſtrong diſagreeable 
ſmell. The period of eruption is indeter- 
minate; it ſeldom attacks the face, but ap- 
pears

pears firſt on the neck and breaſt, and 
from thence ſpreads all over the body. It 
comes out in very ſmall red or white pim- 
ples, ſometimes diſtinct, and ſometimes ; in 
cluſters: they are ſlightly prominent, and 
on the ſecond day a ſmall veſicle is evident 
upon each; theſe break, are rubbed off, 
and ſucceeded by a deſquamation, and ſe- 
veral crops follow each other. It affects 
both ſexes, all ages and conſtitutions, but 
molt frequently puerperal women. 

The ſymptoms ſometimes run high, and 
the diſeaſe is often fatal. It differs from 
other exanthemata in many circumſtan- 
ces ; it 1s never contagious; the eruption 
appears at no fixed period, nor is it of any 
regular, certain duration. | 


REMOTE CAUSES. 


Relaxed habit, a debilitated ſyſtem, eſpe- 


cially from Jarge evacuations of blood ; a 
hot ſweating regimen ; - lying: in.

DIAGNOSIS. 


It is diſtinguiſhed from the meaſles by 
the abſence of the cough, watery eyes, 
2 | {neezing 
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. ſneezing and running at the noſe, and by 


the carlier deſquamation ; and it will be rea- 
dily known by its pathognomonic ſymptom, 
the peculiar ſmell of the ſwear. 


PROGNOSIS. 


If ſymptoms of great debility or putre- 
ſcency are preſent, danger may be appre- 
hended, as alſo when the eruption ſuddenly 
recedes, and produces delirium or coma. 


CURE: 


'The general rule for the treatment of this 
diſeaſe will be to'employ the cool regimen, 
ſupporting the ſyſtem and removing debility 
by cordials, tonics, and nouriſhing diet ; 
obviating and counteracting putreſcency by 
the bark, wine, and antiſceptics. 

If furious delirium attends, with ſymp— 
toms of general inflammation, which, 
(though a rare circumſtance in this diſeaſe) 
ſometimes occur, bleed largely in the arm, 


temporal artery, or jugular vein, bliſter the 


head, and employ the general means recom- 
mended in phrenitis.

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If delirium or coma comes on, in con- 
ſequence of a ſudden retroceſſion of the 
eruption, bliſters, cordials, and volatiles, 
will be proper. 

If from circumſtances the eruption ſeems 


critical, the admiſſion of the cold air, and 


the exhibition of cold liquids to drink, 
ſhould not be adviſed. When ſucceſſive 
crops attended with profuſe ſweating, con- 
tinue to harraſs the patient, the bark 1s the 
beſt remedy. 


CHAP; N 
Of the URTICARIA, or NETTLE RASH. 


CHARACTER. 


Die ſecundo rubores maculoſe, urticarum 
puncturas referentes ; interdice fere evane- 
ſcentes, veſpere cum febre redeuntes, et 
poſt paucos dies in ſquamulas minutiſſimas 
penitus abeuntes, 

This diſorder is an eruption ſimilar to 
what is produceed by the ſtinging of net - 
tles; ſometimes it is preceded by flight 

pyrexia, 
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pyrexia, aid its attendant ſymptoms, and 
ſometimes not. 

A cool regimen! is all that is neceffary ; 
and when the deſquamation takes place, 
two'or three purges. 


| CHAP. XII. 
Of PEMPHIGUS. 


CHARACTER. 


Typhus contagioſa. Primo, ſecundo, 
aut tertio morbi, die, in variis partibus, 
veſiculæ, avellanæ magnitudine, per plures 
dies manentes, tandem ichorem tenuem 
effundentes. 

Dr. Dickſon ſays the above definition 
is erroneous, and gives the following from 
his own ea. a | 

A fever, accompanied with the ſucceſſive 
eruptions from different parts of the body, 
internal as well as external, of veſicles about 
the ſize of an almond, which become tur- 
gid, with a faintly yellowiſh ſerum, and in 
three or four days ſubſide. 


SYMPTOMS.

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SYMPTOMS,” 


Pyrexia, lafſitude, ſickneſs, anxiety, and 
head-ache ; on the firſt, ſecond, or third 
day, or ſometimes later, veſicles, or phlyc- 
tenz appear 1n various parts of the body, 
preceded by a ſmarting, itching, or ting- 
ling ſenſation ; at firſt they are not larger 
than a full ſmall-pox, but gradually in- 
creaſe to the ſize of an almond or middle- 
ſized walnut: ſometimes they appear in the 
mouth, and proceed downwards through 
the whole alimentary canal, cauſing pain- 
ful deglutition, and pain in the inteſtines. 
If the veſicles are not broke, they fill 
with a yellowiſh ferum or lymph, which 
is abſorbed into the ſyſtem. The pulſe is, 
in general, ſmall, quick, and ſometimes ir- 
regular. 
The fever does not ſuffer a permanent 
remiſſion upon the appearance of the erup- 
tion, which does not come out at any re- 
gular time, but at different periods through 
the courſe of the diſcaſe, 


CURE, 
The curative indications are, to obviate 
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the general ſymptoms of debility which al- 
ways, and the putrid diatheſis which fre- 
quently, attend this diſeaſe. In the firſt 


place, order an emetic, then a laxative, and 
then the following:

When internal veſicles are ſuſpected, from 


the ſymptoms mentioned as their atten- 


dants, opiates, demulcents, and gentle laxa- 
tives, will be proper.

tergent antiſceptic gargles muſt be uſed. 
This diſeaſe did not appear to Dr. Dick- 
ſon to be at all contagious. It is deſcribed 
by ſome authors as being highly ſo; ſo that 
it is probable there are two ſpecies of pem- 
phigus. It was certainly a milder form of 
the diſeaſe which Mr. Chriſtie deſcribes as 
being cured by repeated doſes of calomel 
taken at bed time, and purged off in the 
morning with Glauber's ſalt.

SYMPTOMS. 


This 1s frequently a ſymptomatic affec- 
tion, attending putrid diſeaſes, ſyphilis, 
and the laſt ſtage of phthiſis, and, as ſuch, 
will diſappear with the removal of the pri- 
mary diſeaſe. It moſt commonly affects 
infants, and 1s then called the thruſh ; it 
ſhews itſelf in white ſloughs in the mouth, 
tongue, and fauces, which ſometimes go 
through the whole alimentary canal, cauſing

and purging, great inquietude and fever. 


CURE. 

If there are inflammatory ſymptoms, it 
will be neceſſary to take away ſome blood; 
in general, however, it gives way to abſor- 
bents, joined with laxatives.

Pyrexia cum profuſione ſanguinis abſque 
vi externa; ſanguis miſſus ut in phlegmaſiis 
apparet. 

Under this title are comprehended active 
hemorrhages only, viz. hemorrhages at- 
tended with a degree of pyrex1a, and ariſing 
from an increaſed impetus of the blood in 
the veſſels from which it iſſues, chiefly de- 
depending on an 1nternal caule, 


GENERAL SYMPTOMS. 


They are generally preceded, at indeter- 
minate periods, by fulneſs and tenſion about 
the parts from whence the diſcharge 1s 
about to iſſue; when they are in view, there

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is ſome ſwelling, redneſs, heat, and itch- 
ing; and in the internal parts concerned, a 
ſenſe of weight, heat, and pain: then 


a cold ſtage is formed, ſucceeded by heat, 


during which the hemorrhage happens. 
The pulſe, which, in the hot ſtage, was fre- 
quent, full, and perhaps hard, becomes 
ſofter and leſs frequent as the blood flows, 
which, when drawn from a vein, has the 
ſame appearance as in phlegmaſiæ. 


PROXIMATE CAUSE, 


Congeſtion in particular parts of the 
tanguiferous ſyſtem, producing diſtenſion 
of theſe veſſels, and violent re-ation ; to- 
gether cauſing a rupture of them. 


REMOTE CAUSES, 


Plethoric and ſanguine temperament, 
ſpring and ſummer, external heat, ſudden 
and confiderable diminution of the weight 
Ar the atmoſphere ; whatever increaſes the 
torce of the circulation, ſuch as 

Violent exerciſe, 
Violent efforts, 
Anger, and other 
Violent paſſions. 


Violent 


* 
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Violent exerciſe of particular parts; poſtures 
increaſing determinations to, and ligatures 
occaſioning accumulations in, different parts 
of the body; a determination to certain veſ- 
ſels rendered habitual by frequent hæmor- 
rhage; and laſtly, cold externally applied, 
as changing the diſtribution of the blood, 
and determining it in greater quantity into 
the internal parts. 


General indications of cure. 


A plethoric ſtate is to be prevented or re- 
moved by leſſening the quantity of food, 
or by taking ſuch as 1s leſs nutritious, and 
by increaſing the exerciſe. By evacuations, 
eſpecially purging, for bleeding increaſes a 
plethoric diſpoſition; it will, therefore, be 
only proper when hæmorrhage has taken 
place, but not as a means of prevention. The 
remote cauſes are to be avoided, When an 
hæmorrhage comes on, if it continues ſo 
long, and flows in ſuch quantity, as to en- 
danger the patient's life or conſtitution, it 
muſt be ſuppreſſed; by a ſteict obſervance 
of the antiphlogiſtic regimen. Heat is to 
be particularly guarded againſt; the patient 
muſt be ex poſed to the cold air, and have 
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cold liquids to drink. Refrigerant medicines 


will be proper, and the vegetable acids.

In every caſe where this is not critical, it 
ought to be ſuppreſſed and prevented by all 
the general means mentioned p. 165, and 
166, to which may be joined iſſues. The 
body and head ſhould be kept erect; every 
irritation 1s to be avoided, ſuch as blowing 
the noſe, fpeaking, or motion. 

Order preflure upon the noſtril and ſide 
of the noſe from which the blood flows 
with cloths wetted with vinegar and cold 
water, and doſils of lint, dipped in powder- 
ed alum, to be introduced up the noſtril, 
and applied to the openings behind the 
uvula. 

This is ſometimes critical, as in pneumo- 
nia, hepatitis, phrenitis, &c.; and ſometimes 
ſymptomatic, as in typhus putrida, ſcurvy, 
&c. The treatment in thoſe caſes will be

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underſtood, from what is ſaid above, and 
in treating of theſe diſcaſes.

The other remote cauſes are the ſame as 
thoſe enumerated p. 164 and 165; to 
which may be added what will excite a 
violent ref; piration. 


DIAGNOSIS. | 


We may diſtinguiſh hæmoptyſis from 
blood thrown out from the mouth, fauces, 
or ſtomach, by attending to the following 
circumſtances : _ 

IF it comes from the fauces or mouth, 
we can commonly perceive from whence it 
iſſues by inſpection; it is diſcharged with- 
out coughing, and has in general been pre- 
ceded by epiſtaxis if it comes from the 
fauces. 1 | 

If it proceeds from the ſtomach, it will 
be known by the attendant vomiting, by 
the quantity and colour of the blood, which 
in this cate is darker and grumous, and 

[ mixed 
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mixed more or leſs with other contents of 


the ſtomach. 


PROGNOSIS. 


If the diſeaſe leaves no dyſpnœa, cough, 
or pain in the breaſt, or if it comes on in 
conſequence of a ſuppreſſion of the menſes, 
or of external violence in perſons, not having 


the prediſponent characteriſtics, the danger 


will not be ſo great as if it happened with- 


out theſe circumſtances; but as it often 


proves the cauſe of phthiſis, it is always 
to be conſidered an alarming diſcaſe. 


CURE. 


We muſt here employ every part of the 
antiphlogiſtic regimen with the greateſt di- 
ligence. Bleeding is neceflary in quantity 
and repetition proportioned to the urgency 
of the ſymptoms and ſtrength of the 
patient. Order cooling purgatives, re- 
trigerants, and ſaline draughts; and nitre, 


To guarded as not to increaſe the cough, will 


be very proper.

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CHAP. IV. 


Of PaTH181s, or PULMONARY CoNsUMP- 
TION. 


CHARACTER. 


Corporis emacaatto et debilitas, cum tuffi, 
febre hectica, et plerumque expectoratione 
purulenta. 


SYMPTOMS. 


The incipient ſymptoms vary with the 
cauſe of the diſeaſe ; but when it ariſes from 
tubercles in thelungs, its moſt general cauſe, 
the prediſpoſed generally ſuffer no other in- 
convemience for ſome time than a ſenſe of 
ſtraightneſs aud {light oppreition of the cheſt, 
particularly in moiſt weather, or in warm 
crouded places: reſpiration is hurried upon 
{light motion; they are paler and more lan- 
guid than uſual, but find no pain in the 
breaſt. As the diſorder advances, the pa- 
tients begin to be troubled with a dry, fre- 
quent, tickling cough, which increaſes in 


rene

the evenings ; it often remains dry for a 
long time, but it 1s ſometimes attended 
with a "diſcharge like what is thrown off 
in catarrh. This may be conſidered as the 
firſt ſtage of the diſeaſe. 

If things have been neglected, or the 
means uſed ineffectual, the patients now 
begin to find ſome difficulty in breathing, 
and more uneaſineſs in the cheſt, which is 
increaſed by the cough, and they alſo feel 
ſlight ſhooting pains in different parts of the 
thorax, ſometimes in the direction of the 
mediaſtinum, ſometimes in one ſide only; 
the pain ſometimes prevents their lying on 
the ſide affected, and they are often obliged 
to lay on one fide only, although they feel 
no pain. The palms of the hands and ſoles 
of the feet are affected with a burnin g heat ; 
reſpiration is difficult and even laborious ; 
and ſoon after this an expectoration of light 
frothy mucus comes on, ſmall in quantity, 
brought up with difficulty, and often ſtreak- 
ed with blood. This is the ſecond or 1n- 
flammatory ſtage, to which ſucceeds the 
{uppuratory one. 

In this third ſtage the expectoration be- 
comes purulent, copious, and feœtid, of 
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which odour the breath partakes, and. now 
dome on the ſymptoms of hectic fever. It has 
evidently a remittent form, with two daily 
exacerbations; the firſt is generally about 
noon, and its remiſſion, which is but flight, 
about 5 P. M. This is ſoon followed by the 
ſecond exacerbation, gradually increaſing 
until after midnight. The ſecond remiſſion 
begins about two o'clock in the morning, 
it is attended with more or leſs (ſometimes 
with profuſe) ſweating, and becomes more 
complete as the morning advances. The 
exacerbations are generally preceded by ſome 
ſhivering or ſenſe of coldneſs, though the 
ſkin is preternaturally warm to the touch, 
The uiine is commonly high coloured, and 
depoſits a copious branny red ſediment ; the 
appetite is not much impaired, the thirſt 
inconſiderable, and the tongue appears 
clean and of a bright red colour, till towards 
the latter end of the diſeaſe, when it and 
the fauces are more or leſs covered with 
aphthe. As the diſeaſe advances the tunica 
adnata becomes of a pearly white : the face 
is moſtly pale, but ſometimes a florid cir- 
cumſcribed redneſs appears in the cheeks, 
eſpecially after dinner, and during the exa- 
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cerbations of the fever. At firſt the pa- 
tients are coſtive, but in the advanced ſtage 
of the diſeaſe a diarrhœa frequently comes 
on, of the colliquative kind, as the ſweats 
are, and they alternate with each other. 

Great debility and emaciation (the latter 
in a remarkable degree) take place, and in 
the laſt ſtage the hair falls off, the ends of 
the nails bend inwards, the feet become 
cedematous, and a few days before death 
a delirium comes on, which continues till 
that event takes place. 

As it is frequently difficult to aſcertain 
whether matter expectorated from the lungs 
is pus, it may not be improper to give, in 
this place, the teſt of its being pus or 
mucus, from the late Mr. C. Darwin's in- 
genious experiments on theſe two fluids. 

Let the expectorated matter be diſſolved 
in vitriolic acid, and in cauſtic lixivium, 
and add pure water to both the ſolutions. 
If there is a fair precipitation in each, it is 
a certain ſign of the preſence of pus; if there 
is not a precipitation in either, it is cer- 
tainly mucus,

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The prediſpoſing cauſes are, 


1. Hereditary diſpoſition.—2. Particular 
formation, long neck, prominent ſhoul- 
ders, narrow cheſt, and a remarkable pro- 
jection of the os coccygis; high cheek bones, 
and remarkable ſound teeth, of a milky 
white colour, are alſo often found in people 
diſpoſed to phthiſis.— 3. Particular tempera- 
ment, ſanguine, thin habit, ſcrophulous 
diatheſis indicated by a fine clear ſkin, de- 
licate roſy completion, large veins, thick 
upper lip; a weak voice, and tendency to 
hoarſeneſs, and great ſenſibility.—4. Cer- 
tain diſeaſes, as ſyphilis, and various ex- 
authemata.—5. Particular employments ex- 
poling artificers conſtantly to duſt, ſuch as 
theſe of millers, ſtone-cutters, flax-dreſſers, 


&C. 


The occaſional cauſes are, 


Hemoptyſis, pneumonic ſuppuration, 
aſthma, catarrh, and tubercles.

PROGNOSIS. 
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PROGNOSIS. 


A phthiſis from tubercles is attended with 
the utmoſt danger ; there is leſs when it is 
the conſequence of pneumonic ſuppura- 
tion, and leſs {till when hæmoptyſis is the 
cauſe. 

CURE, 

The occaſional cauſes muſt be removed 
or prevented. Hzmoptyſis is to be treated 
in the manner recommended p. 170 and 
171, and the precautions againſt its recur- 
rence ought to be continued for ſeveral 
years after it has happened. Pneumonic 
ſuppuration is to be prevented by the 
means mentioned p. 68, 69, and 70. If 
it proceeds from ſyphilis, we muſt have 
recourſe to mercury, given with the greateſt 
care. Aſthma and catarrh, as generally in- 
ducing the diſeaſe by cauſing tubercles, 
will require the ſame treatment as tubercles. 

When a perſon with a phthiſical habit, 
and born of parents of the ſame, 1s af- 
fected with the ſymptoms of the firſt ſtage 
(p. 172 ard 173) in the ſpring or ſummer, 
even in the ſlighteſt degree, we have reaſon 
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to fear that tubercles have formed, or are 


about to form in the lungs, and we muſt 
exert our utmoſt and immediate efforts to 


obtain their reſolution, or prevent their for- 
mation. We begin by bleeding; but in the 
uſe of this remedy the greateſt caution and 
prudence are neceſſary, as, beyond all doubt, 
many have fallen victims to an intemperate 
uſe of the lancet, firſt introduced by Dr. 
Dovar. The ſtrength, the conſtitution of 
the patient, and the ſtate of the ſymptoms, 
mult be cautiouſly meaſured, and the quan- 
tity and repetition muſt be proportioned to 
them. ; 

A diet, principally of milk and vegetables, 
muſt be ordered; but it does not appear that 
animal food 1s to be prohibited, eſpecially 
if it does not heat or aggravate the ſymp- 
toms. Snell fiſh, eſpecially oyſters, lobſters, 
and crabs, are proper food; butter milk 
ſhould be freely taken, and the lichen iſlan- 
dicum boiled in milk, and taken as a part 
of the food, is recommended, as producing 
beneficial effects, even in the advanced ſtage 
of the diſeaſe. Every irregularity muſt be 


avoided, and all crouded places; ſwing- 
ing night and morning is adviſed, and 
| gentle 
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gentle exerciſe is highly ſerviceable, either 
in an open carriage or on horſeback ; and , 
it will be moſt efficacious, when it is taken, J 
in progreſſive journies, through different 
parts of the kingdom. Sailing too is much 
recommended. A ſeton ſhould be earneſtly 
adviſed, either between the ſcapulæ or on 
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the ſide, and repairing to Briſtol early in 
the diſeaſe. In this ſtage the patient ſhould 
change his climate wich the ſeaſons, going 
to the ſouthward, to Liſbon, Nice, Bareges, 
or ſome other proper place on the continent 
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in the autumn, and returning to Eng- 
land, or the moſt northern parts of the 
continent in the ſummer. This will be 
particularly adviſeable, as he will, by this 
meaſure, unite the advantages of change 
of climate with thoſe derived from pro- 
greſſive journies. 

If circumſtances or inclination keep him ; 
in England, he ſhould by all means go to 
ſuch places in the ſpring as are dry and 
ſheltered from the north and eaſt winds, 
and in ſummer to more elevated and airy 
ſituations. He thould be advited to take 
ſuch medicines as will keep the body open, 
and to wear a flannel or dimity ihirt and 
3 drawers, 
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drawers, and to keep the feet warm. C. 
all medicines, emetics are the molt ſervice- 
able in this ſtage of the diſeaſe, and of all 
emetics the vitriolum cæruleum is found to 
be the propereſt here, becauſe it excites vo- 
miting readily and eaſily, without fatiguing 
the patient much, without irritating the in- 
teſtines, and without relaxing the ſtomach, 
objects of great conſequence in a medicine 
which muſt be frequently repeated; the 
earlier they are given in the diſeaſe the 
better. They are to be given in a morning, 
twice in a week, every other or every 


day, as the ſymptoms may indicate. 


Let the patient drink half a pint of wa- 
ter, and immediately after it, the following 
draught is to be taken:

The 
cough may be relieved by frequently inha- 
ling the ſteams of warm water by means 
of Mudge's inhaler. We ſhould ſtraily

forbid the uſe of a remedy commonly pre- 
ſcribed by people about the ſick perſon, and 
that is, rum and milk taken in bed in a 
morning, for ſpirits are on every account 


pernicious. 
If milk turns acid upon the ſtomach, it 


may be prevented by the addition of a ſmall 


quantity of lime water. If it otherwiſe 
diſagrees, either by generating bile, or by 
coagulating in the ſtomach, whey ſhould 
be ſubſtituted, or butter milk, which 1s ex- 
tremely proper. 


Theſe are the means to be employed in 


the firſt and ſecond ſtages of the diſorder : 
and I muſt embrace this opportunity of ſay- 
ing, that I have found the moſt beneficial 
effects from the early uſe of emetics, fo much 


inſiſted on by Dr. Simmons. 

Remember that the remedies cannot be 
too early applied. The old maxim, * ve- 
nienti occurrite morbo, becomes here a ſtrict 
command, 

When the tubercles have ſuppurated, and 
an ulcer or ulcers are formed, 1t conſtitutes 
a confirmed phthiſis, and is the third and 
laſt ſtage of this fatal diſeaſe, when the

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hectic fever appears, and moſt commonly 


_ deſtroys the unfortunate ſufferer. 


Here ſmall indeed is the aſſiſtance our art 
can give! We are to endeavour to counteract 
the effects of the ablorbed matter, to miti- 
gate the moſt diſtreſſing ſymptoms, and 
ſupport the patient by ſuch nouriſhing food 
as is found not to increaſe the fever, or ex- 
aſperate the cough. Preſcribe the follow- 
ing medicines :

SYMPTOMS, 


When the menſtrual diſcharge is in 
greater quantity than uſual, attended with 
more or leſs of pyrexia, and has cauſed 
great debility, weak pulſe, quick breathing, 
coldneſs, and oedema in the lower extremi- 
ties towards evening, with great pain in 
the back and loins; or if it flows in great 
quantities ſuddenly, ſo as to immediately en- 
danger the patient's life, we call it an im- 


moderate diſcharge, or flooding.

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REMOTE CAUSES. 


Plethora, ſtrong liquors, violent exerciſe, 
ſtrains, ſhocks, contulion of the lower part 
of the abdomen. Violent paſſions of the 
mind, exceſs of venery, or the exerciſe of 
in menſtruation; coſtiveneſs, cold applied 
to the feet. Abortions, difficult, tedious 
labours, and general relaxation of the ſyſ- 
tem, by too great an indulgence in warm 
enervating liquors. 


PROXIMATE CAUSE. 


Greatly increaſed action of the uterine 
veſſels, laxity of their extremities, and 
rupture of them. 


CURE. 


All the remote cauſes muſt be avoided. 
When the diſcharge is very copious and at- 
tended with ſymptoms of pyrexia and ple- 
thora, order bleeding in the arm, total 
quiet and a decumbent poſture, The pa- 
tient ſhould lay upon a hard matraſs, muſt 
be lightly covered with bed-clothes, and the 
chamber muſt be kept very cool. 


A cool- 
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A cooling diet will be proper, and refri- 
gerating medicines, giving cold water to 
drink, and in ſome caſes it mult be applied 
to the lower part of the abdomen, and 
laxative clyſters muſt be given; and all 
the general means employed, that were 
recommended in active hemorrhage. Dry 
cupping the breaſts has been found extreme- 
ly efficacious, frequently abating or ſup- 
preſſing the diſcharge inſtantly. 

There is very great irritability in this caſe, 
which renders the uſe of opium generally 
neceſſary.

BLooD. 


That blood thrown out of the mouth 
proceeds from the ſtomach, we know by 

its dark colour, and grumous quality, by 

its being brought up evidently by vomiting, 

by its being mixed with the contents of the 
5 ſtomach; and it is generally preceded by 

weight, pain, ſickneſs, and anxiety, in the 

region of that organ. 
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REMOT.E CAUSES. 


Pletliora, accompanied by a peculiar de- 
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termination to the ſtomach. Suppreſſion 
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of ſome habitual hæmorrhage from ſome 
other parts. Suppreſſion of the menſes, 
or a long accuſtomed hzmorrhoidal diſ- 
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charge, enlargement of the ſpleen compreſ- 
fing the vaſa brevia, or of the liver, preſ- 
fing the vena portarum. External violence, 
and violent ſtraining in vomiting.

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PR. 

This is ſeldom to be confidered as a caſe 
of active hemorrhage. When it is, and 
depends upon evident plethora, bleeding, 
and the other general remedies for that diſ- 
eaſe muſt be ordered. 

If it is the conſequence of ſuppreſſed ac- 
cuſtomed evacuations, we muſt endeavour 
to reſtore them. If it proceeds from a re- 
laxation of the ſyſtem and veſſels of the 
ſtomach, aſtringents and tonics will be ne- 
ceſſary. 

Every irritation mult be avoided, and 

quiet ſtrictly enjoined. 


CHAP. VIE 


Of HEMATURIA, or HEMORRHAGE from 
the URINARY PASSAGE. 


This is moſt commonly a ſymptomatic 
atſeaſe, and very rarely idiopathic. | 

It is generally cauſed by a laceration or 
eroſion of the pelvis, of the kidnies, ureters, 


bladder, 
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bladder, or urethra, by calculi, venereal 
virus, and the improper ute of the cathe- 
ter, or {yringe. 

In this caſe the antecedent and atten- 
dant ſymptoms will ſhew the nature of the 
diſeaſe and its ſeat, from whence the treat- 
ment will be underſtood. Every thing that 
may irritate the urinary pailage or organs 
muſt be avoided, and the inteſtines emptied 
by laxative medicines and clyſters, and the 
patient Kept quiet. 
* If it is idiopathic, and produced by the 
5 general cauſes of active hæmorrhage, pur- 
i ſue the means recommended in that caſe. 

A diſcharge of bloody urine is ſometimes 
cauſed by a ſuppreſſion of an hæmorrhoidal 
5 flux, and ſome cauſe, determining the blood 
3 into the veſſels of the neck of the bladder, 
* and in this caſe it often flows unmixed with 
urine, and is called the hæmorrhoides ve- 
fice. It is to be treated upon the ſame 
general plan as hæmorrhois. 

Bloody urine is a frequent ſymptom in 
putrid diſeaſes, and it always denotes a 


high degree of putreſcency. 
It is ſometimes of conſequence to alcer- 
tain whether blood! 15 mixed with the urine, 
and 
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and the following means will detect its pre- 
ſence. 

No part of urine that does not contain 
blood is coagulable in a heat equal to that 
of boiling water; if therefore any part 
becomes coagulated and ſeparated by that 
degree of heat, it proves that the urine 
contains blood. 

No other than bloody urine will tinge 
linen dipped into it of a red colour. 

Urine is always tranſparent when firſt 
made, however high coloured it may be, 
if there is no blood in it. 

When it ſeparates and ſettles, its parti- 
cular grumous appearance will ſufficiently

SYMPTOMS. 


This diſcaſe generally begins with a ſtop- 
page of the noſe, and conſequent difficulty 
of breathing through it; there is a dull pain 


in the forehead, the eyes are full and watery, 
: and 
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and in the progreſs of the diſeaſe there is 
a great diſcharge of mucus from the noſe. 
There are often ſhiverings, and always a 
ſenſe of cold, and towards evening a fre- 
quency of the pulſe. 

Sometimes there are, hoarſeneſs, ſore- 
neſs of the trachea, cough, laſſitude, thirſt, 
and the appetite is impaired, as are alſo the 
ſmell, and taſte. The cough 1s at firſt dry, 
but an expectoration comes gradually on. 

When the contagious catarrh appears, it 
fpreads more than any epidemic known: it 
is ſeldom confined to one part of Europe, 
and it appears even to have reached the 
American continent, after beginning in 


Europe.

CHAP. Ii. 
DysENTERIA, or DYSENTERY, 


CHARACTER, 


Pyrexia contagioſa; dejectiones frequen- 
tes mucoſæ, vel ſanguinolentæ, retentis 
plerumque fæcibus alvinis; tormina, te- 
neſmus. 


SYMPTOMS. 


The dyſentery is preceded generally by 
coſtiveneſs and unuſual flatulency in the 
bowels ; and ſometimes by cold ſhiverings : 
griping, and frequent deſire of going to 
ſtool ſucceed theſe ſymptoms, wherein lit- 
tle is diſcharged, and the ſtools are always 
attended with teneſmus ; they increaſe in 
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frequency, as do the griping and teneſmus, 
There is generally pyrexia, which ſome- 
time exhibits an inflammatory, ſometimes 
a remittent, and often a putrid, type. The 
ſtools vary in colour and quality in the 
courſe of the diſeaſe ; they are mucous, 
frothy, or mixed more or leſs with blood, 
and ſometimes pure blood. is voided; at 
other times they are purulent, or ſanious 
and highly offenſive, and with the diſcharge 
5 there is frequently a mixture of membrana- 
A ceous films. It is ſeldoni that any natural 
feces appear, except in the form of ſcy- 
bala, which always relieve the griping ſtools 
and teneſmus, and render them leſs fre- 
quent and violent. 

With theſe ſymptoms the patient has 
nauſea, vomiting, anxiety about the præ- 
cordia, frequent borborygmi, and, in the ad- 
* vanced ſtage of the diſeaſe, cold ſweats and 
hiccough. 

In the beginning the ſmall inteſtines 
ſeem moſt affected, but towards the end of 
it the rectum appears to ſuſtain almoſt the 
whole force of the diſeaſe.

If in the beginning the ſtools are copi- 
ous, and the pain attending them is mo- 
derate, if the gripings and teneſmus are 
not violent, if the nauſea and vomiting are 
not in a great degree, if the fever is ſlight, 
and the. a not much impaired, . we 
may hope for a favourable event: on the 
contrary, when the attempts at ſtool are 
very frequent and painful, and nothing 
comes away ; when the teneſmus and grip- 
ings, already ſevere, increaſe 3 when there 
are ſymptoms of great debility, foetor in the 
ſtools, hardneſs of the abdomen, miliary 
eruptions, petechiæ, vibices, fainting, cold- 
neſs of the extremities, and hiccough, the 
greateſt danger is to be apprehended.

If there are high inflammatory ſymptoms 
in the beginning, bleeding will be proper ; 
but as a putrid diatheſis is frequently at- 
tendant, the practitioner muſt attend dili- 
rently to the ſymptoms and other circum- 
ſtances before he ventures upon that mea- 
ſure. An emetic and gentle laxatives 
ſhould be ordered in the firſt place.

In this diſeaſe the whole of the external 
and internal ſenſes, and all the voluntary 
motions, are in a great meaſure aboliſhed, 
while the action of the heart and reſpira- 
tion are performed. It commonly attacks 
thoſe advanced in years, eſpecially»: ſuch as 
are above ſixty years of age. It is ſome- 
times preceded by giddineſs, head-aches, 
epiſtaxis, falſe viſion, deafneſs, numbneſs 
of the extremites, loſs of memory, fre- 
quent drowſineſs, faltering of ſpeech, and 
frequent fits of the incubus. It generally 
comes on ſuddenly, the patient falling down, 
deprived of all voluntary motion; ſome- 
times one ſide is more affected than the 
other; he lies as if in a profound ſleep, at- 
tended with loud ſnoring; the face and eyes 
are bloated and red, and riſpiration difficult 
and laborious, and the pulſe is flow and 
full.

It will be diſtinguiſhed from the palſy by 
the ſtate of the pulſe, by the difficult re- 
ſpiration, appearance of fleep and ſtertor, 
and by all the powers of volition being af- 
fected; from ſyncope by the pulſe; and from 
epilepſy by the ſtertor, ſopor, and abſence 
of convulſions. 


PROGNOSIS, 


The danger will be in proportion to the 
violence of the attack, that is, to the de- 
gree in which the powers of ſenſe and mo- 
tion are affected, and the difficulty of re- 
ſpiration. When the breathing is greatly 
interrupted, when there is a frothing at 
the mouth, and cold ſweats, death is ſoon 
to be apprehended. | 

If it continues beyond the fourth day, 
without abatement, it is generally fatal. A 
recurrence of an habitual hzmorrhoidalflux, 
or epiſtaxis, frequently removes the diſ- 
gaſe.

There are two ſpecies of apoplexy—=the 
fanguineous and ſerous. The former ariſes 
from an over-diſtenſion or rupture of the 


blood veflels of the brain or its membranes, 


and conſequent effuſion of blood; the latter 
from an effuſion of lymph or ſerum in the 
cavities of the brain, or upon or between its 
membranes. Except when the ſerous apo- 
plexy is cauſed by general dropſy, both 
diſeaſes require nearly ſimilar treatment. 
We begin by copious and repeated blood- 
Ettings from the jugular vein or temporal 
artery, and when that will not ſucceed, 


from the arm; and if one ſide is more 


affected than the other, the blood muſt 
be drawn from the oppoſite ſide. The 
temples muſt be cupped or ſcarified, and a 
large bliſter applied to the head, and legs. 
Acrid purging medicines muſt be thrown up 
in clyſters, and given by the mouth, if the

DIAGNOSIS. 


Though this diſeaſe is attended witl 
many of the {ſymptoms of dyſpepſia, it 
Will be diſtinguiſhed from it by the fol- 

ö i lowing 
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lowing circumſtances: In hypochondriafis 
the dyſpeptic ſymptoms are leſs violent, 
and ſometimes abſent, while the exceflive 
timidity, ſadneſs, apprehenſion of evil, and 
Jan guor, are always preſent in a conſiderable 
degree. In dyſpepſia the dyſpeptic ſym- 
toms are always preſent in a greater degree, 
while the timidity, languor, &c., are leſs, 
and ſometimes abſent, and ſeem only occa- 
honal attendants upon the diſeaſe. 


; CURE, 

In the cure the ſtomachic ſymptoms are 
to be relieved by ſome of the means re- 
commended for their relief in dyſpepſia, 
but in this caſe tonics are not indicated; 
there does not appear to be a want of tone, 
but of activity in the circulating powers, 
which is evident from this circumſtance, 
that cold bathing injures hy pochondriacs, 
while, on the contrar y, warm bathing is of 
ſervice to them. 

The chief conſideration is the amuſe- 
ment of the mind, which muſt be attempt- 
ed by every means, and with all our ad- 
dreſs, and very nice conduct is neceſſary in 


the management of theſe patients. 
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Their apprehenſi jon of evil, „er ili 
founded or ridiculous it may appear, muſt 
not be treated with levity; every apprehen- 
ſion is to them a reality, and they cannot 
bear to have their complaints and fears 
laughed at, or treated with raillery, and 
reaſoning upon them will have no good 
effect. 

The mind muſt therefore be diverted 
from itſelf, the train of thoughts muſt be 
interrupted by amuſements of various ſorts, 
adapted to the diſpoſition and circumſtances; 
by attention to buſineſs, When it is not at- 
tended with fatigue and anxiety; by hunt— 
ing, ſhooting; and other field diverſions; 
progreſſive journies on horſeback, where 
the ſcene will be conſtantly changing, and 
Bath may be recommended; and within 
doors, cheerful company, and cards, where 
the ſtake is not great, nor late hours the 
conſequence, afford an amuſement well 
adapted to hypochondriac caſes. Amuſing 
books will be proper; and in this caſe, 
Placebos will be certainly adviſeable,

BOOK III. 
Of SPASMI, or SPASMS. 


CHARACTER. 


Muſculorum vel fibrarum muſculorum, 
motus abnormes. 

Of theſe affections there are two general 
ſpecies—ſpaſms and convulſions, and they 
conſiſt of involuntary contractions of the 
muſcles. When there is a rigid contrac- 
tion, continuing long without relaxation, it 
is called a ſpaſm ; when there is ſucceſſive 
contraction and relaxation, it conſtitutes a 
convulſion. 

When ſpaſms are principally confined to, 
or at leaſt firſt begin in, the muſcles of the 
lower jaw, neck, and fauces, the diſeaſe is 
called triſmus, of locked jaw; when the 
muſcles of the hind part of the trunk are 
affected, drawing the body backwards, 
opiſthotonos; of the fore part, drawing it for- 
wards, emproſthotonos; when the muſcles 
of both the fore and hind parts are affected, 
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and the body is rigidly ſtraight, it is 
named tetanus ; and when one ſide only i; 
attacked, tetanus lateralis, or pleuroſtho- 
tonos. 

Theſe, however differently named, are to 
be conſidered only as varieties of the ſame 
diſeaſe, and all require the ſame treatment, 
which will be ſeen in the following chap- 
ter.

CHAP. I. 


Of TRisuus, or Lock ED Jaw. 


CHARACTER, 


Præcipue maxille inferioris ſpaſtica rigi- 
ditas. 


SYMPTOMS. 


This diſeaſe occurs in all climates, but 
moſt frequently in the warmeſt, and it 
comes on with a ſenſe of ſtiffneſs in the 
neck, attended, in its increaſe, with an un- 
eaſineſs in the fauces, partially or wholly 
interrupting deglution; there is generally 
more or leſs pain in the lower part of the 


ſternum, ſhooting, in the courſe of the me-

diaſtinum, to the back: this ſeems to excite 
ſpaſms in the back part of the neck, pul- 
ling it backwards, and ſtrong ſpaſtic con- 

traction of the muſcles of the lower jaw, 
drawing the teeth perfectly cloſe together, 
in which ſtate they remain during the courſe 
of the diſeaſe. | 

The ſpaſms now ſometimes proceed to 
the muſcles of the anterior, poſterior, one 
or both ſides of the trunk producing opiſ- 
chotonos, &c. In the height of this dread- 
ful diſeaſe the patient is a ſhocking ſpec- 
tacle, for all the muſcles of the body become 
affected; the forehead 1s drawn up into fur- 
rows; the eyes are diſtorted, rigid, and im- 
moveable; the noſe 1s drawn upwards, and 
the cheeks backwards, cauſing an horrible 
grin, and in this ſtate violent convulſions 
come on, and give the coup de grace. 

All the ſpaſms are attended with violent 
pain, and become more frequent as the 
diſeaſe advances. 

There is ſeldom any fever; the blood 
drawn, generally exhibits a natural appear- 
ance ; the face and body are pale, and often 
covered with a clammy cold ſweat, and the 
extremities are commonly cold. When 
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the ſpaſms become frequent and violent, the 
pulſe 1s full and frequent, the face is fluſh- 


ed, and they cauſe ſweating. 


Neither the mental nor natural fundtions 
are much affected in general. The head 
remains free, the appetite 1s not much im- 
paired, although the urine is often voided 
with ſome difficulty, and the patient is 
coſtive. 


REMOTE CAUSES. 


Cold and moiſture applied to the body 
when warm, punctures, lacerations, and 
other violence offered to nervous or tendi- 
nous parts.

The patient ſuddenly loſes all ſenſation 
and voluntary motion, and if ſtanding he 
immediately falls, and is univerfally con- 
vulſed : the tongue is thruſt out of the 
mouth, and frequently much wounded by

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the violent and ſudden contraction of the 
lower jaw; and there is generally a diſ- 
charge of frothy matter from the mouth. 

In a ſhort time the convulſions go off, 
leaving the patient in an apparent profound 
ſleep, from which he gradually recovers, 
without having the ſmalleſt recollection

The pulſe, during the convulſions, 1s 
quick and irregular, but upon their ceſſa- 
tion, returns to its natural ſtate. The pa- 
roxyſms are apt to recur during ſleep.

EXCITING CAUSES. 


1. Whatever preternaturally excites the 
brain, as mal-formation of the cranum, 
inequalities or ſharp protuberances on its 
interior furface, ſplinters, or depreflion of 
of the bone from fracture; acrid fluids in 
the brain, worms, teething, acidity in the 
alimentary canal ; certain diſeaſes, as the 
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eruptive fever in the ſmall pox, and ſcarla- 
tina.

2. Whatever diminiſhes the energy of 
the brain, as large loſs of blood, terror, 
horror, certain odours, and paſſions. 


PROXIMATE CA USE. 


An irregular and involuntary exertion 
of the nervous energy. 


The prognoſis is very uncertain. The 
ſymptomatic epilepſy admits of a cure 
more readily, than the idiopathic ; when it is 
hereditary it can ſeldom be removed. It 
ſometimes goes off at the age of puberty ; 
and cutaneous eruptions and intermittent 
fevers ſometimes remove it. If the inter- 
miſſions are ſhort, the convulſions very 
violent, and reſpiration difficult, it is attend- 
ed with danger. 

Epilepſy does not unfrequently terminate 


in apoplexy. 


CURE. 


The curative indications are two : 


Er + 'To 
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1. To quiet the convulſions in the pa- 
roxyſm. 

2. To prevent their recurrence. 

In the paroxyſm bleeding may be neceſ- 
ſary at the commencement of the diſeaſe; 
but it ſhould not be repcated, unleſs there 
are evident ſymptoms of plethora; nor 
ſhould it be ordered at all if there are 
marks of debility or inauition.

of tke mode and habit of living, climate, 
and air, will be neceſſary.

The moſt proper antiſpaſmodics are, 
opium, muſk, camphor, ther, oleum 
animale, and extract hyoſcyami, which 
ſhould be given in full doſes ; and of all 
theſe opium has perhaps the greateſt 
power; but it will be hurtful it there are 
{ymproms of plethora, which muſt be ob- 
ſerved as a general rule in the exhibition of 
that powerful and valuable medicine. 

It is to be remarked, in general, that 
the propereſt time for giving the antiſpaſ- 
modic medicines is, near the time of the 
recurrence of the paroxyſms, when the 
period can be aſcertained. hui particular, 
when they have been obſerved to come on 
in the night time, during ſleep, an opiate,

THE CURE 


Muſt be attempted by avoiding the exci- 
ting cauſes, by eſpecially removing ple- 
thora, 
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thora, or correcting the debility or mobi- 
lity of the ſyſtem, as either the one or the 
other ſhall be found to be the cauſe of the 
complaint. 

The means proper for accompliſhing 
both theſe ends have been already men- 
tioned. 

If it depends upon organic affections, 
we can of courſe do little, and that little 
will be obtained by avoiding whatever will 
increaſe the action of the heart.

The fits of coughing continue long, dur- 
ing which the patient appears to be in dan- 
ger of ſuffocation, and they do not ceaſe 
until ſomething is brought up from the 
lungs, or a vomiting comes on.

PROGNOSIS. 


The younger the ſubjects the greater the 
danger, which is alſo great when they are 
in a ſtate of great debility at the attack. A 


very copious or a very ſparing expectoration 


is an unfavourable ſymptom ; and iu gene- 
ral danger is to be apprehended in the pro- 
portion to the degree of fever and difficulty 


of breathing. 


CURE. 


In the beginning bleeding may be ne- 
ceflary, if there are marks of plethora, but 
it ſhould not be repeated. The body muſt 


be kept open by laxatives. Vomits, fre- 


quently repeated, are particularly ſervice- 
able, and are foremoſt among the uſeful re- 
medies. Bliſtering the thorax will be pro- 
per, and nauſeating doſes of antimonium 
tartariſatum. | 

In 
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In the advanced ſtage we muſt have re- 
courſe to antiſpaſmodics and tonics. 

Of the former opium is the beſt, given 
in doſes proportioned to the age and conſti- 
tution of the patient; the extractum cicutæ 
does not appear to have ſupported its credit. 

Of the tonics, the bark and zincum cal- 
cinatum have anſwered the beſt. When 
it has reſiſted every medicine, a change of 
air has frequently removed it. 


CHAP, VIE a 
Of the PyRosIs, or WATER BRASH. 


CHARACTER, 


Eprigaſtrii dolor urens, cum copia hu- 
moris aquei, plerumque inſipidi, aliquando 
acris, eructata. 


SYMP TOMS, 


This appears to be a peculiar ſpaſmodic 
affection of the ſtomach : it moſt frequent- 
ly attacks females, and thoſe who live 
on milk and the farinacea. It uſually comes 
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on in the morning or forenoon, at thoſe 
times when the ſtomach is moſt empty, 


with a pain and ' ſenſe of conſtriction at 


the pit of the ſtomach, as if it was drawn 
backwards. It is increated by an ere& 
poſture ; is often very violent, and after 
ſome continuance it brings on an eructa— 
tion of a thin watery fluid, ſometimes 
acrid, but generally perfectly inſipid, and 
in conſiderable quantity. This rejection 
of the fluid is reiterated; and though it 
does not immediately relieve the pain, it at 
length removes it, and puts an end to the 
Paroxyim. 


REMOTE CAUSES. 


Cold applied to the extremities, and vio- 
lent emotions of the mind. 


CURE. 


The paroxyſms are moſt certainly re- 
lieved by opiates; if it fails, other antiſpaſ- 
modics may be tried, etpecially the vitri- 
olic æther, and the volatile alkali. 

The nux vomica is ſaid to poſſeſs the 
power of radically curing this diſeaſe. No 

* effect 
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effect "OM been found from tonics and aſtrin- 
gents, in preventing its recurrence. 

There are other painful affections of the 
ſtomach diſtinguiſhed by the names of gaſ- 
trodynia and cardialgia. The former is 
known by an acute pungent pain, accom- 
panied with a ſenſe of diſtenſion or con- 
ſtrict ion of the ſtomach. 

The latter 1s attended with an acrid 

purgent eructation. 
They are moſt frequently ſymtomatic 
affections, and are conſtantly attendant upon 
dyſpepſia; for gaſtrodynia opium is the beſt 
remedy ; and for the cardialgia, if an acid 
is prevalent, alkalies and abſorbents; and if 
it is cauſed by acrid matter, demulcents and 
mucilaginous medicines. 

As a ſymptom, it will be removed with 
the primary affection. 


CHAP. VIII. 
Of CoLica, or ibe COLIC. 


CHARACTER. 


Dolor abdominis, precipue circa umbili- 
cum torquens; vomitus, alvus adſtricta. 
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Writers enumerate eight ſpecies of this 
difeaſe; but as they all depend upon the 
ſame proximate cauſe, they are to be treat- 
ed on the ſame general principles.

a SYMPTOMS. 


Violent pain diffuſed over the whole abdo- 
men, with a ſenſation of twiſting or wring- 
ing about the navel, which, with the inte- 
guments, is frequently drawn inwards, and 
contracted into ſeveral ſeparate portions, 
and it is attended with obſtinate coſtiveneſs, 
frequent bilious vomitings; and ſometimes, 
from the periſtaltic motions of the inteſ- 
tines being inverted, ſtercoraceous matter is 
thrown up from the ſtomach. 

This diſeaſe is frequently, indeed gene- 


rally, without pyrexia, but ſometimes an 
inflam- 
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inflammation of the part of the inteſtine 
particularly affected, comes on. 

What is called the ileus, or iliac paſſion, 
is only to be conſidered as a very high de- 
gree of colic. | 


REMOTE CAUSES, 


Cold, hardened feces, worms, ſtony 
concretions 1n the inteſtines, acrid bile; va- 
rious poiſons, particularly lead, however 
received into the body: a diarrhoea too 
ſuddenly ſtopped, tranſlated gout, and 
rheumatiſm and flatus. 


PROXIMATE CAUSE. 


A ſpaſmodic conſtriction of ſome part 
of the inteſtines. 


DIAGNOSIS. 


Colic will be diſtinguiſhed from enteritis 
by the ſtate of the pulſe, by the pecular 
twinging pain about the navel and contrac- 
tions of the abdominal integuments, and 
from nephritis by the ſeat of the pain, by 
the obſtinate coſtiveneſs, and ſtate of the 
urine, | 
PROGNOSIS. 
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PROGNOSIS. 


If the pain remits, and is not totally 
fixed to one place, and if ſtools are procur- 


ed, the prognoſis will be favourable ; when 


it is obſtinately violent in one place, if a 
paſſage cannot be procured, if inflammation 
fupervenes, the cvent will be doubtful, and 
danger 1s to be apprehended; when hic- 
cough, delirium and cold ſweats come on, 
the danger is extreme, and the event will 
generally be fatal. The cohca pictonum 
frequently terminates in a paralyſis of the 
lower extremities, as does the ileus.

This diſeaſe chiefly appears in the ſum- 
mer or autumn, when the weather 1s very 
hot. The patient is attacked with a vio- 
lent vomiting and purging of acrid bilious 
matter, gripes, great anxiety and proſtia- 
tion of ſtrength, and cramps in the legs and 


thighs, and ſometimes convulſions. It is 


ſeldom attended with any fever, though 
the 
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the pulſe and reſpiration are hurried and ir- 
regular. 

It induces ſpeedily the greateſt debility, 
ſometimes carrying off the patient in one 


day.

Very hot weather, acrid ingeſta, and re-

The cure conſiſts in the dilution and 
evacuation of the bilious matter. Give 
large quantities of warm water, chicken 
broth, or water gruel, by the mouth, and 
by clyſter. When ſpaſms in the inteſtines 
or other parts of the body are violent, and 
great debility is brought on, opiates muſt 
be immediately given by the mouth and 
per anum.

When the diſeaſe is removed, give the

CHAP. X. 


Of DiARRH CA. 


CHARACTER. 


Dejectio frequens ; morbus non conta- 
gioſus; pyrexia nulla primaria. 


SYMPTOMS. 


Frequent ſtools, various in colour and 
quality; ſometimes they are bilious or mu- 
cous, ſometimes they conſiſt of the natural 

excrements much diluted, at other times 
they appear milky: and in ſome caſes the 
food paſſes in a unaltered ſtate, when the 
diſeaſe is called the lientary. There is gene- 
rally ſome degree of ſickneſs and griping, 
and the patient is very ſenſible of cold, 
eſpecially in the lower extremities. It is 
ſeldom attended with fever.

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REMOTE CAUSES. 


Obſtructed perſpiration, putrid effluvia, 
or an abſorption of putrid matter. An 
immoderate quantity of food; or its being 

of a noxious quality, or not eaſily digeſted, 
or underdone; too much fruit, or aſceſent 
food; an acrid ſtate of the pancreatic juice, 
or bile, or a redundancy of the latter ; 
a determination of fluids from other parts 
of the ſyſtem to the inteſtines, either in 
2 natural or morbid ſtate; a preternatu- 
ral effuſion from the excretories of the in- 
terior ſurface of the inteſtines 3 a rupture 
of the blood veſſels, or a ſuppuration of 
the coats, or an erythematous inflamma- 
tion of them, and worms, Tranſlated gout 
or rheumatiſm. 


PROXIMATE CAUSE. 


An increaſed periſtaltic motion of the 1 in- 
teſtines. 


DIAGNOs 18. 


The diarrhoea will be diſtinguiſhed from 
dyſentery by -its being attended with leſs 
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griping and teneſmus, by the ſtools not 
being bloody, and by the abſence or leſs 
degree of fever; and from cholera morbus 


by the vomiting and griping being infinite- 
ly leſs, and by the ſtate of the 81. 


The intentions of cure are, 


1. To evacuate and correct acrimonious 
or acrid matter in tbe ſtomach and inteſ- 
tines; 

2. To allay their irritation; 

3. To reſtore their tone; 

4. To prevent or counteract putridity; 
and, 

5. To reſtore interrupted perſpiration. 


The acrid matter is to be evacuated by 
emetics, which ſhould be frequently re- 
peated, as they not only remove crude acrid 
matters from the ſtomach, but determine 
to the ſkin, and may prove very ſervice- 
able by checking and counteracting in ſome 
degree the increaſed periſtaltic motion ; vo- 


mits, therefore, are particularly uſeful in the 


cure of diarrhoea.

Authors mention two ſpecies of this 
diſeaſe, the mellitus and inſipidus; the 
urine being ſweet in the former, and in- 
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ſipid in the latter. But the diabetes inſipi- 
dus very rarely occurs. Dr. Home, who 
thinks, that its character is not correctly 
marked by writers, thus defines it“ Urina 
aucta, et ſubdulcis, ſitis perpetua; cutis arida 
et plerumque ſquammoſa.“ 


SY MP TOMS, 


This diſeaſe is a diſcharge of a pre- 


ternatural large quantity of urine, which 


is ſometimes limpid, ſometimes of a yel- 
lowith green colour, and ſometimes milky, 
It comes on by flow degrees, and fre- 
quently without an previous diſorder, The 


patient has an unquenchable thirſt, and 


ſometimes a voracious appetite, and the 
quantity of urine voided often greatly ex- 
ceeds the whole quantity of both the ſo- 
lids and fluids taken into the body. It 
ſometimes continues a long time without 
any evident injury to the ſyſtem, but in 
time the body becomes greatly emaciated 
and debilitated. The ſkin is dry, and there 
is often a deſquamation of the cuticle. The 
pulſe is quick, and when it terminates fatal- 
ly, r 15 too * the caſe) a fever 
comes

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comes On before death, in many reſpects: 
like the hectic fever in phthiſis. | 


REMOTE CAUES. 


Whatever debilitates the ſyſtem ; hard 
drinking, cold, and moiſture ; great evacua- 
tions, ſuch as hæmorrhages, &c. excels of 
venery, and preceding diſeaſes, 


PROXIMATE CAUSE, 


Suppoſed to be a defect of the animal 
powers in aſſimilating the food, or chang- 
ing it into its own nature. 


CURE. 


On a ſuppoſition that it ariſes from ſup- 
preſſed or impeded perfpiration, diapho- 
retics have been tried. It has been thought 
ſpaſmodic, and antiſpaſmodics have been 
given. Relaxation of the urinary tubes 
has been ſuppoſed the cauſe, and it has 
been treated with ſtimulants, aſtringents 
and tonics. Incraſſants and demulcents 
have been given to correct acrimony as the 
ſupported cauſe; and laſtly, as the diſeaſe 
has been imagined to proceed from the food 

| taken 
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taken in being too little anamalized, ſceptics 


have been alſo preſcribed. 


But it muſt be confeſſed that we do not 
yet know a ſucceſsful method of treating 
the diabetes: however, until we become 


better acquainted with the cauſes, and na- 


ture of the diſeaſe ſuch remedies as will 
remove the debility of the ſyſtem, are 
thought to be the propereſt, and they have 


been mentioned in another place.

It is generally preceded by a ſenſe of ful- 
neſs on one ſide of the abdomen, whence 
a ball ſeems to ariſe, and, after making ſome 
turns to aſcend to the ſtomach and pha- 
rynx, and gives an idea of ſuffocation ; the 
patient then becomes inſenſible, and the

body is variouſly convulſed, writhing about, 


and the hand is continually beating the 
breaſt, with the fiſt clenched. After ſome 


little time the convulſive motions go off, 


leaving her in an apparent ſleep, from 
which ſhe gradually recovers, with fre- 
quent ſighing and ſobbing, and the inteſ- 
tines ſeem much affected with flatus. 

It 1s often attended with frequent and 
ſudden tranſitions from laughing to crying, 
and vice ver/a. 


It varies in the violence and number of 


ſymptoms, and is frequently preceded by an 
unuſally great diſcharge of limpid urine.

The moſt certain preventive is cutting 
out or deſtroying the part bit as ſoon as 
poſſible, and it may prevent the effects of 
the bite ſome days after it has happened. 

The beſt medicines for the cure and pre- 
vention are mercury and opium, ordering 
blood- letting at the ſame time.

When this derangement of the mind 
takes place without pyrexia, or comatoſe 
affections, it is called inſanity. Of this 
there are two ſpecies diſtinctly marked, re- 
quiring different treatment —melancholia, 
and mania or furious madneſs.

SYMPTOMS: 


In this diſeaſe the patient ſhuns ſociety, 
and courts ſolitude, is fearful and low 
ſpirited, and theſe ſymptoms are frequent- 
ly obſerved for ſome time before an actual 
derangement is preceived. He indulges a 
certain train of thoughts upon one ſubject, 
and generally fixes upon that which was 
the cauſe of his misfortune, if it has been 
brought on by any ſudden and violent affec- 
tion of the mind. The face is generally 
pale, the urine is ſmall in quantity and 
watery

and in ſome caſes, . ſo miſerable are the 
feelings, that the unfortunate wretch ſeeks 
every opportunity of putting an end to 
them, by terminating his exiſtence. 


REMOTE CAUSE. 


Hereditary diſpoſition, melancholic tem- 
perament, depreſſing paſſions, great and 
affecting diſappointments, ſuppreſſed eva- 
cuations, intemperance, and i injuries of the 
cranium. 


PROXIMATE CA Us E. 


Suppoſed to be a drier, firmer texture of 
the medullary ſubſtance of the brain. 


DIAGNOSIS, 


In ſome caſes it is difficult to diſtinguiſh 
this diſeaſe from hypochondriafis, but the 
following circumſtances will aſſiſt us in the 
diagnoſis: In melancholia, the dyſpeptic 
ſymptoms are never preſent in ſo great de- 
gree, and they are ſometimes wanting; in 


this diſcaſe, too, the fear and anxiety . 
T this 
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to ſeveral Wirdumaſtances, while in hypo- 
chondriaſis they are almoſt conſtantly Con- 
fined to the ſtate of the health. | 


* PROGNOSIS. 


When this diſeaſe is hereditary we can 
hardly expect a radical cure, and its re- 
moval will be extremely difficult if it de- 
pend; upon affections of the mind, or in- 
juries of the cranium. 

If it ariſes from ſuppreſſed evacuations, 

or corporeal cauſes, we have greater hopes. 
In theſe caſes a diarrhea, hæmorrhage, or 
eruptions, ſometimes carry off the com- 
| many 

If the patient begins to enjoy found re- 
freſhing fleep, if the mind can be eafily 
diverted from its accuſtomed train of re- 
flections, and becomes capable of lively 
impreſſions, we may hope for a recovery. 

When the ſtrength fails, and epileptic 
or comatoſe affections come on, they will 
generally prove the harbingers of death. 
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CURE. 


The firſt ſtep, in caſes of inſanity, 1s for 
the phyſician and attendants to gain an aſ- 
cendency over the patient; the means of 
acquiring it muſt vary with the diſpoſition, 
which therefore muſt be carefully ſtudied ; 
and they will alſo neceſſarily be different 
in mania and melancholia. Here blood- 
letting is ſeldom neceſſary, but coſtiveneſs, 
generally an attendant upon this diſeaſe, 
muſt be removed by the daily exhibition 
of opening medicines. The following an-

Every care muſt be taken to prevent 
the patient's having an opportunity of de- 
ſtroying himſelf. 
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The diet muſt be regulated by the 
ſtrength and other circumſtances ; but it 
ſhould in general be hight, nouriſhing, and 
of eaſy digeſtion. 
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Delirium apyretum circa quævis object, 
cum furore, audacia, et robore; maniaci 
habent plerumque lucida intervalla; ſubin 
eſt mania periodica ; unde lunatici. 

The ſymptoms of furious madneſs are 
fo well known, that an enumeration of 
them mult be unneceflary. 


REMOTE CAUSES. 


Violent and frequently excited emotions 
and paſſions, organic affections of the ſkull, 
long-continued melancholy, and an heredi- 
tary prediſpoſition, ſanguine temperament, 
and intemperance.

DIAGNOSIS, 


It will be diſtinguiſhed from phrenitis, 

and the delirium forte attending fevers, by 

the {tate of the pulſe, and abſence of head-

CURE» 


In this diſeaſe a complete aſcendancy 
muſt be gained over the patient, and, when 
neceflary, awe and fear muſt be eſtabliſhed 
by ſeverity. His actions muſt be effectual- 
ly reſtrained, which will be beſt done by 
the ſtrait waiſtcoat. He muſt be confined | 
in a dark place, and kept as quite as poſſible, g 

and in as erect a poſition as he can conve- 

niently bear. He muſt be prevented from 
ſeeing thoſe he has been long in habits of 
intimacy with, or objects he has been ac- 
cuſtomed to, and his attendants ſhould be ' 
changed no oftener that is abſolutely ne- = 
ceſſary.

Snow, ice, or other cold 
ſubſtances, may be applied to the head, which 
ought always to be ſhaved in the beginning. 
4 Bliſtering has not been found to do much 
ſervice, except when uſed at the firſt at-

* Large doſes of camphor are recom- 
5 mended; De Berger has found the beſt ef- 
fects from it. It ſhould be given in gra- 
N dually aucmented doſes, to the quantity of 
half a drachm, three times a day.

HA. III. 
Of the ATROPHIA LANCTANTIUM. 


A waiſting of the body in thoſe who 
ſuckle children, 1s a diſeaſe that has lately 
prevailed much among the inferior claſſes 
of women, and it appears with theſe 


SYMPTOMS. 


They firſt become languid and weak, 
and 150 6 after the fligheſt exerciſe ; the 
appetite 
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appetite is impaired, and they feel pains in 
the back and limbs. To theſe ſucceed ſymp- 
toms of atrophy; in particular, the face 
becomes thin, and is marked with à certain 
delicacy of complexion and paleneſs about 
the noſe, and a ſlight ſettled redneſs in the 
cheeks. If they continue to give ſuck, 
they are now ſenſible of tranſient ſtitches 
in the ſides, under the ſternum, or ſome 
part of the thorax. A flight cough, and 
degree of dyſpnœa attend; the pulſe is 
frequent, but not ſo hard as in phthiſis 
pulmonalis. | Morning ſweats come on, 
abſceſſes are formed in the lungs ; there is 
an expectoration of pus mixed with mucus; 
the weakneſs increaſes, and the patient 
dies exhauſted. 


REMOTE CAUSES, 


Dr. Walker, from whoſe excellent ac- 
count of the diſeaſe this is taken, is of opinion 
that it ariſes from debility and an impoveriſh- 
ed ſtate of the ſyſtem, owing to a deficiency 
of nutritious aliment, while the conſtitution 
particularly requires it, to repair the conti- 
nual waſte which is the conſequence of ſucks 


ing. He confiders the lungs only ſecon- 
2 darily 
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darily or ſymptomatically affected; and he 
aſeribes theſe effects in a great meaſure to 
the great uſe made of tea by. the people 
whom it particularly affects. 


CURE. 
The curative indications are obviouſly, 
1. To reſtore the waſted ſtrength; 


2. To relieve the affection of the lungs; 
3- To quiet or remove the fever. 


1. The ſtrength will be reſtored by avoid- 
ing the remote cauſes. —In the firſt place, 
the mother muſt immediately wean her 
child upon the firſt appearance of the 

ſymptoms of debility. The diet muſt be 
changed; tea muſt be left off, and the 
patient muſt live on milk, broth, and a 
ſmall quantity of animal food, with the 

efeulent roots; and jellies, ſago, ſalep, and 
tapioca, will furniſh proper food. The 
animal food mutt be taken at an early 
dinner, and muſt not be allowed in the 
evening. 

5 Debility will alſo be further removed, 

and tone given to the ſyſtem, by gentle 


tones, ſuch as watery infuſions of the 
bark 
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bark with the vitriolic acid, and the pre- 
parations of iron. The following is re- 
commended : 2 -

2. The affection of the lungs is to be re- 
lieved. This it appears may be of two 
kinds, ſlightly inflammatory, or ſpaſmodie. 
If the hardneſs of the pulſe, oppreſſed 
breathing, or fixed pain in ſome part of 
the thorax, ſhew an inflammatory determi- 
nation, a ſmall bleeding, to the amount of » 
two or three ounces, is recommended; and 
it will probably have the beſt effect if 
taken from the pained part by leeches; and 
bliſters ſhould be ſucceſſively applied to dif- 
ferent parts of the thorax. In this ſtate 
of things the diet muſt be ſtrictly confined 
to milk and vegetables, and the uſe of 
the bark and of tonic medicines ſuſpended 
till the inflammatory ſymptoms are re- 

moved, 
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moved, and, in their ſtead, laxatives and 
cooling ſaline medicines, (and perhaps the 
antim. tart. in nauſeating doſes) ſhould be 
ordered, and the cough kept quiet by mu- 
cilaginous and demulcent liquids. 

If the affection of the lungs is ſpaſmo- 
dic, the bliſters will be ſufficient to re- 
heve it. 


3. We are to remove the fever by 
ſhortening the paroxyſms, by the ſaline 
medicines, and antim. tartar. and the ſub- 
acid fruits, and preventing their recur- 


rence by the tonics mentioned above. 


Bleeding, is not to be thought of, unleſs 
the inflammatory ſymptoms appear evi- 
dent, and render a ſmall one neceſſary, and 
it will be the moſt efficacious probably in 
the way mentioned above,

SYMPTOMS, 


This is a collection of air in the cellular 
membrane; it ſometimes ſpreads univerſal- 
I over the body, which is often greatly 
ſwelled by it. It is attended with an evi- 
dent crackling upon preſſure, and elaſticity, 
and ſometimes with an extreme difficulty 
in breathing, oppreſſion, and anxiety. 


CAUSES. 
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CAUSES. 


It ſometimes ariſes without any evident 
external cauſe, and is then called ſponta- 
neous, but this is a very rare occurrence. 

It has been known to come on imme- 
diately after delivery, without an evident 
cauſe. 

It generally, and indeed almoſt always, 
happens in conſequence of wounds or in- 
juries of the thorax affecting the lungs, in 
which caſe the air paſſes from the lungs 
through the wound into the ſurrounding 
cellular membrane, and thence ſpreads 


over the body. 


CURE. 


Our intentions mult be directed to re- 
move the cauſes of the diſeaſe, to cyacuate 
the collected air, and in the interim to re- 
lieve the urgent ſymptoms. 

The general and evident cauſes will 
commonly be wounds of the thorax affect- 
ing the lungs, which will fall moſt proper- 
ly under the care of the ſurgeon; and for 
the management of them I refer to the 
books on ſurgery. 


U The 
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The air muſt be evacuated by ſcarifica- 
tions into the cellular membrane, made in 
different parts of the body, as circum- 
ſtances require, and the air prefled out by 
the hand. _ 

The violent dyſpnœa and anxiety will 
be relieved by bleeding and laxatives, and 
the pain and uneaſineſs ariſing from the 
diſtenſion by relaxing applications applied 
to the ſkin. 


CHAP. Il. 
Tv MPANITES. 


CHARACTER. 


Abdominis intumeſcentia, tenſa, elaſtica, 
ſonora, alvus adſtricta; cæterarum partum 
macies. 


Of this diſeaſe there are three ſpecies: 

1. Tympanites inteſtinalis, in which the 
air is contained wholly in the inteſtines. 

2. Tympanites enterophyſodes, where 
the air is not entirely confined within the 
cavity of the inteſtines, but a part is be- 
tween their coats. 


3. Tym- - 
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3. Tympanites abdominalis, in which 
the air is looſe within the cavity of the ab- 
domen, or in the peritoneal ſac. 


Theſe cannot be eafily diſtin guiſhed from 
each other. The moſt frequent caſe is the 
tympanites inteſtinalis. 


SYMPTOMS. 


Sometimes this diſeaſe comes on ſudden- 
ly in fevers, when it is called meteoriſmus; 
but in general its formation is gradual : if 
is often preceded by unuſual flatulency, 
borborygmi, and a frequent and uncom- 
mon expulſion of air upwards and down- 
wards, attended with colic pains. As the 
diſeaſe advances the abdomen, is greatly 
diſtended, and retains the ſame figure in 
every variation of poſition. The ſwelling 
does not yield much to preſſure, and in 
what it does it ſoon recovers its former 
ſtate; it feels very elaſtic, ſounds like 
a drum, and no fluctuation can be per- 
ceived. The patient is extremely coſtive : 
at firſt the urine is not much altered either 
in quantity or quality; but in the advanced 
ſtage of the diſeaſe a change takes place 

_=— in 
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in both reſpe&s, and dyſuria, and even 
iſchuria, ſometimes come on. The appetite 
is impaired; there are thirſt, heat, and py- 
rex1a, and the body is emaciated. 

The abdomen becomes in time greatly 
{welled, the reſpiration difficult, with cough 
and great anxiety. Matters grow worle in 
every reſpect; the fever increaſes, the pa- 
tient's ſtrength is exhauſted, and he dies 
frequently in conſequence of ſupervening 
gangrene. 

The remote cauſes of tympanites are not 
aſcertained. It has ſucceeded the drying 
of long continued diſcharges from cutaneous 
eruptions; hardened fæces too have been 
found in the colon of thoſe dying of the 
diſeaſe. Sudden ſuppreſſion of diarrhaa, 
aud improper exhibition of the bark, have 
been thought the cauſe, but apparently 
without foundation. 


PROXIMATE CAUSE, 


Appears to be a ſpaſmodic conſtriction 
and loſs of tone in the muſcular coat of the 
inteſtines, and it moſt frequently takes 
place in the colon, ; 


OE DIAGNOSIS. 
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DIAGNOSIS. - 

It will be diſtinguiſhed from aſcites, by 
the elaſtic feel, by the abſence of fluctuation, 
by the ſtate of the bowels, and urine. 'This 
diſeaſe has ſeldom been removed. 


CURE, 


The curative indications are to remove 
the ſpaſm and reſtore the tone of the inteſ- 
tines. 


The firſt intention muſt be attempted by 
laxative clyſters and medicines; by opiates 
and other antiſpaſmodics. The warm bath, 
ſo powerful an antiſpaſmodic, muſt not be 
adviſed in this caſe, as it might aggravate 
the diſeaſe by rarifying the contained air. 
But it will be proper to apply a bliſter to 
the abdomen, and to bathe it with campho- 
rated ſpirits, or any other warm antiſpaſ- 
modic liniment. 

The action of the diſtended inteſtines 
ſhould be excited, by the application of 
cold ſubſtances, ſuch as water, or ſnow, to 
the abdomen, and the exhibition of aroma- 
tics joined to tonics, at proper intervals be- 
tween the taking the antiſpaſmodics. The

When the diſeaſe is removed, the patient 
muſt pay particular attention to his diet, 
avoiding for ſome time flatulent food, uſing 
ſuch as is of eaſy digeſtion, and coſtiveneſs 
muſt be prevented by ſtomachic aperient 
medicines. | 

Quere. Might not the cold bath, con- 
tinued long enough to become antiſpaſmo- 
dic and relaxant, produce good effects in 
this caſe ? 

We have great reaſon to believe that it 
may be uſed in ſuch a manner as to prove 


highly ſo, from its effects in triſmus and 


jaundice.

Aquos five HYDROPES. 


A preternatural collection of watery fluid 
in any part of the body 1s called dropſy, of 
which there are ſeveral ſpecies, having dif- 
ferent names according to the different parts 
it is contained in. 

When it is diffuſed through the cel 
membrane, in whole or in part, it is called 
anaſarca. 

When it is in the cavity of the cranium, 
it is called hydrocephalus internus, 

When in the vertebræ of the loins, hy- 
drorachitis. . 

When in the thorax, hydrothorax or 
hydrops pectoris. 

In the abdomen, aſcites. 

In the uterus, hydrometra; and within 
the ſcrotum, hydrocele. 


GENERAL REMOTE CAUSES. 


Debility of the ſyſtem, eſpecially that 
brought on by the immoderate uſe of ſpi- 
rituous liquors, which induce laxity of the 
exhaling and abſorbent ſyſtem, and ob- 

U 4 ſtructions 
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ſtructions of the liver, or other abdominal 
viſcera. Polypus in the right ventricle of 
the heart, oſſification of its valves; conſider- 
able and permanent obſtructions of the 
lungs, which may cauſe dropſy by imped- 
ing the return of the blood to the heart. 
Taking a large quantity of fluids, expoſure 
for a length of time to a humid atmo- 
ſphere; frequent and long- continued im- 
merſion of a part of the body in water; 
exceſſive evacuations; long- continued 11- 
ſues; inflammation of internal ſurfaces; 
rupture of the thoracic duct, cauſing hy- 
drothorax ; or of the lacteals, ureters, kid- 
nies, or bladder, inducing aſcites. 


PROXIMATE CAUSE. 


An increaſed effuſion, or diminiſhed ab- 
ſorption of the fluids, or both. 


CHAP. T. 
Of ANASARCA. 
CHARACTER. 
Corporis totius, vel partis ejus intu- 


meſcentia mollis, inelaſtica. 
SYMP- 
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SYMPTOMS, 


This diſeaſe ſhews itſelf in a ſwelling 
upon the ſurface of the body, at firſt ge- 
nerally appearing only in the lower ex- 
tremites in an evening. The tumefaction 
is ſoft and inelaſtic, and retains for ſome 
time the impreſſion of the finger; the 
colour of the ſkin is paler than uſual, and 
ſometimes in the advanced ſtage it exhibits 
more or leſs of a livid hue. ' 

The ſwelling is uniform, and ſometimes 
ſpreads over the whole ſurface of the body, 
gradually aſcending to the trunk and ſu- 
perior parts, but the moſt inferior are the 
moſt loaded. The patient has great thirſt, 
the urine is ſmall in quantity, high colour- 
ed, and depoſits a reddiſh ſediment. 

In the advanced ſtage of the diſeaſe 
there are great dy ſpnœa and cough, palpi- 
tations of the heart, and faintings ; and the 
ikin is dry in general, through the whole 
of the complaint. 


PROGNOSIS. 


If it ariſes from viſceral obſtructions, the

This is a powerful medicine in dropſy, 
and acts as a purgative or diuretic, and ſome- 
times in both ways. To direct its opera- 
tion more certainly to the urinary organs,

tity 1n divided doſes, at ſhort intervals, 
until the whole 1s taken.

It has been a general rule, and very ri- 
gidly obſerved, to refuſe liquids to dropfical 
patients. As great thirſt is almoſt always 
a ſymptom, and when not quenched it is 
a molt diſtreſſing one, it is proper to ob- 
ſerve, that cold water has frequently been 
allowed without increaſing the diſorder, 
and that ſometimes it has been cured by 
large draughts of cold water. When, how- 
ever, it has been liberally allowed, and the 
quantity of urine is not increaſed by it, its 
uſe ſhould be diſcontinued. 

Cyder, drank to the quantity of twg 
quarts in a day, has cured dropſy. 

In effecting the ſecond indication, we 
muſt diſtinguiſh between the remote cauſes 
which ſtill exiſt, and thoſe which remain 
as the effects of others already removed.

The diſeaſes of the viſcera may be of 
different kinds. If they are ſcrophulous,

remedies recommended in that caſe muſt be 
adviſed. 

If they proceed from the uſe of ardent 
ſpirits, that muſt be diſcontinued, and the 
obſtructions, &c., muſt be removed by de- 
obſtruents, and particularly mercury, given 
with caution. 

Polypus of the heart, offification of its 
valves or great veſſels, and eroſions of the 


thoracic duct, are diſeaſes beyond the reach 
of 
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of medicine. The remaining cauſes of this

The debility and loſs of tone of the y. 
tem are to be removed by carefully ſhunning 
their cauſes; by tonic medicines, by ex- 
erciſe, and by ſupporting the integuments 
of the lower extremities by bandages; and 
diligent friction of them every morning 
ſhould be adviſed.

HyDROCEPHALUs INTERNUS, o DRO PS 
of the HEAD. 


CHARACTER. 


Capitis intumeſcentia mollis, inelaſtica; 
hiantibus cranii ſuturis. 


SYMPTOMS. 


This diſeaſe moſt frequently attacks chil- 
dren, and in general comes on gradually 
A pain in the head commonly precedes the 
other ſymptoms ; then the child is obſerv- 
ed to be heavy and leſs lively than uſual, 
and to lole its appetite. 

There is fever, with a frequent, weak 
pulſe ; the ſkin is dry and hot, there are 
frequent fluſhings in the cheeks, nauſea, 
vomiting, ſtupor and coma ; the pupils of 
the eyes are much dilated, and do not con- 
tract when expoſed to the light; ſometimes 
ſtrabiſmus and total blindneſs are produced. 
As the diſeaſe advances, the head becomes 
enlarged, the ſutures receding from each 

3 other ; 
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other; convulſions, and ſubſultus tendinum, 
etid moaning, come on, and ſometimes, juſt 
before death, violent ſhriekings. 


CAUSE, 


Where hydrocephalus internus does not 
occur as a ſymptom of general dropſy, it 
is generally produced by enn the con- 


ſequence of inflammation of ſome part of 


the encephalon. 


DIAGNOSIS. 


This will be diſtinguiſhed from amauroſis, 
or gutta ſerena, by the fever, ſtupor, con- 
rubs, and the other attendant ſymp- 


toms. 


CURE, 


When it is attended with univerſal drop- 
ſy, the means proper for the removal of that 
diſeaſe muſt be employed. 

In the other caſes of it, in the firſt ſtage, 
bleeding, general and topical, will be proper, 
and the abſorption of the fluid, the imme- 
diate cauſe of the diſeaſe, muſt be promo- 
ted by purging, bliſtering the head, and 
quickly inducing (alivation. -

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It muſt be confeſſed and lamented that

Quere. Would not frequent vomiting 
be likely to act powerfully in promoting 
the abſorption. 

Moſt of the ſymptoms of hydrocephalus 
have been produced in children from the 
inteſtines being loaded with mucus, or viſcid 


matter. 
In this caſe there will have been long coſ- 


tiveneſs, there will generally be percieved 
an enlargement and hardneſs of the abdo- 
men ; the head is not increaſed in fize, and 
the ſymptoms will not be preceded by ce- 
phalalgia, which J imagine will generally, 
upon inquiry, be found to have exiſted be- 
fore the other phænomena of hydrocephalus 
have appeared. Two or three briſk mercu- 
rel, purges, by emptying the inteſtines et- 
fectually, remove theſe alarming ſymp- 
toms, 
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CHAP. III. 


HyDROTHORAX, or DroPsY of the 
BREAST. 


CHARACTER: 


Dyſpnœa; faciei pallor 3 pedum de- 
mata; urina parca; decubitus difficilis; 
ſubita et ſpontanea ex ſomno cum palpita- 
tione excitatio; aqua in pectore fluctuans. 

SYMPTOMS. 

This diſeaſe is a collection of watery 
fluid within the cavity of the thorax : it is 
ſometimes in both ſacs of the pleura, divided 
by the mediaſtinum, and ſometimes only 
in one; it may be in the pericardium, or 
cellular texture of the lungs and pleura, or 
in hydatides attached to different parts of the 
internal ſurface of that membrane. 

When with the other ſymptoms of drop- 
ſy, ſuch as ana ſarcous ſwellings of the lower 
extremities, ſcarcity of urine, thirſt, and 
paleneſs of the complection, the patient 
feels a ſenſe of oppreſſion and tightneſs about 
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the ſcrobiculus cordis; dyſpnœa, eſpecially 
in the night, or when in a horizontal poſi- 


tion; and cough, at firſt dry, but afterwards 
accompanied with an expectoration of mu- 


cus; when to theſe ſymptoms, he is ſud- 
denly awaked, ſoon after falling aſleep, 
with an extreme anxiety and difficulty of 
breathing, and palpitation of the heart, 
obliging him to ariſe, we have great reaſon 
to preſume, that he labours under an hy- 
drothorax. If a fluctuation is perceived by 
the patient himſelf, (which is ſometimes 
the caſe) or by the praQitioner, there can 
of courſe be no doubt. 

Sometimes a protuberance may be obſery- 
ed on one or both fides, and ſometimes 
there is a numbneſs in one or both arms. 

The pulſe, in the advanced ſtage of 
the diſeaſe, becomes irregular and inter- 
mitting. 


DIAGNOSIS 


This will be diſtinguiſhed from empyema 
and aſthma, by the antecedent and attendant 
ſymptoms, and eſpecially by the occurrence 
of the difficulty of breathing and anxiety 
during the firſt ſleep in the night.

This diſeaſe has been ſeldom cured.

The removal of it muſt be attemped by 
the ſame general means as were preſcribted 
in anafarca, and in ſome caſes the water 
may be evacuated by the paracenteſis of 
the thorax. Perhaps it ſhould be performed, 
in moſt caſes as ſoon as the preſence of 
water can be aſcertained, and that will be 
done moſt readily in thoſe caſes, in which 
alone it can be attended with any probabi- 
lity of ſucceſs, viz. when the water is looſe 
in the ſacs of the pleura; for water in 


the pericardium, in hydatides, or in the 
cellular texture ſurrounding the bronchiæ, 
15 not eaſily detected. 


CHAF. 


ASCITES, or DRopsy of the ABDOMEN. 


Abdominis intumeſcentia tenſa, vix elaſ- 


tica, ſed fluctuoſa. 
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SYMPTOMS. 

Water may be collected within the pa- 
rietes of the abdomen in different ſituations 
as well as in the thorax; for it may be in 
the peritoneal ſac, that is, looſe within its 
cavity, or in hydatides, or in the cellular 
texture. Sometimes the water is contained 
in ſacs attached to the coats of the inteſ- 
= - tines, or the inner ſurface of the perito- 
neum, and ſometimes they are found with- 
out the latter, between it and the abdominal 
muſcles, and it is then called the encyſted 
dropſy. 

The aſcites appears with a protuberance 
be | generally firſt percieved in the hypogaſ- 
20 trium, which gradually extends until the 
whole abdomen is univerſally and uni- 
formly ſwelled and tenſe. When the wa- 
ter is looſe within the peritoneal ſac, the pa- 
tient feels a weight on inclining to or lying 
on one fide, and can often plainly perceive 
a fluctuation, while the protuberance is evi- 
dently increaſed on that fide. The practi- 
tioner in this caſe will generally be ſenſible 
of a fluctuation evident to his touch and 
hearing As the ſwelling increaſes a dit- 
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ficulty of breathing comes on; the face is 
ſometimes bloated, pale, or of a livid hue. 
— There is great thirſt, and in the advan- 
ced ſtage the pulſe is frequent; the urine is 
ſmall in quantity and high coloured, and 
this is eſpecially the caſe when the diſeaſe 
is attended with general hydropic ſymp- 
toms, which however do no always ac- 
company aſcites; for when 1t 1s occaſioned 
by the morbid affections of the viſcera 
mentioned as cauſes of aſcites, it 1s fre- 
quently without any ſymptoms of dropfical 
diatheſis. 


DIAGNOSIS. 


The fluQtuation diſtinguiſhes this diſeaſe 
from tympanites and phyſconia. It is dif- 
ficult to determine the different ſituations 
of the collected fluid, and the judgement 
muſt reſt upon the following conſiderations: 
If the protuberance is moſt conſiderable 
in one particular part, and if in the progreſs 
of the diſeaſe the ſwelling is not equal, 
diſtending the abdomen every way alike, 
and if when one ſide is ſtricken ſmartly with 
one hand a fluctuation is not perceived by 
the other placed on the oppoſite fide, we may 
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generally conclude that the water is not 
looſe within the cavity, but that it is 
contained in hydatides or cyſts. : 

There is a ſpecies of incomplete iſchuria, 
mentioned by Morgagni, wherein though 


ſome urine is diſcharged, yet a conſiderable 


quantity 1s retained in the bladder, which 
is diſtended to a large ſize, This diſeaſe 
proceeds from ſchirroſities in the neck of 
the bladder, or beginning of the urethra, 
and from a diſcaſed and thickened ſtate of 
the bladder itſelf. 

We mult be very careful to diſtinguiſh 
aſcites from it, for which it has been miſ— 
taken, and the difference will be known 
by theſe circumſtances. 

In the iſchuria the tumour is round and 
circumſcribed, is ſituated immediately above 
the pubes, and does not extend as the tu— 

nefaction does in aſcites. 


CURE. 


The cure is to be attempted upon the 
general plan recommended in anaſarca, and 
there 1s a ſingular method of procuring the 
urinary eee recommended in this caſe, 


which | 18, long- continued gentle friction of 
the 
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the abdomen with the fingers dipped in 
oil; this is to be repeated daily. 

If other means of procuring the evacua- 
tion of the water fail, recourſe muſt be had 
to the operation of the paracenteſis, for 
which I refer to the writings on ſurgery, 
in moſt of which there are full directions 
for the performance of it. : 

It can be of little uſe in the encyſted 
dropſy, or in a caſe of hydatides; the con- 
ſiderations therefore pointed out above for 
aſcertaining the ſituation of the contained 
fluid muſt determine the propriety of the 
operation. 

In the encyſted dropſy, when the cyſts 
are exterior to the peritoneum, the water 
muſt be let out by proper openings made 
into them. 

In the caſe of hydatides no method of 
cure is yet known, as they are cauſed by an 
animalcula contained within them. > 
In the treatment of the hydrometra, the 
means uſed muſt be adapted to the cauſes. 
In the hydrocele the cure is performed 
by a chirurgical operation, and cannot there- 
fore be conſidered here.

CHARACTER«.« 


Caput magnum anterius maxime tu- 
mens; genicula tumida; coſtæ depreſſæ; 
abdomen tumidum; cætera marceſcentia. 


SYMPTOMS. 


This diſeafe ſeldom appears before thc 
ninth month, or after the ſecond year of 
the child's age, but at various periods be- 


tween; and it ſhews itſelf in a flaccidity 
2 of 
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of the muſcles and integuments, and a 
waſting of the body, while ſome parts be- 
come preternaturally enlarged, eſpecially the 
head and forehead. The ſutures and fon- 
tanelle are unuſually open ; the joints be- 
come large, the ribs, loſe their convexity 
the ſternum protrudes in form of a ridge, 
while the ſpine of the back becomes in- 
curvated ; the bones of the limbs between 
the joints waſte away, and bend from their 
inability to ſupport the weight of the body; 
the abdomen becomes hard and enlarged, 
the ſtools are frequent and looſe ; the ap- 
petite is often not much impaired; the child 
is averſe to motion, and in the advanced 
ſtage of the diſeaſe ſome degree of pyrexia 
occurs. | | 

Some tumefaction of the face, with a 
paleneſs, or rather a ſulphureous yellow 
colour in the cheeks, may in general be 
obſerved among the firſt ſymptoms. 

In ſome caſes the diſeaſe ſtops here, and 
the child recovers its health and ſtrength, 
but the limbs remain crooked. 

Diſſections of thoſe who have died af- 
fected with rickets have ſhewn various 
morbid appearances in the abdominal and 

| thoracic 
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thoracic viſcera, and ſuch a ſoftneſs of the 
bones, that they would be caſily cut through 
with a knife.

The rickets may be pretty certainly pre- 
vented by very early bathing ; for where 
children are bathed from the time they are 
two months old the diſeaſe very ſellom 
occurs. The removal of it will conſiſt in 
ſtrengthening the ſyſtem by cold bathing, 
and tonic medicines. 

Children can ſeldom be made to take the 
bark, or any bitters; the metallic tonics 
muſt therefore be had recourſe to, to which 
rhubarb may be advantageouſly added.

SYMPTOMS. 


This is an hereditary diſeaſe, and its firſt 
appearance is generally between the third 
or ſeventh year, or at any period between, 


and 
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and the age of puberty, after which i it ſel- 
dom makes its firſt attack. | 

There is ſcarce any part of the body ex- 
empt from the action of this diſeaſe. It ap- 
pears in {mall hardiſh tumours under the 
ſkin, moveable, and at the firſt not painful 
nor diſcoloured, in the neck and under the 
chin; theſe often remain unaltered for a 
year or longer; they then aſſume a deep red 
or livid colour, by degrees becoming in- 
flamed ; they at length ſuppurate, break- 
ing in little holes, from which a matter, at 
firſt puriform, is diſcharged, but it ſoon 
becomes leſs purulent in appearance, chang- 
ing into a kind of viſcid ſerous diſcharge ; 
the holes now become ulcers, and tpread 
in various directions, ſome healing, winle 
others are forming and ſpreading: they 
do not penetrate deep, nor do the edges rife 
or become callous. In this ſtate they ſome- 
times continue for many years, until the 
diſeaſe appearing to have exhauſted itſelf, 
they all heal. 

Sometimes the eyes are the feat of the 
diſeaſe, and are affected with ſcrophulous 
ophthalmy, producing ulcerations in the 
tar, and inflammation of the tunica adnata,

much increaſed upon the {lighteſt motion, 
as totally to prevent it. The ſwelling in- 
creaſes, and with it the pain, while the mul- 
cles of the limb are greatly waſted : in time 
matter is formed, and is diſcharged at {mall 
openings made by the burſting of the ſkin; 
it is peculiarly acrimonious, eroding the 
ligaments and cartilages, and producing a 
particular ſpecies of caries : in this ſtate an 
hectic fever comes on, in conſequence of 
the abſorbed matter, which often proves 
fatal. 

The abdomen is frequently ſwelled and

Scrophulous diatheſis is generally indi- 
cated by a lax habit, roſy complexion, with 
light hair and blue eyes, a ſmooth ſkin,

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CHAP. II. 


SYPHILIS, Luts VENEREA, or. VENr- 
REAL DISEASE. 


CHARACTER. 


Morbus contagioſus, - poſt concubitum 
impurum, et genitalium morbum, ulcera 
tonſillarum; cutis præſertim ad marginem 
capillitii, papulæ corymboſæ, in cruſtas et 
in ulcera cruſtoſa abeuntes; dolores oſto- 
copi; exoſtoſes. . 


This diſeaſe is the effect of contagion, | 
communicated by contact of ſome part 
of the body with venereal matter. The 
firſt ſymptoms, from which all the future 
miſchief ariſes, are, Chancre and Bubo. 

The 
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The ſecondary ſymptoms, the conſe- 
quence of the two former being neglected, 
or improperly treated, are, venereal ſore 
throat, ulcers of the ſkin and tongue, ſcab- 
by eruptions, rhagades, nodes and exoſtoſes, 
ophthalmy, ſarcocele, verrucæ, affections of 
the joints, ozæna, and caries. 

When mercury has been given, but not 
in ſufficient quantity to eradicate the diſeaſe, 
alchough it may have removed the ſymp- 
roms for which it was preſcribed, others 
come on at indeterminate periods after- 
wards, which, though not ſtrictly marked 
as venereal, often depend on the action of 
the venereal virus not deſtroyed, but new 
modified by the incomplete effects of the 
ſpecific, and ſome diſeaſes in the ſyſtem. 

It is often extremely difficult to aſcertain 
the nature of theſe; to do it requires the 
moſt accurate inveſtigation, attention, and 
acute penetration, and they are extremely 


difficult to cure. 
They appear in ſome of the following 


forms: 

Ragged ulcerations of the tongue, with 
painful edges; fiſſures in different parts 
of it, or ridges all around its edges, re-

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ſembling thoſe in green peaſe when they 
become old, at times extremely ſore and 
painful. „ 
Erratic pains in different parts of the 
body. . 

Enlargement, inflammation, ſuppuration 
and ulceration of the glands of the ſkin. 

Dyſecæa, anoſmia, mollities oſſium, 

paralyſis, viſceral obſtructions, anaphrody ſia, 
! atrophia, and phthiſis. 

Having given this ſhort hiſtory of the 
diſeaſe, I now proceed to the pathology | 
. and method of cure. 


Primary ſymptoms, CHANCRE and BUBo, 

; The CHANCRE is generally firſt diſcover- 
ed by the patient being ſenſible of an itch- 

| ing in the glans penis, or prepuce, where 
| he finds a ſmall ulcer, with a ſlough of the 
colour of reaſty bacon, and with hard edges, 
1 ſurrounded generally by a flight degree of 
; inflammation. 

; In this ſtate it often remains for a con- 
| ſiderable time, but in conſequence of lo- 
f cal or general irritation, or its being ſuffered 


to continue long without a remedy, it be- 
comes more inflamed, painful, and highly 
irritable; ſpreading and eroding the ſurface 
| :iF4s | of 
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of the glans and prepuce, which becomes 
inflamed and thickened, and produces phy- 
moſis, or paraphymoſis, or enlargement of 
ſome of the lymphatic glands of one or 
both groins. 

Sometimes it is of a more virulent kind, 
is from the firſt extremely painful and irrita- 
ble, and of a dark red or purple hue. The 
diſcharge is extremely acrimonious, it quick- 
ly erodes the parts, ſpreads, and produces 
the ſymptoms, mentioned as the conſe- 
quence of the advanced ſtate of the milder 
chancre, very 10011. 
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A chancre will be diſtinguiſhed from 
other ulcers by the orange-coloured ap- 
pearance of the ſlough in the former, when 
it is mild, and by the pain and rapid pro- 
greſs of the more virulent. 

But the excoriation produced by the 
chancrous diſcharge may be confounded 0 
with other affetions, and ſhould therefore 5 
be carefully diſtinguiſhed from them. 

Some people are extremely ſubject to ex- 
coriations of the glans in hot weather, 
which may alſo be produced by violent and 
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frequent coition, and ſcrophulous and ſcor- 
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butic affections of the part. 
The excoriation produced by the acri- 
mony of the diſcharge from a chancre ſoon 


changes into ulceration, the diſcharge is of 


a greeniſh yellow, and more offenſive, and 


if neglected it ſoon brings on inflammation 


and thickening of the prepuce, and phy- 
moſis. 
The BUBo ſometimes occurs as the firſt 


ſymptom of ſyphilis, without a mn; 


chancre. 
DIAGNOSIS. 


In this caſe it is extremely difficult to 
aſcertain whether it is a venereal affection, 
and the diſtinction is of the greateſt conſe- 
quence in practice. I have under theſe 
circumſtances frequently detected its real 
nature by a diligent examination of the 
lymphatic veſſels going from the penis to 
the groin, Which has diſcovered one or 
more of them, thickened, hardened, and evi- 
dently affected, and whenever I have ſeen 
this, I have ncver been deceived; and I think 
[ ſhall! be warranted to ſay, that it will in 


general be found that an evident affection 
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of the Iy mphatic veſſels accompanies the 
bubo, occurring as a firſt ſymptom of lues 


without preceding chancre. 
If there ſhould be a doubt, it 1s hs ſafeſt 


practice to wait till the ſwelling alters its 
ſtate, as the alteration may point out its 
real nature, 


THE CURE OF CHANCRE, 


The kind of mercurial courſe to be pre- 
ſcribed for the cure of chancre is a ſubject 
of great diſpute among practitioners. 

There are, who contend that ſalivation 
is at no time neceſſary for the cure of ſy- 
philis, even in the worſt cafes, and that 
they will be ſafely and effectually cured by 
an alterative courte of the ſpecific. 

Others ſay that falivation muſt be indu- 
ced in late and violent ſymptoms, not on an 
idea that the diſcharge by the falivary glands 
removes the diſeaſe, but conſidered as an 
unequivocal ſign of a certain proceſs being 
eſtabliſhed in the ſyſtem, conſidered eſſen- 
tally neceſſary to the radical deſtruction of 
the venereal virus, in this ſtage of the diſ- 
eaſe, 
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Between thoſe two extremes, „in medio 
tutiſſimus ibimus.“ In mild caſes I certain 
ly would not puſh the medicine ſo far as to 
affect the mouth greatly; in others I think 
I ſhould be guilty of inert, bad practice, if 
I did not induce complete ſalivation; and in 
all I ſhould chuſe to produce ſome affec- 
tion of the mouth, as affording in many 
inſtances the only certain ſign of the mer- 
cury having entered the ſyſtem. . 

Upon the whole, I would recommend, 
that in the mildeſt recent chancre the cure 
ſhould be performed, by giving the mer- 
cury under confinement, till the mouth 15s 
affected, and till there is a fœtor in the 
breath ; as it will be completed in a much 
ſhorter time, with leſs of the mercury, 
and certainly with greater ſafety to the pa- 


- 


tient. 


The mercury will be introduced beſt by 
friction. Begin with 

B. Ung. hydrarg. fort. 36s. 
This the patient ſhould rub in himſelf 
every morning, or every night and morning, 
and to do 1t properly will require half an 
hour. It ſhould be increaſed to double 


or treble the quantity according to its ef- 
teas, 
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feats, remembering that a flight affection 
only of the mouth is intended to be pro- 
quced. Eight drachms of the hydrargyrum 
will be ſufficient in general to effect the 
complete cure; and about one third of 
what is contained in every partion of the 
ointment uſed at each friction may be ſup- 
poſed to fairly enter the ſyſtem. 
Different directions are giyen by differ- 


ent practitioners for the topical treatment 
of the chancres; ſome adviſing that they 
ſhould be made to heal as ſoon as poſlible 
and others, that no other application ſhould 
be uſed than what is neceflary to keep 
them clean and defend them from irrita— 
tion. 

I ſhould adviſe the healing of them as 
ſoon as poſlible, becauſe while they remain 
it is probable that the abſorprion is every 
moment increaſing the quantity of venereal 
matter in the ſyſtem. 


If they are not greatly irritable, they 
Will gener ally be healed by touching them 
2 foly times with the argentum air. 
and drefling them with ung. hydrargyr. If 
there is much irritability; a wath of calo- 
mel levig. and water will be a proper appli- 

cation, 
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cation, uſing the dreſſing with the ung. 
hydrargyr. or the hydrarg. nitrat. rubr. may 
be applied mixed with any mild cerate. 

The mercury muſt be continued for 

ſome days after the ſore is perfectly cica- 
tized, and the hardneſs gone. 

If this mild chancre, from neglect, gene- 
ral or local irritation, becomes irritable and 
inflamed, bleaging will be neceſlary, and 


opiates, and a mild poultice ſhould be ap- 


plied, and the following lotion:

In the more writable and more virulent 
chancre the mercury mult be introduced in 
larger quantity, its effects upon the mouth 
muſt be carried to a greater extent, and the 
irritation and inflammation mult be quieted 


by optates, anodyne poultices, and the ſeda- 


tive lotion preſcribed above. 
In a phymoſis or a paraphymoſis the ſame 


general means are to be uſed, and ſome- 


times an operation is neceſſary. On this 
head it becomes me to be ſilent, and J refer 
to the writings on ſurgery for farther infor- 
mation on that ſubject. 


THE 
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THE TREATMENT OF BUBO, 


In its incipient ſtate, when it proceeds 
from a chancre, and the induration and 
pain are but little, we ſhould avoid any ap- 
plication to the chancre that may diminiſh 
the diſcharge. The mercury introduced 
into the ſyſtem ſhould be rubbed in on 
the thigh below the affected gland, and a 
cooling purge ſhould be given every other 
day, and quiet ſhould be enjoined, and the 
patient ſtrictly confined to low diet. The 
quantity of mercury mult be of courſe de- 
termined by the ſymptoms, 

By theſe means the inflammation and 
ſuppuration of the bubo may frequently be 
prevented. 

I have certainly found the hydrargyrum 


muriatum the beſt preparation in bubo; it 


may be given in either of the following 
forms, as each ſhall be found to agree or 
anſwer beſt in different people and cir- 
cumſtances :

When it becomes 3 and ſhews a 
tendency to ſuppuration, together with the 
ule of the ſpecitic, emollient poultices 
muſt be applied to ſoften and thin the in— 
teguments, and when that is effected the 
matter may be diſcharged by a ſmall open- 
ing, made either by a laucet, or rubbing 
the Wa with the argentum nitratum, till 
a fmall efcar is produced, which muſt be 
immediately divided, that the matter may 
be diſcharged. 

The dreſſings muſt be of the mildeſt 
kind, ard every thing than can irritate the 
fore cautiouſly avoided ; and as much of 
the {kin preſerved as poſlible. 

If great irritability ſhould be preſent, 
emollient anodyne poultices muſt be applied, 

and 
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and optum” given internally, and abſolute 
reſt ſtrictly enjoined, 

If the ſore 15 exquiſitely ſenſible, hav- 
ing a ragged, painful, fiery margin, the ir- 
ritability muſt be leſſened by carrot poul- 
tices, by the application of a watery ſolu- 
tion of opium, and its internal exhibi- 
tion; and if this ſtate has been brought 
on by too rapid and free an introduction of 
the mercury, we ſhould deſiſt from its 
farther uſe till it is removed, and then pro- 
ceed to finiſh the cure by giving as much 
more of it as may be neceſſary. 

Should troubleſome funguſles ariſe, they 
will be beſt removed by the pulvis ſabinæ, 
a concentrated ſolution of the ceruſſa ace- 
tata, or a weak one of the vitriolum cæru- 
leum. 

The decoctum ſarſaparillæ, taken to the 
quantity of a quart in a day, or decoct. 
cort. Peruv. 3ij. ter quaterve in die, joined 
with the mercurial courſe, will be of ſervice 
here.

OF THE SECONDARY SYMPTOMS. 


Ulceration of the Tonfils.—This ſometimes 


comes on long after the original infec- 


tion, unaccompanied with any other vene- 


real ſymptoms, but ſometimes it takes place 
at an early period, and attended with Erup- 
tions. The ulcers at the firſt reſemble aph- 
thx, but they ſoorr change their appearance, 
and ſpread ſometimes with great rapidity, 


and are often during the night very pain- 


ful. 

 Ulcerations of the Skin take place in vari- 
ous parts of the ſurface of the body, or 
internal {ſurface of the mouth, and tongue; 
they ſpread irregularly, they have hard 
edges, and the ſurrounding ſkin is generally 
preternaturally red; they are covered with 
ſloughs frequently reſembling hog's lard, 
and are ſometimes moſt exquiſitely tender. 

Eruptions,—Thele appear on various parts 
of the body, but moſt frequently near the 
margin of the hair of the head, in the 
beard, and in the palms of the hands; they 


are generally of a copper hue*: ſometimes 


they come out in the form of ſmall pimples,

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foon degenerating into ulcers, 128 moſt 
generally 1 in blotches. > | 
Rhagades or Fiſſures — occupy 
the palms of the hands, or ſoles of the feet; 
they have commonly the copper hue pecu- 
liar to venereal affections, and are uſually 
accompanied with blotches. 
Nodes. — Theſe painful affections come 
on at different periods after infection, at 
the diſtance of many months, or even years: 
they attack thoſe bones chiefly which are 
leaſt covered with muſcles, viz. the bones 
of the cranium, the tibiæ and fibule, the 
ſcapula, ſternum, and ſometimes the ribs : 
they generally come ſuddenly, and appear 
in ſmall hard ſwellings of the part, which 
are extremely painful, eſpecially during the 
night ; and they often induce a caries of 
the bone very ſpeedily, and 
Exofioſes, which are boney excreſcences 
following long-continued nodous affections. 
Ophthalmia.—In the venereal ophthalmy 
there is not in general much inflamma-- 
tion; the tunica conjunctiva is tinged of a 
deep red colour, and the tranſparency of | 
the cornea is ſomewhat impaired. It is 1 
ſometimes, though rarely, attended with — 
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a conſiderable degree of pain, and an into- 
lerance of light. 

his is a 8 and en- 
largement of one or both teſticles, or the 


epidydimis, and it is ſeldom that the 


former are affected without the latter. 
It ſucceeds ill-cured primary affections, 
and often remains long in an indolent 
ſtate; when general or local irritation, 
or any other cauſe, changes it into an in- 
flammatory ſtate, it is attended with the 
moſt diſtreſſing pain. | 


Ferruce.— Theſe excreſcences generally 


appear upon the glans penis, or prepuce, or 


verge of the anus: they are red, and ſome- 
times dry : they are alſo in ſome caſes, 
very ſenſible and painful, and in others 
not. 

Ozcena.—This is an ulceration of the in- 
ternal ſurface of the noſe, diſcharging a 
highly foctid matter, and is cauſed by an 
affection of ſome of the bones connected 


with it. 


DIAGNOSIS, 


The Ulceration of the Tonſils will be eaſily 
diſtinguiſhed from the cynanche maligna 
. 

of y 
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by the abſence of the leading ſymptoms of 
that diſeaſe. The preceding ſymptoms, 
and the progreſs of the diſeaſe, will diſ- 
tinguiſh it from a ſcrophulous affection; and 
the abſence of the peculiar fœtor, and af- 
fection of the ſalivary glands in the ſore 
throat, brought on by cold caught during a 
mercurial courſe, will mark it from this lat- 
ter affection of the tonſils. 

Jenerecal Ulcers in the Skin will be known 
from others by the appearance of the 
ſloughs, by their irregular mode of ſpread- 
ig, and the redneſs in their circumfe- 
rence. 

Eruptions and Rhagades will be known 
to be venereal in general by their copper 
hue and ſituation. 

Nodes will be known by the peculiar kind 
of pain, which 1s extremely acute, by its 
being greatly increaſed during the night, 
and by the immobility of the tumour. 

Ophthalmia. — The venereal ophthalmy 
cannot eaſily be miſtaken for any other than 
the ſcrophulous, and it may be diſtin- 
guiſhed from it by the want of fulneſs 
in the ciliary glands, and the abſence of 
other ſcrephulous ſymptoms, and by a 

FA diligent 
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diligent inquiry into preceding circum- 
ſtances. 

Sarcocele will be readily diſtinguiſhed 
from the hernia humoralis by its indolence, 
by the abſence of inflammation in the be- 
gining, and by its not being lately preceded 
by gonorrhoea virulenta. It will be difficult 
to eſtabliſh the diagnoſis between it and a 
ſchirrhus: it will be beſt aſcertained by a 
diligent inquiry into anteceding circum- 
ſtances, and a nice and careful obſervation 
of the effects of mercury upon it. 

zend. When this acknowleges a ve- 
nereal origin, it will generally be ſufficient- 
ly marked by ſtrong leading ſymptoms; and 


it is commonly attended th deep-ſeated 


pains in the bones of the noſe or palate. 

Verruce— Theſe will be known by 
their irregularity, number, ſituation, and 
quality, and by being almoſt always pre- 
ceded by chancres. 


CURE OF THE SECONDARY SYMPTOMS. 


The cure of theſe can only be obtain- 


ed by a mercurial courſe, ſo urged and in- 


creaſed that the mouth may be conſidera-

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bly affected, and it will certainly be moſt 
ſafely, expeditiouſly, and effectually per- 
formed under confinement. The ſpecific 
may be introduced into the ſyſtem in va- 
rious forms, which are given below:

Or the mercury may be introduced by 
friction, as was adviſed in the cure of chancre. 
In caſe the hydrargyrum, introduced by 
friction, in the pills wherein it is divided 
by the honey, or in the mixture where gum 
arabic is uſed, does not produce deciſive 
effects, it will be neceſſary to give ſome of 
the more active preparations of it which 
follow. It is uſual to join opium to them, 
which 1s very proper, but in ſome con- 
ſtitutious ſo great is the irritability of the 
inteſtines that an opiate will alſo be neceſ- 
{ary in the middle of the day. 

It will be highly proper to continue the 
mercurial courſe for ſome days after the 
ſymptoms are removed. 

This is the general method of curing the 
ſecondary ſymptoms of ſyphilis; but par- 
ticular caſes require alſo ſome topical treat- 

ment,

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ment, which I now proceed to notice un- 
der their reſpective names, and firſt, 

Ulcerations of the Tonfils. — When the 
ulcers are ſpreading rapidly, fumigations 
ſhould be ordered with the hydrarg. ſul- 
phurat. rubr., or if the patient cannot bear 
this, from the irritability of his lungs, the 
following gargle may be uſed :

When eruptions ulcerate, ſome mild 
topical mercurial application will be pro- 
per, ſuch as the ungt. hydrarg. or ungt. 
citrin. and cerat. epulotic. # p. æ. and waſh- 
ing them with calomel and water, or the 
hydrarg. muriat. and aq. calc. ſ. This will 
be alſo proper for rhagades. 

Nodes. When theſe are exquiſitely pain- 
ſul, they will, in ſome caſes, be relieved by 
dividing the integuments, and perioſteum 
down to the bone; but in general they will 
yield to the ſpecific, which, in this caſe, 
ſeems to be greatly aſſiſted by the uſe of 
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the ſarſaparilla and. gum guaiacum, ſtrong 
decoctions of Which ſhould be taken to the 
quantity of a quart in twenty-four hours; 
and the pain ſhould certainly be quieted by 
opium given eſpecially at bed time. 

If the bone becomes carious it wall fall 


properly under the ſurgeon's care. 


Ophthalmia.—It there is inflammatory 
diatheſis, general bleeding, as well as topical, 
will be neceſſary; if not, blood need only 
be drawn from the adjacent parts, by the 


application of leeches to the temples, or 


cupping between the ſhoulders, and bliſters 
ſhould be applied, and a purge or two or- 
dered. 

The eyes muſt be guarded from every ir- 
ritation, from light and motion, and cooling 
topical applications applied. When the in— 
flammatory ſymptoms are abated, the mer- 


cury ſhould be uſed till the mouth is conſi— 


derably affected, and continued till the cure 
18 complete. | 
Sarcocele.— In this caſe little advantage 
has been derived from topical applications ; 
bu: full vomiting bas in many inſtances, pro- 
moted the reſolution of the diſeaſe much 


{ooner 
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ſooner than the mercurial courſe would have 
done without it. 

It may be repeated every day, or every 
other day for three times or oftener, ac- 
cording to the difterent ſymptoms and cir- 
cumſtances. 

The ſcrotum ſhould be ſuſpended in a 
bag truſs, and quiet, and as much of a 
decumbent poſture adviſed as poſſible. 

Ozæna.— Here the moſt deciſive effects 
of the mercury are to be produced, and the 
ſarſaparilla and guaiacum given with it will 
be highly advantageous. If it is combined 
with ulcerations of the palate and tonſils, the 
fumigation and gargle p. 341, muſt be uſed 
to the parts affected. 

Verrucæ. — Theſe are to be deſtroyed by 
the application of the pulvis ſabinæ, which, 
with the ſpecific internally given, is general- 
ly efficacious. If it ſhould fail, Mr. Plenck's 
aqua cauſtica pro condylomatibus may be 
uſed; it is prepared in the following man- 
ner:

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In ſome caſes where the baſe is ſ mall, and

ANOMALOUS SYMPTOMS, 


Theſe perplexing ſymptoms often come 
on long after the diſappearance of ſuch as 
were decidedly venereal, when the patient 


has thought himſelf cured of the diſeaſe; 


and they appear, as was ſaid before, in a 
diſtreſſing variety of equivocal forms. 


They may ariſe, 

1. From a new modification of the 
diſeaſe, not eradicated, but checked by the 
mercury not having been given ſo as to 
produce the deciſive effects mentioned be- 


fore. 


2. From the effects of the mercury 
merely, when it has been im properly uſed, 
or the patient has caught cold during the 


courſe. 


3. From latent diſeaſe in the ſyſtem, 
called into action by the ſtimulating effects 
of the mercury, or the venereal virus. 

The diagnoſis of theſe ſymptoms is ex- 

tremely 
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tremely difficult ; - this on are the 
leaſt equivocal : 

Ragged ulcerations of the tongue, fiſ- 
ſures, and the ridges mentioned p. 324. 

Pains in parts particularly liable to the ſe- 
condary ſymptoms, viz. the ſhins, ſternum, 
&c.; pains on one fide of the head, moſt 
violent in the night, followed by a puffineſs 
of the ſcalp ; pain 1n one of the maſtoid pro- 
ceſſes, which is ſometimes enlarged. 

Large dry {cabs about the head and 
neck. 

Small circumſcribed tumours of the ſcalp 
ſucceeding pains in the part. 

Ulceration of the face, extending irregu- 
larly towards the angles of the mouth. 

Ulceration of the internal ſurface of the 
cheek, and obſtinate chops or fiſſures of the 
lips, or angles of the mouth; enlargement 
of the glands of the ſkin, frequently re- 
maining long indolent, then ſuppurating, 
and changing into ulcers, with extremely 
ſenſible painful edges. 

To form a judgement of the nature of 
the other ſymptoms, a moſt diligent and 
accurate inquiry into the hiſtory of the diſ- 
eaſe will be neceſſary, and it can be aſcer- 

tained, 
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tained, in many caſes, by the introduction 
of the ſpecific alone, which, in all theſe 
caſes, muſt be urged, as far as can be done 
with fafety, till the moſt deciſive effects 
are produced ; till falivation 1s fairly and 
fully induced by a gradually increaſed ac- 
cumulation of it. 

This treatment muſt be underſtood to 
apply to the caſes proceeding from the firſt- 
mentioned cauſe of the anomalous ſymp- 
toms, p. 344; and it may be obſerved as a 
general rule in the cure of the ſecondary as 
well as anomalous ſymptoms, that the 
longer the period between the time of 1n- 
fection and the appearance of the diſeaſe, 
the more of the ſpecific will be neceſſary 
to cotnplete the cure. 

Ulcers of the tonfils and other parts, and 
bubo after being opened, will ſometimes 
not heal, notwithſtanding the mercury has 
deen properly exhibited, both in manner 
and quantity, and the venereal virus eradi- 
cated ; they become phagadenic, with looſe 
flabby edges, diſcharging a thin ichorous 
matter. 

When this happens, it is generally owing 
to great debility, and accompanied with 

evident 
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evident marks of it. Here the bark and 
tonics muſt be ordered, with country air, 
and a milk nourithing diet, and wine al- 
lowed. ; 

The ulcerations of the tonſils ſhould be 
wathed with an aſtringent gargle, and the 
ulcers in other places ſhould be ſprinkled 
with zinc. calcinat., or the limatur. cupri. 
or hydrarg. precip. rub. 

Swellings of the glands of the neck, and 
pains in various parts of the body, which 
often occur in conſequence of cold taken 
during a mercurial courſe without confine- 
ment, are moſt certainly removed by a 
ſecond, managed with care, under confine- 
ment. 

Ulcerations and defœdations of the ſkin 
coming on after the lues, have often given 
way to the following medicines :

12. And I muſt conclude the ſubject, 
by repeating, that, in late ſymptoms, the 
moſt deciſive effects of the ſpecific, viz, 
fair ſalivation, gradually brought on by a 
gradual accumulation of it, will, generally 
be neceſſary to produce a perfect cure.

SYMPTOMS.

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SYMPTOMS. 


At different periods from the time of in- 
fection, the diſcaſe ſhews itſelf by an itch- 
ing, or a ſenſation not unpleaſing, along the 

courſe of the urethra, or at its orifice, Which 
is found dilated, turgid, and preternaturally 
red, and it diſcharges a thin whitiſh mucus; 
this ſoon becomes thinner, and of a vel- 
lowiſh or greenifh colour, while the ori- 
fice of the urethra becomes more inflamed, 
and its edges recede more from each other. 
Soon after this, the inflammation of the 
parts ſpreading, and increafing, a dyſuria, 
or ſcalding in making water, comes on, and 
a chordee, or violent pain in the penis, on 
erection, bending it downwards, which 
occurs mult frequently in the night time. 
In this ſtate che inflammatory ſymptoms 
are at their acme, and it is now that an 
hernia humoralis, inflammation of the pro- 
ſtate gland, or the lymphatic glands of the 
groin ſometimes take place, or a fuppura- 
tion of the internal ſurface of the urethra, 
cauſing ſtricture, obſtinate glect, fiſtula 
in perinæo, &c. 
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If none of theſe untoward events hap- 
pen, the inflammatory ſymptoms from this 
time gradually decline, the ſcalding and 
chordee go off, and the diſcharge again 
becomes mucous and ropy, and at length 
ſtops entirely, 


DIAGNOSIS, 


This will be diſtinguiſhed from the other 
ſpecies of gonorrhœa by the@ilatation, and 
turgidity of the orifice of the urethra, by 
the dyſuria, and (in general) by the na- 
ture and colour of the diſcharge, by the 
chordee, and diſpoſition to metaſtaſis. 


5 CURE. 


The curative indications are, 


1. To remove or deſtroy the virus. 

2. To prevent its effects on the urethra. 

3. To allay the irritation and inflamma- 
tion of the parts affected. : 

4. To relieve particular ſymptoms. 

5. To reſtore the tone of the parts.

plentifully of ſome tepid diluting liquor; 
and thus we execute the third intention.

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The fourth indication is to relieve parti- 
cular ſymptoms, among which the hernia 
humoralis, 1s a very frequent and painful one, 
If the inflammatory ſymptoms are high, 
and induce fever, bleeding in the arm will 
be neceflary, as well as the application of 
leeches to the parts affected. Order full 

- vomiting, aud a repetition of it once or 
twice in twenty-four hours, or in proportion 
to the urgency of the ſymptoms; and 
laxative clyſters, the warm bath, and opium. 
Apply emollient poultices to the penis, and 
ſaturnine applications to the ſcrotum, which 
muſt be ſuſpended in a bag truſs, and the 
patient ſhould be kept in bed. 

If an enlargement and inflammation of 
the lymphatic glands of the groin, or the 
proſtate ſupervene, the general treatment 
ſhould be the ſame, varying the topical ap- 
plications with the different ſituations, and 
in all theſe caſes the penis ſhould be en- 
veloped in an emollient poultice. 

The chordee will be moſt effectually re- 
lieved by opium. 

The ardor urinæ by mucilaginous tepid 
liquids, and high inflammation muſt be 
prevented or removed by low diet, quiet, 

ſecuring 
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ſecuring the penis from the action of the 
air, and the general antiphlogiſtic regi- 
men. 

I omit the conſequences of a ſuppuration 
of the internal ſurface of the urethra, as 
they will more properly fall within the 
province of the ſurgeon. 

Our fifth intention is to reſtore the tone 
of the parts, the loſs of which 1s the moſt 
frequent cauſe of the common mild gleet, 
the conſequence of gonorrhea. 

When the dyſuria, chordee, and other 
ſymptoms of inflammation, have ſubſided, 
the diſcharge becomes again ropy, and 
mucous and white, or colourleſs; and 
when theſe circumſtances take place, we 
may complete the cure by aſtringent in- 
jections.

1 SYMPTOMS. 
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SYMPTOMS, 


The ſcurvy chiefly affects ſailors, and 
people ſhut up in beſieged places, and de- 
prived of freſh proviſions, and a due quan- 
tity of aſceſcent food. 

The gums become ſpungy, the breath 
extremely fœtid, the legs ſwell, and have 
large broad livid ſpots upon various parts of 
them, and ſometimes ulcers, the tendons 
(of the hams eſpecially) become rigid, and 
ſometimes the joints are almoſt immoveable 
from that cauſe. The patient complains of 
univerſal pain, great debility, proſtration of 
ſtrength, and diſinclination to any kind 
of motion; vibices appear in different parts 
of the body, and in the advanced ſtage of 
the diſeaſe the blood flows from the noſe, 
mouth, anus, urinary paſſages, and (in 
ſome deſperate caſes) from the pores of the 
{kin. 


REMOTE CAUSES. 


Cold, moiſture, want of proper exerciſe, 
neglect of cleanlineſs, ſalt meat, and want 
of aſceſcent food. 
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PROXIMATE CAUSE 


Suppoſed to be a preternatural faline {tate 
of the blood. 


CURE. i 


The chief of the remote cauſes of this 
diſeaſe, viz. the effect of ſalt proviſions, 
and a want of freſh meat and vegetables, 
mult be counteracted as much as poſſible, 
by ſupplying ſhips and garriſons with ſour 
krout, concentrated vegetable and mineral 
acids. The greateſt regard muſt be paid 
to cleanlineſs; exerciſe muſt be infiſted 
on ; damp and impure air muſt be cor- 
rected by fires and ventilators, and all the 
water ſhould be ſtrongly impregnated with 
mephitic air. 

The diſeaſe will be certainly cured by 
freſh vegetables and animal food, and the 
Juice of oranges, lemons, and other ſubacid 
fruits, when they can be procured ; and 
the balneum terre 15 much recommended. 
When the ſubacid fruits cannot be obtained, 
the patient may take from one to four 
ounces of ſucci ad ſcorbutos two or three 
times a day. 


'The 
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The bark with acids will be very pro- 
per. The ſpungineſs of the gums muſt 
be removed by the uſe of aftringent gar- 
gles, with as much of the acidum muria- 
ticum as the patient can bear, and the ſtiff- 
neſs of the joints and limbs relieved by 
warm fomentations, and the linimentum 
anmoniæ. Lemon juice produces the beſt 
effects upon ſcorbutic ulcers. 


CHAT V, 


ELEPTHANTIASIS, or LEPROSY of Ihe 
ARABIANS. 


CHARACTER. 


Morbus contagioſus; cutis craſſa, rugoſa, 
aſpera, unctuoſa, pilis deſtituta; in extre- 
mis artubus anaſtheſia; facies tubertbus 
deformis; vox rauca et naſalis. 


SYMPTOMS, 


This diſeaſe comes on with an eruption 
of tubercles, at firſt red, and occupying va- 
rious parts of the body; they are attended 


with great itching, and often remain in an 
Aa 4 indolent 
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indolent tate, (varying in colour) for ſome 
months, when they {uppurate and diſcharge 
a foetid ichor. In time the features of the 
face become greatly enlarged, eſpecially 
above the eyebrows, the hairs of which, 
and the beard fall off; the alæ of the noſe 
{well and become ſcabby, the noſtrils are 
ulcerated, and the cartilages and ſeptum 
naſi are frequently eroded and deſtroyed 
by the acrimony of the diſcharge. The 
voice becomes hoarſe, and the pronuncia- 
tion naſal ; the lobes of the ears are greatly 
thickened and affected with tubercles ; the 
nails grow rough like the bark of a trec, 
and, as the diſeaſe advances, ſometimes dry 
ſcabs are produced upon the fingers and 
toes, and ſometimes ulcers, which erode the 
neighbouring parts, while at length they 
become a putrid maſs, and ſeparate joint at- 
ter joint. | 

The legs loſe their ſhape, and become 
indurated, and ſwelled to an enormous 
ſize, with their ſurfaces covered with very 
thin ſcales of a whitiſh colour, much finer 
but not ſo white as thoſe in the lepra Gre- 
corum; they are overſpread with uneven 


lumps and deep fiſſures or rhagades. Some- 
times 
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times the tumours ulcerate, and ſometimes 
the limb is covered with a thick, moiſt, ſcab- 
by cruſt. The ſkin has a very ſhining ap- 
pearance, the feeling is much blunted, the 
breath extremely offenſive, and the pulſe 
weak and ſlow. 


CURE». 


This diſeaſe has generally been found 
incurable. The warm bath ſhould be 
ordered; if the patient is plethoric and in- 
flammatory ſymptoms are preſent, bleed- 
ing and cooling laxatives, ſuch as chryſt. 
tart., with a light diet, ſhould be adviſed. 
When this ſtate is removed, ſome advan- 
tage has been thought to have been derived 
from the cort. Peruv. Iflues are adviled, 
and the following embrocation :

the ſame; it is generally accompanied with 
a pain and ſenſe of weight in the epigaſ- 
trium, with nauſea, anorex1a, ſickneſs, and 


,vomiting, and an itching in the ſkin. There 


is great coſtiveneſs, and when the pain in 
the epigaſtrium is great, the pulſe is often 


quick, hard, and full, and pyrexia attends.

Whether the paſſage of the bile is ſtop- 
ped by biliary concretions, or ſpaſmodic 
conſtriction of the ductus communis, the 
tame means are to be employed. 


If the patient is plethoric, we begin by 


blood-letting : he ſhould then be pur into 
a warm bath, in which vomiting may be 
excited with advantage ; or the cold bath 
may be uſed, in which the patient ſhould 
continue as long as he can conveniently 
bear, and, uſed in this manner, it proves 
highly relaxant and antiſpaſmodic. 
Opiates, (or perhaps in this caſe the 
hyoſciamus) ſhould be given every four or 
ſix hours, and emollient laxative clyſters, 
and warm diluting liquids by the mouth; 
and bladders filled with warm water, ſhould 
be conſtantly applied to the epigaſtric re- 
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gion, or a bliſter may be laid upon that 
Part. . 

When jaundice is cauſcd merely by a 
retention and accumulation of the inte\- 
tines, it will be ſpeedily and eaſily remoy- 
ed by purgatives. 

The moſt diſtreſſing ſymptoms are, in 
general, the pain and weight in the epi— 
gaſtrium, the ſickneſs, and coſtiveneſs. 

The two former will generally be re- 
lieved by the bleeding, warm bath, fomen— 
tations of the part, or bliſtering it, and 
opiates.

CURE. 

Deafneſs, ariſing from organic defect or 
imperfection, muſt, in general, be incu- 
rable. = - 

If it proceeds from hardened wax, it 
muſt be ſoftened by frequent injections of 
warm water and ſoap, and extracted by pro- 
rns. 

If from inflammation, the external air 
muſt be excluded by cotton introduced into 
the ear, impregnated with ſome cooling ſe- 

dative; by topical bleeding, and the general 
means proper for reducing inflammation. 

If it ariſes from an affection of the Euſta- 
chian tubes, it will, in general, have been 
preceded by taking cold; on making a 
{trong effort to expire, and at the ſame time 
retaining the breath by ſtopping the mouth 
and noſtrils, no preſſure is felt on the tym- 

pani of both ears. The ſound of the per- 
ſon's own voice will appear different from 
what it uſed to do, and alſo from that of an- 

other perſon. The patient is always ſen-

ſible of various noiſes as if in his ears. 

will hear in a carriage, or in a conſiderable 
noiſe, better than in other places more 
quiet; and when one tube is obſtructed, 
the hearing will be more impaired than 
when the external paſſage of only one ear 
is ſtopped.

When it is rendered probable, from a con- 
ſideration of the preceding circumſtances, 
that it ariſes from this cauſe, the cure is to 
be attempted by gaping, yawning, gargling, 
ſyringing the ears, bawling or ſpeaking 
loud, ſneezing, and vomiting, and forcing 
the air into the tubes, by violent efforts of 
expiration, at the ſame time ſtopping the 
mouth and noſtrils; and if one effort does 
not ſucceed, many ſhould be made. Where 
the deafneſs is of long continuance, bliſter- 
ing behind the ears will aſſiſt the cure. 

If it proceeds from a debility of ſome 
parts of the organ, warm ſtimulating apph- 
cations will be the moſt probable means of 
removing it, and none exceeds the follow- 
ing, recommended by Bergius: | 

« Lanam bombycinam cum ſucco allii 
ſativi imbue, et illam in aurem intrude, 
vicis repetitis per diem unicum. Meatus 
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mde rubet, dolet, atque ſenfibilis fit, per

If it is cauſed by atony or paralyſis of 
the auditory nerve, the ear muſt be elec- 
trified, and paralytic remedies ordered; 
and if by ſyphilis, the only reſource is 
mercury.

The ſymptoms in this are much the ſame 
as in the former, and there is generally a 
pain in ſome part of the courſe of the ure- 
ters.

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3. ISCHURIA VESICALIS. 


CHARACTER. 


Iſchuria cum tumore hypogaſtrii, dolore

SYMPTOMS. 


A ſuppreſſion of urine, with a circum- 
ſcribed tumour above the pubes; a heavy 
or acute pain about the neck of the bladder, 
and a frequent deſire of making water, 
with a ſenſe of pain and diſtenſion in the 
hypogaſtrium. 


CAUSES. 


Inflammation of the bladder, or its neck, 
or ſphincter; thickening of its coat, neck, 
or ſphincter; ſtone in the bladder; ſpaſm 
of the ſphincter, or paralyſis of the bladder; 
too great diſtenſion of it; grumous blood, 
matter, or mucus about its neck; ectopia 


of the bladder, preſſure of it from the 


gravid uterus, hardened faeces, flatus, hæ- 
morrhois, or abſceſs in the rectum. 
| CURE. 
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If cyſtitis is the cauſe, the general means 


recommended for its cure muſt be employ- 
ed. The patient muſt be put into the 


warm bath, and remain there as long as 
he can conveniently bear it; anodyne laxa- 
tive clyſters muſt be frequently injected 
warm: the hypogaſtrium muſt be embro- 
cated with the following liniment, which 
will often produce a diſcharge of urine 
immediately: 
R. Camphor. Zi. 
Ol. olivar. opt. 3 j. m. 


If this fails, it muſt be drawn off by the 
catheter; and if a diſcharge cannot be 
procured by any of theſe means, and the 
patient is in immediate danger, the bladder 
muſt be punctured above the oſſa pubis, or 
through the rectum; for the method of per- 
forming which I refer to the writings on 
ſurgery. 

If it proceeds from a thickening of the 


neck, ſphincter, or coats of the bladder, the 


diſeaſed ſtate of the parts muſt be removed by 
means adapted to the cauſe, which will be 
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underſtood from what has been ſaid on the 
ſubject in another place. 

If from a ſtone in the bladder, its diſſolu- 
tion muſt be attempted by lithonthriptics, 
or its extraction effected by the operation of 
lithotomy. Here the patient will general— 
Iy be enabled to paſs his urine by placing 
himſelf in an horizontal poſition. 

If from a ſpaſm of the ſphincter, bleed- 
ing will be adviſcable, with the free uſe of 
opiates, the warm bath, and warm anodyne 
relaxing clyiters, and the liniment p. 389, 
applied to the hypogaſtrium, will be parti- 
cularly ſerviceable. 

If from a paralyſis of the bladder, para- 
lytic medicines, electricity, and bliſtering 
the pubes, will be the proper remedies. 

If from over diſtenſion from long reten- 
tion, cold ſubſtances ſhould be applied to the 
hypogaſtrium, and after the urine is eva- 
cuated, the tone of the bladder mult be re- 
ſtored ; and for this purpoſe an injection of 
cold water into the bladder Will have the 
beſt effects. 

If from grumous blood, matter, or mu- 
cus above the neck of the bladder, its diſ- 


chaige muſt be promoted by the warm 
bath, 
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bath, clyſters, warm injections, and di- 
luent drinks. | 

If from hardened fæces in the rectum, 
their diſcharge muſt be effected, by oily, 
emollient clyſters and laxatives ; wind muſt 
be expelled by caminatives and antiſpaſmo- 
dics; and if an abſceſs in the rectum is the 
cauſe, its ſuppuration and rupture muſt 
be promoted by warm emollient injections, 
and mechanical means. When it proceeds 
from the preſſure of the gravid uterus, che 
urine muſt be drawn off by the catheter 
pro re nata, till delivery removes the com- 
plaint. 5 

In all theſe cafes of iſchuria, except that 
ariſing from the preſſure of the gravid 
uterus, the warm bath, opium, and the 
other means are to be tried before recourſe 
is had to the catheter; and if by its uſe no 
evacuation can be procured, and the patient 
is in imminent danger, then the bladder 
muſt be punctured; for the water muſt be 
occaſionally evacuated by ſome of theſe 
methods, till the cauſe of the diſeaſe is re- 
moved. 
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4. ISCHURIA URETHRALIs. 


CHARACTER, 


Iſchuria cum tumore hypogaſtrii, fre- 
quenti ad mingendum ſtimulo, et dolore in 
aliqua parte urethræ. 


SYMPTOMS. 


Suppreſſion of urine, with a circumſcribed 
tumour above the pubes ; a frequent deſire 
of making water, pain and diſtenſion of the 
hypogaſtrium, and generally a pain in ſome 
part of the urethra. 


REMOTE CAUSES. 


A tumour in the perinzum, a ſtone 1n the 
urethra, or grumous blood, matter, or mu- 
cus; inflammation of the urethra, or a coale- 
{cence of ſome part of it, the conſequence 
of inflammation or ulcers ; caruncles, phy- 
moſis, inflammation, ſchirrhus, or a thic- 
kened ſtate of the proſtate gland.

The intentions of cure will be fulfilled 
by removing the remote cauſes, and eva- 
cuating the urine by art till that is effected. 

A tumour in the perinæum mult be cured 
by means adapted to its cauſe. 

A ſtone in the urethra may be diſ- 
charged by relaxing the paſſage by the ſe- 
micupium, emollient fomentations, and in- 
jections; opiates; diluent, demulcent, muci- 
laginous liquids, drank plentifully ; by ex- 
tracting it, either by the orifice of the 
urethra, or, if that cannot be effected, by 
cutting down upon 1t. 

Grumous blood, matter, or mucus, muſt 
be evacuated by the ſame means, except 
the operation. 

Inflammation of the urethra, by proper, 
general, and topical means. A coaleſcence 
of the urethra will require a chirurgical ope- 
ration, for the method of performing which 
J refer to the ſurgical writings. Caruncles 
mult be deſtroyed by proper medicated bou- 
gies. Phymoſis muſt be removed by proper 
remedies. Inflammation and thickening 
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of the proſtate gland muſt be cured by 
means ſuited to their cauſe, and the urine 
mult be evacuated by proper methods pro re 
nata.

SYMPTOMS, 


This diſeafe is an unequal hard tumor 
in ſome glandular part of the body, ſome- 
times fixed, and ſometimes moveable, at- 
tended with lancinating pains, and varicoſe 
ſwellings of the veins in and about the 
parts affected. While it remains in this 
ſtate, it has been generally called by authors 
occult; aud when ſuppuration has taken 
place, and the cancer diſcharges, they have 
named it the open cancer. It often remains 
long in the occult ſtate ; and when it ſup- 
purates and breaks, it degenerates into an 
ulcer of the worſt kind, with ragged and 
extremely painful edges, diſcharging a moſt 
fœtid, acrimonious matter; which it is fre- 
quently in ſo great a degree as to deſtroy 
the nighbouring integuments, and to be 
intolerably offenſive. 


CURE 


For this dreadful diſeaſe no certain in- 
ternal remedy is yet known. The patient 
mult pay the ſtricteſt attention to his mode 
of living, and carefully avoid every irregu- 

larity. 
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larity. A light diet muſt be uſed; ab- 
ſtinence from wine, ſpirits, and whatever 
will irritate the conſtitution, muſt be ſtrialy 
enjoined ; the parts muſt be defended from 
preſſure and friction, and the air. The cicuta 
has long been tried, but without much ſuc- 
ceſs; and the arſenicum has been given, 
and it is thought, has produced ſome good 
effects; but it affects the lungs in general 
ſo much, that few conſtitutions can bear 
its uſe either in ſufficient quantity, or for 
a length of time neceſſary to produce any 
conſiderable or permanent benefit. 

The beſt practice in the firſt ſtage, in the 
preſent ignorance of an effectual internal 
remedy, is, extirpation with the knife, 
when the cancer is moveable and not at- 
tached to any bony parts, and when its 
local ſituation does not render the operation 
improper. 

When the cancer has broke, we are to 
correct the diſcharge, to defend the adjacent 
parts from its effects, and to quiet the pain 
and leflen the irritability of the ſore. 

The firſt intention may be anſwered by 
carrot poultices, by ſprinkling the ulcer 
with calcined zinc, or (as it appears from 
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ſome recent experiments of the ingenious 
Dr. Crawford) by waſhing it with the de- 
phlagiſticated muriatic acid, diluted with 
three times its weight of water, or more, 
according to the irritability of the ſore, 
and the ſmarting it occaſtons ; for it ſhould 
be diluted till its application cauſes ry 
little pain. 


The ſecond indication will be effected 
by dreſſing with ſpunge, and mild cerates 
prepared either with zinc. calc. or lap, cala- 
min.; and the third, by waſhing the ſore 
with a watery folution of opium, or the ap- 
plication of cataplaſms of the cicuta; giv- 
ing opium at the ſame time internally. 

Queries. Might not ſome good effects 
be expected from giving the cicuta and arſe- 
nicum together? They have both been 
found to poſſeſs more powers in this diſeaſe 
than any other remedies yet tried, and the 
narcotic effects of the cicuta might, while 
it contributed its ſpecific effect, guard the 
ſyſtem from the too great irritation produced 
by the arſenicum. 

Or does the latter produce a good effect 
by exciting a ſtimulus different from the 


action of the cancerous virus?

The patient in this difeaſe is {ſuddenly 
ſeized with a ſenſe of ſuffocation, and pain 
in the breaſt, attended with the utmoſt.

or increaſe would be fatal; the pain is 
ſometimes very violent, and appears to be 
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under the ſternum, or rather inclining to 
the left ſide, and it often extends to the 
left arm; the functions are not much diſ- 
turbed. It comes on upon uſing exerciſe im- 
mediately after dinner, or in bed, frequent- 
ly obliging the patient to ariſe ſeveral times 
in the night; coughing, ſneezing, or any 
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extraordinary exertion, are very apt to bring 
it on, as are ſurpriſe and any other paſſions 
of the mind. 
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This ſeems evidently a ſpaſmodic diſ- 
eaſe, and opiates and bliſters to the breaſt 
afford the moſt relief, till the radical cure 
is effected. The patient mult avoid violent 
exertions. 

The radical cure muſt be attempted by 
ſuch medicines as will remove the mobility 
of the ſyſtem; ſuch are tonics and anti- 
ſpaſmodics. It has been cured by the zinc.

If 1 It is attended with evident 
marks of plethora, and other ſymptoms of 
active hæmorrhagy, bleeding will be ne- 
ceſſary, with all the other means, except 
ſtrong internal aſtringents.

proper remedies, and in all theſe caſes the 
diſcharge of the blood from the inteſtines 
muſt be promoted by gentle laxatives. 


CHAP. III. 


PUERPERAL FEVER. 


This fever attacks women in childbed, 
and in general it comes on about the ſecond 
or third day after delivery, but ſometimes 
later ; and although this diſeaſe 1s always 
attended with very great danger, yet it is 
obſerved, that the danger is leſs in propor- 
tion to the lateneſs of the attack. 

It commences with a cold ſhivering fit, 
diſtention and acute pain in ſome part of 


the abdomen, with great tenderneſs and 
ſoreneſs upon external preſſure; a rapid 


pulſe, generally from 120 to 146 in a 
minute; there are alſo head ache, which 
ſometimes precedes the pain in the abdo- 


men; diarrhoea, great thirſt and heat. 


Authors, 
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Authors, who have deſcribed this diſeaſe 
(which has been long known) differ in 
their opinions about its cauſe, which in 
fact ſeems but little underſtood, and of 
courſe the method of cure is as little aſ- 
certained. 

The moſt ſucceſsful mode of treatment 
hitherto tried, is, keeping the ſick chamber 
cool, and well ventilated, the bed curtains 
open, and the patient lightly covered with 
bed cloaths; giving refrigerating, ſaline, 
laxative medicines, cooling liquids to drink, 
and light diet; the abdomen ſhould be fo- 
mented as ſoon as poſſible, and mult not 


be bound with a ſtraight bandage.

STONE and GRAVEL. 


SYMPTOMS. 


The ſymptoms of a ſtone in the bladder 
are, frequent defire of making water, which 
is often ſuddenly ſtopped as it flows in a 
full ſtream ; pain in the neck of the blad- 

der, 
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der, teneſmus, uneaſineſs, and not unfre. 


quently an itching in the anus, and ex- 
ternal orifice of the urethra ; there is fre- 
quently a retraction of one of the teſtes, 
and ſometimes a numbneſs in one or both 
thighs, and nauſea. 


CURE. 


The ſymptoms will be relieved by to- 
nics and opiates ; it is as a tonic proba- 
bly that the uva urſi produces ſuch good 
effects, and it may be given in either of the 
following forms :

CHAP. 


CEPHALALGIA IDIOPATHICA. 


The cephalalgia or head ache is moſt 
commonly a ſymptomatic affection, attend- 
ing fever, phrenitis, &c., but it ſometimes 
occurs without any other diſorder, and may 
be conſidered as a primary diſeaſe, very diſ- 
treſſing and difficult to remove. 


CAUSES. 


Malconformation of the cranuim, or ef- 
fuſions or ulcerations within its cavity; 
congeſtion in the head, or nervous irrita- 
tion. 


CURE. 


It is in the cephalalgia from the two laſt- 
mentioned cauſes that we may hope to give 
relief; in the former we cannot expect to 
do any good. 
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If from the temperament and ſymptoms 
there is reaſon to imagine it proceeds from 
congeſtion and determination to the head, 
order general and topical bleedings, purga- 
tives, errhines, diaphoretics, and pediluyia ; 
and the determination may be taken off 
and prevented by an iilue or ſeton in ſome 


part near the head. 

Nervous irritation will be relieved by an- 
tiſpaſmodics and tonics, as camphor, vale- 
rian, æther, internally and externally uſed; 
cort. Peruv. zinc. calc. cold water applied 
to the head, and cold bathing. 

Cold water drank to the quantity of a 
pint or a quart the firit thing in a morning, 


has cured the nervous cephalalgia.

CHAP. VIL 


WORMS. 


Worms chiefly affect young people prior 
to the age of puberty. 

There are four kinds of them which in- 
feſt the human body: the common earth 
worm; the ſhort flat worm; the tænia;

Obtuſe pain and ſwelling, and ſometimes 

a gnawing pain in the abdomen ; coſtive- 
neſs, and purging alternating with each 
other; irregular appetite tor food, ſome- 

times it is voracious, and ſometimes there is 
Ee 2 none; 
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none; grinding of the teeth, fluſhing of the 


cheeks, diſturbed ſleep, picking of the noſe, 


paleneſs, and emaciation: but as theſe ſymp- 


toms attend many other complaints as well 


as worms, the diagnoſis has often been 


uncertain and difficult. 
Dr. Home ſays, that when a ſwelling of 


the alæ narium and upper hp accompany 
{ome or all of theſe ſymptoms, it is a cer- 
tain diagnoſtic ſymptom of worms; and 
the Doctor's obſervation is confirmed by my 


experience.

AD DITAMENT UM. 


SINCE this book was printed the laſt 
valuable obſervations of Dr. PERCIVAL 
on the treatment of hydrocephalus inter- 
nus have been publiſhed in the firſt volume 
of Medical Facts, which the reader will 
find here compreſſed into leſs compaſs. 
The Doctor adviſes ſeveral auxilliaries to 
the general mode of treatment hitherto 
practiſed, directed to anſwer the following 
intention: 
To mitigate the pain and ſpaſm; 
To promote abſorption; and 
To increaſe the ſerous excretions. 
When the pains are very acute, and 
ſpaſms occur, opiates are to be given in 
large and repeated doſes ; but if the pa- 
tient has coma, the opium will of courſe 
be improper, and in 1ts ſtead muſk, com- 
bined with ſal. c. c., muſt be freely admi- 
niſtercd.

Frequent bliſters to the head are to be 
inſiſted on. 

The digitalis was given with calomel 
and opium. Good effects were produced 
by the compoſition ; but the Doctor thinks 
that they were rather to be attributed to 
the combination of the opium and calo- 
mel than to the digitalis. 

The head ſhould be wrapped in flannel, 
to aſſiſt perſpiration in the part. 

Mercury muſt be prevented from run- 
ning off by the inteſtines by opiates. 


I have been in the habit of preſcribing 
the doronicum Germanicum in paralytic 
affections and chronic rheumatiſm, and 
having obſerved that it excited the cuticu- 
lar veſſels in the head in a very extraordi- 
nary manner, almoſt conſtantly producing 
a copious ſweating of the part, I was in- 
duced to think it might prove a powerful 
medicine in hydrocephalus internus; and 
a caſe has occurred to me, ſince this book 
was printed, in which I uſed it with 


ſucceſs.

My patient was a ſtrong child, about 
ſeven years of age, and had enjoyed good 
health till three weeks previous to the 
diſeaſe for which I was conſulted, during 
which 1t had nn, of conſtant head- 
ache. 

The diſeaſe was fully formed when I 
ſaw it. I ordered bleeding in the firſt 
place, and a purge, and a bliſter to the 
head, and half a drachm of the ung. 
hydrarg. fort. to be rubbed in night and 
morning. 

The action of the mercury was directed 
to the inteſtines, and brought on conſide- 
rable purging, which I, therefore, re- 
ſtrained by giving eight arent of the tinct. 
opu three times a day. 

After two days the quantity of the ung. 
hydrarg. was increaſed to 3j. This was 
continued four days longer; the ſalivary 
glands were not affected, nor the ſymp- 
toms relieved. | 

I then determined to try the doro- 
nicum, which I gave in the following 
form:

The firſt and ſecond doſes od 
conſiderable nauſea and vomiting, but af- 
terwards a ſlight nauſea only, which con- 
tinued about half an hour. 


On the night of the firſt day, when 
four of the draughts had been taken, a 
profuſe ſweat broke out upon the head, 
which was aſſiſted by wrapping it in 
flannel. It decreaſed towards the morn- 
ing, and continued in the ſame ſtate 
through the day, but at night it became 
as copious as it had been the preceding 
night. It continued for a week, decrea- 
ſing however, after the fourth day, till, 
at length, it only came on during the 
night. 

On the firſt morning after the medicine 
was given I was agreeably ſurpriſed to find 
my patient greatly relieved ; the violence 
of the ſymptoms was much diminiſhed: 
he continued to grow better; the ſize of 
the head was ſoon reduced, and he got 


perfectly well. 
'The 
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The child was ſo extremely coſtive after 
the purging cauſed by the hydrarg. being 
determined to the inteſtines was ſtopped 
by the opiate, that, till the ſweating came 
on, it was ſcarce poſſible to excite the in- 
teſtines to do their office by conſtant laxa- 
tives and clyſters; but on the firſt day 
after that took place I perceived an evident 
alteration in that reſpeck. This muſt al- 
ways be conſidered a favourable event under 
theſe circumſtances, as it ſhews the dimi- 
niſhed energy of the brain (which muſt 
always render the natural functions, eſpe- 
clally thoſe performed by the inteſtines, 
more or leſs torpid) to be in ſome degree 
reſtored. | 

This is a ſolitary caſe, and perhaps the 
ſalutary effects might not be produced by 
the doronicum only, as mercury and opium 
were given at the ſame time; but as I 
have no where read or heard that ſuch 
effects have been produced by mercury and 
opium, it is reaſonable to ſuppoſe that the 
doronicum had a conſiderable ſhare in 
them. 


It fully anſwered the intention for

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which I gave it, and it ſeems entitled to a 
fair trial in this too-generally-fatal diſeaſe, 
either alone, or combined with mercury 
and opium.
